THE  CITY  SEAL 
As  It  appeared  prior  to  1827. 

The  City  Seal  was  adopted  by  “An  Ordinance  to 
Establish  the  City  Seal,”  passed  January  2,  1823,  which 
provides  “That  the  design  hereto  annexed,  as  sketched 
by  John  R.  Penniman,  giving  a  view  of  the  City,  be  the 
device  of  the  City  Seal;  that  the  motto  be  as  follows, 
to  wit:  ‘Sicut  patribus  sit  Deus  nobis’;  and  that  the 
inscription  be  as  follows:  —  'Bostonia  condita,  A.D. 
1630.  Civitatis  regimine  donata,  A.D.  1822.’”  The 
motto  is  taken  from  1  Kings,  viii.,  57:  “God  be  with 
us  as  He  was  with  our  fathers.” 

The  seal  as  it  first  appeared  is  shown  above. 

The  seal  as  it  was  afterwards  changed,  and  has  ever 
since  continued  to  be  used,  was  first  shown  on  page  221 
of  the  volume  of  laws  and  ordinances,  commonly  known 
as  the  “First  Revision,”  published  in  1827,  and  is 
established  as  the  City  Seal  at  the  present  time  by 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914,  Chapter  1,  Section  5, 
which  provides  that  “The  seal  of  the  City  shall  be 
circular  in  form;  shall  bear  a  view  of  the  City;  the 
motto  ‘Sicut  Patribus  Sit  Deus  Nobis,’  and  the 
inscription,  ‘Bostonia  Condita,  A.D.  1630.  Civitatis 
Regimine  Donata,  A.D.  1822,’  as  herewith  set  forth.” 

The  seal  as  changed  in  1827  is  shown  on  the  opposite 
page.

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INTRODUCTION. 


As  a  public  document  The  Municipal  Register  is 
as  old  as  the  City  of  Boston  itself,  the  first  volume 
having  been  published  in  1821,  a  year  before  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  Boston  changed  from  Town  to  City.  Up  to 
1840  the  title  of  the  volume  was:  The  Rules  and  Orders 
of  the  Common  Council.  From  1821  to  1829  the 
document  contained  merely  a  register  of  the  City 
Council  and  a  list  of  the  officers. 

In  1829  the  City  Charter  was  published  as  a  part  of 
the  volume,  and  in  1830  the  Acts  relating  to  Boston, 
also  the  ordinances  were  added.  In  1832  the  size  of 
the  volume  was  increased  by  the  addition  of  an  index 
to  the  contents.  The  volume  published  in  1822  con¬ 
tained  fifteen  pages  and  for  the  year  1840  there  were 
eighty-eight  pages,  including  three  pages  of  index. 

The  title  Municipal  Register  was  adopted  in  1841 
when  the  publication  became  more  ambitious,  incor¬ 
porating  in  its  pages,  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council,  joint  rules,  ordinances  of  the  City,  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  relating  to  the  City,  a  list  of  the 
public  schools,  the  City  Government  of  1841,  the  com¬ 
mittees  and  departments  (consisting  at  that  time  of 
the  treasury,  law,  police,  health,  public  land  and  build¬ 
ings,  lamps  and  bridges,  fire,  and  public  charitable 
institutions),  and  a  list  of  the  ward  officers. 

From  1842  to  1864  it  also  contained  a  list  of  the 
members  of  preceding  City  Governments,  a  necrological 
record  of  those  members,  the  latest  ordinances  and  the 
special  statutes  relating  to  the  City.  In  1851  a  list  of 
the  annual  orators  was  added,  and  in  1853  a  map  of 
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the  City  and  the  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  In 
1876  statistics  of  registration  and  voting  were  included, 
carried  from  1879  to  1924  in  tabulated  form. 

From  1889  to  1896,  inclusive,  The  Municipal 
Register  also  contained  a  compilation  of  the  Charter 
with  the  revision  of  1854  and  the  amendments  of  1885 
and  thereafter.  The  Amended  Charter  of  1909  (15 
pages)  was  added  in  1910,  and  the  various  changes  in 
same  since  that  year  have  been  stated  in  footnotes. 

In  1924  the  important  amendments  to  the  Charter 
enacted  in  that  year  (10  pages)  were  included. 

The  1925  volume  contained,  as  the  latest  addition, 
descriptions  of  the  ward  boundaries  as  fixed  for  the  22 
new  wards  (formerly  26)  in  December,  1924. 

Beginning  in  1924,  The  Boston  Year  Book ,  the  most 
comprehensive  municipal  publication  yet  undertaken, 
was  issued.  It  treats  extensively  of  municipal  activi¬ 
ties  as  well  as  community  conditions  and  interests, 
containing  illustrations  and  diagrams.  This  publica¬ 
tion,  covering  a  different  and  much  broader  field  than 
The  Municipal  'Register,  now  86  years  old  and  hav¬ 
ing  a  reputation  to  live  up  to,  is  not  intended  to  absorb 
that  annual  document,  but  the  statistical  tables  (52 
pages)  heretofore  contained  in  the  latter  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  Year  Book ,  thus  permitting  for  The 
Municipal  Register  a  desirable  reduction  in  size  and 
an  earlier  issuance.

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RULES  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 


Day  of  Meeting. 

Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to  time  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  city  council  shall  be  held  on  every  Monday  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president  at  his  discretion, 
and  by  the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose  only  of  drawing  jurors. 

President. 

Rule  2.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  council  shall  have  adjourned  and  shall  call  the  members  to 
order,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order 
of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  the  senior  member  by  age 
present  shall  preside  as  temporary  president  or  until  a  presiding  officer  is 
chosen. 

Rule  3.  The  president  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any  member  may  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  chair,  and,  when  properly  seconded,  no  other  business, 
except  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question  on  appeal  has  been  decided.  The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

“Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  council ?”  The 
vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless 
a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  4.  The  president  shall  propound  all  motions  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  moved,  unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in 
its  nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  times,  the  largest  sum 
and  the  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  5.  The  president  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  make  a 
division  of  a  question  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  6.  The  president  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  questions 
relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  7.  The  president  shall  declare  all  votes;  but  if  any  member 
doubts  a  vote,  the  president  shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken,  and 
when  any  member  so  requests,  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  or  verified 
by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  8.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  committees,  fill  all  vacancies 
therein,  and  designate  the  rank  of  the  members  thereof. 

Rule  9.  When  the  president  of  the  council  or  the  president  pro  tempore 
shall  desire  to  vacate  the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  continue  beyond  an  adjournment. 
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Motions. 

Rule  10.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  president 
shall  so  direct. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible ; 
but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  12.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  from  that 
under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Rule  13.  When  an  order  or  resolution  relates  to  a  subject  which  may 
properly  be  examined  and  reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the 
city  council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred 
to  such  committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and 
different  committees  are  proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the  following 
order : 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order  or  resolution,  which  is  referred 
to  a  committee,  shall  be  given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee, 
before  a  report  is  made  thereon,  provided  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of 
offering  the  order  or  before  final  action  by  the  committee. 

Rule  14.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  president  it  shall  not 
be  withdrawn  except  by  unanimous  consent. 

Rule  15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  following  motions 
only  shall  be  entertained,  and  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand  arranged. 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time,  except 
on  an  immediate  repetition,  or  pending  a  Verification  of  a  vote;  and  that 
motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table, 
and  the  motion  for  the  previous  questions,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Readings. 

Rule  17.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution  shall,  unless  rejected* 
have  two  several  readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same 
session  unless  objection  is  made,  provided,  however ,  that  all  orders  for  the 
expenditure  of  moneys,  unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  coun¬ 
cil,  shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action  thereon.  Whenever 
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the  second  reading  immediately  follows  the  first  reading,  the  document 
may  be  read  by  its  title  only;  'provided ,  that  all  orders  releasing  rights  or 
easements  in  or  restrictions  on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land  other 
than  school  lands,  all  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land  other  than 
for  school  purposes,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  city  council  shall  require 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council,  and  shall  be 
passed  only  after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,  the 
second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  first. 

Reconsideration. 

Rule  18.  When  a  vote  has  been  passed  any  member  may  move  a 
reconsideration  thereof  at  the  same  meeting,  or  he  may  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  clerk,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  adjournment  of  any 
meeting  except  the  final  meeting,  of  his  intention  to  move  a  reconsidera¬ 
tion  at  the  next  regular  meeting;  in  which  case  the  clerk  shall  retain 
possession  of  the  papers  until  the  next  regular  meeting.  No  member  shall 
speak  for  more  than  ten  minutes  on  a  motion  to  reconsider. 

Rule  19.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  decided,  that  decision 
shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered 
unless  it  has  been  amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  recon¬ 
sideration  be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

To  adjourn. 

The  previous  question. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

To  take  from  the  table. 

To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or  postponed  indefinitely 
and  the  effect  of  such  action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion 
to  reconsider. 

Conduct  of  Members. 

Rule  20.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the 
chair,  and  wait  until  he  is  recognized,  and,  in  speaking,  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  any  other  member  by  name,  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  and  avoid  personalities.  Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  other¬ 
wise,  indulges  in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the  char¬ 
acter  of  another  member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open  session  at  the 
meeting  at  which  the  offence  is  committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding 
regular  meeting,  and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be  named  by  the  president 
or  held  in  contempt  and  suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate 
until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  21.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  a  question 
when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  mem¬ 
ber  speaking  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except 
upon  a  point  of  order. 
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Rule  22.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question, 
or  to  serve  on  any  committee,  where  his  private  right  is  immediately 
concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  coun¬ 
cil  for  special  reason  shall  excuse  him.  Application  to  be  so  excused  on 
any  question  must  be  made  before  the  council  is  divided,  or  before  the 
calling  of  the  yeas  and  nays;  and  such  application  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Standing  Committees. 

Rule  24.  The  following  standing  committees  of  the  council,  and 
all  other  committees,  unless  specially  directed  by  the  council,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  president: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive  Committee ,  to  consist 
of  all  the  members  of  the  council. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations,  to  consist  of  seven  members  of 
the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  such  appropriation  orders  as  may 
be  submitted  to  the  council  from  time  to  time. 

3.  A  committee  on  Branch  Libraries,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
council. 

4.  A  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the  council, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  claims  against  the  city  arising  from  the 
act  or  neglect  of  any  of  its  departments.  They  shall  report  annually 
an  account  of  the  claims  awarded  or  approved  by  them,  and  the  amount 
of  money  awarded  or  paid  in  settlement  thereof. 

5.  A  committee  on  County  Accounts,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
council. 

6.  A  committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  seven  members  of  the  council, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  applications  for  expenditure  which  involve 
a  loan. 

7.  A  committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons,  to  consist  of  five  members  of 
the  council. 

8.  A  committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  to  consist  of  five  members 
of  the  council,  who  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  appear  before  the 
committees  of  the  General  Court  and  represent  the  interest  of  the  city; 
provided,  said  committee  shall  not  appear  unless  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  city  council,  and  shall  not,  unless  directed  so  to  do  by  the  city  council, 
oppose  any  legislation  petitioned  for  by  the  preceding  city  council. 

9.  A  committee  on  Ordinances,  to  consist  of  seven  members  of  the 
council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  ell  ordinances  or  orders  concerning 
ordinances. 

10.  A  committee  on  Parkman  Fund,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning  the  Parkman 
property,  or  the  expenditure  of  the  income  from  the  Parkman  fund. 
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11.  A  committee  on  Printing,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the  council 
who  shall  have  the  charge  of  all  printing,  advertising  or  publishing  ordered 
by  the  city  council  as  one  of  its  contingent  or  incidental  expenses,  and 
the  supply  of  all  stationery  or  binding  for  the  same  purpose.  The  commit¬ 
tee  shall  fix  the  number  of  copies  to  be  printed  of  any  document  printed 
as  above,  the  minimum,  however,  to  be  four  hundred;  and  they  shall 
have  the  right  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  care,  custody  and 
distribution  of  all  documents,  books,  pamphlets  and  maps  by  the  city 
messenger. 

12.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  public  lands. 

13.  A  committee  on  Rides,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the  council, 
to  consider  all  matters  concerning  the  rules. 

14.  A  committee  on  Soldiers ’  Relief,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
council,  who  shall  determine  the  amount  of  aid  to  be  allowed  to  soldiers 
and  sailors  and  their  families  and  submit  a  schedule  of  the  same  to  the 
city  council  monthly. 


Order  of  Business. 

Rule  25.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  council  the  order  of  busi¬ 
ness  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials  and  remonstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers,  etc. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 


Spectators. 

Rule  26.  No  person,  except  a  member  of  the  council,  shall  be  permitted 
to  occupy  the  seat  of  any  member  while  the  council  is  in  session. 

Rule  27.  No  person,  excepting  heads  of  departments,  officials  con¬ 
nected  with  the  city  council,  and  reporters,  shall  be  allowed  in  the  ante¬ 
rooms  or  upon  the  floor  of  the  council  chamber  while  the  council  is  in 
session.  Spectators  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  council  chamber 
when  the  council  is  in  session,  and  no  one  will  be  admitted  to  said  gallery 
after  the  seats  are  occupied.  The  city  messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 


Burial  Grounds. 

Rule  28.  No  permission  for  the  use  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  burial 
shall  be  granted  until  a  public  hearing  shall  have  been  given  by  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  city  council  on  the  application  for  such  permission, 
after  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  abuttors.

Smoking  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Rule  29.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the  council  chamber  when 
the  council  is  in  session. 


Committee  Meetings. 

Rule  30.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
all  the  members  thereof,  be  called  upon  less  notice  than  twenty-four  hours 
from  the  time  the  clerk  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them 
by  special  messenger,  provided,  however,  that  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee  may  be  held  in  the  recess  period  of  any  meeting  of  the  council 
without  such  consent  or  notice.  No  committee,  unless  authorized  by  an 
order  of  the  city  council,  shall  incur  any  expense.  No  committee  meetings 
shall  be  called  later  than  one  hour  immediately  preceding  the  time  set  for 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council,  nor  shall  any  committee  remain  in 
session  later  than  the  hour  named  for  any  such  regular  meeting. 

Form  of  Votes. 

Rule  31.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall  be  ‘‘Ordered”  for 

everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the  form  shall  be  “Resolved”  for 

everything  expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts  or  purposes.

Transfers. 

Rule  32.  Every  application  for  an  appropriation  to  be  provided  for  by 
transfer  shall  be  referred  to  the  executive  committee  unless  otherwise 
ordered,  and  no  such  appropriation  shall  be  made  until  the  said  committee 
has  reported  thereon. 


Amendment  and  Suspension. 

Rule  33.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered,  amended,  suspended 
or  repealed  at  any  time,  except  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  city  council  present  and  voting  thereon.

The  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Section  1.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  mayor  and  the  members  of  both 
branches  of  the  present  city  council  of  the  city  of  Boston  and  of  the 
street  commissioner  whose  term  would  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  are  hereby  extended  to  ten  o’clock 
a.m.  on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  and 
at  that  time  the  said  city  council  and  both  branches  thereof  and  the 
positions  of  city  messenger,  clerk  of  the  common  council,  clerk  of  com¬ 
mittees,  assistant  clerk  of  committees,  and  their  subordinates  shall  be 
abolished.  The  officials  whose  terms  of  office  are  hereby  extended  shall, 
for  the  extended  term,  receive  a  compensation  equal  to  one-twelfth  of  the 
annual  salaries  now  paid  to  them  respectively.  The  mayor  and  city 
council  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  their 
successors,  shall  thereafter  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred, 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  imposed  by  law  upon 
the  city  council  or  the  board  of  aldermen,  acting  as  such  or  as  county 
commissioners  or  in  any  capacity,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 
Wherever  in  this  act  the  phrase  “mayor  and  city  council”  appears,  it 
shall  be  understood  as  meaning  the  mayor  and  city  council  acting  on  and 
after  the  first  Monday  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  and  the  three  following  sections.  The  city  council  may, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  from  time  to  time  establish  such 
offices,  other  than  that  of  city  clerk,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
conduct  of  its  affairs  and  at  such  salaries  as  it  may  determine,  and  abolish 
such  offices  or  alter  such  salaries;  and  without  such  approval  may  fill 
the  offices  thus  established  and  remove  the  incumbents  at  pleasure. 

Sect.  2.  The  mayor  from  time  to  time  may  make  to  the  city  council 
in  the  form  of  an  ordinance  or  loan  order  filed  with  the  city  clerk  such 
recommendations  other  than  for  school  purposes  as  he  may  deem  to  be  for 
the  welfare  of  the  city.  The  city  council  shall  consider  each  ordinance  or 
loan  order  presented  by  the  mayor  and  shall  either  adopt  or  reject  the 
same  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  filed  as  aforesaid.  If  the 
said  ordinance  or  loan  order  is  not  rejected  within  said  sixty  days  it  shall 

Note. —  The  Amended  City  Charter  is  contained  in  Chap.  486,  Acts  of

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be  in  force  as  if  adopted  by  the  city  council  unless  previously  withdrawn 
by  the  mayor.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  mayor  from  again 
presenting  an  ordinance  or  loan  order  which  has  been  rejected  or  with¬ 
drawn.  The  city  council  may  originate  an  ordinance  or  loan  order  and 
may  reduce  or  reject  any  item  in  any  loan  and,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  may  amend  an  ordinance.  All  sales  of  land  other  than 
school  lands,  all  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land  other  than  for 
school  purposes,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  city  council  shall  require  a 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council;  and  shall  be 
passed  only  after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,  the 
second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  first.  No  amendment  increasing  the  amount  of  land  to  be  sold 
or  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  land,  or  the  amount  of  loans, 
or  altering  the  disposition  of  purchase  money  or  of  the  proceeds  of  loans 
shall  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  second  reading  and  vote. 

Sect.  3.  All  appropriations,  other  than  for  school  purposes,  to  be 
met  from  taxes,  revenue,  or  any  source  other  than  loans  shall  originate 
with  the  mayor,  who  within  thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  shall  submit  to  the  city  council  the  annual  budget  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  city  and  county,  and  may  submit  thereafter  supplemen¬ 
tary  budgets  until  such  time  as  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  shall  have  been 
fixed.  The  city  council  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item,  but  without  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the  total  of  a 
budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor  shall  it  originate  a  budget.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and  county  officials,  when  requested  by  the 
mayor,  to  submit  forthwith  in  such  detail  as  he  may  require  estimates 
for  the  next  fiscal  year  of  the  expenditures  of  the  department  or  office 
under  their  charge,  which  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council. 

The  city  auditor  may,  with  the  approval  in  each  instance  of  the  mayor, 
at  any  time  make  transfers  from  the  appropriation  for  current  expenses 
of  one  division  of  a  department  to  the  appropriation  for  current  expenses 
of  any  other  division  of  the  same  department,  and  from  the  reserve  fund 
to  any  appropriation  for  the  current  expenses  of  a  department;  and  may 
also,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  at  any  time  between  December  first 
and  February  first,  make  transfers  from  any  appropriation  to  any  other 
appropriation:  'provided ,  however ,  that  no  money  raised  by  loan  shall  be 
transferred  to  any  appropriation  from  income  or  taxes.  He  may  also 
with  such  approval  apply  any  of  the  income  and  taxes  not  disposed  of 
in  closing  the  accounts  for  the  financial  year  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
determine. 

Sect.  4.  Every  appropriation,  ordinance,  order,  resolution  and  vote 
of  the  city  council,  except  votes  relating  to  its  own  internal  affairs,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  mayor,  who  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  written 
record  of  the  time  and  place  of  presentation,  and  it  shall  be  in  force  if 
he  approves  the  same  within  fifteen  days  after  it  shall  have  been  presented 
to  him,  or  if  the  same  is  not  returned  by  him  with  his  objections  thereto 
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in  writing  within  said  period  of  fifteen  days.  If  within  said  period  said 
appropriation,  ordinance,  order,  resolution,  or  vote  is  returned  by  the 
mayor  to  the  city  council  by  filing  the  same  with  the  city  clerk  with  his 
objections  thereto  the  same  shall  be  void.  If  the  same  involves  the  expen¬ 
diture  of  money,  the  mayor  may  approve  some  of  the  items  in  whole  or 
in  part  and  disapprove  other  of  the  items  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  such 
items  or  parts  of  items  as  he  approves  shall  be  in  force,  and  such  items  or 
parts  of  items  as  he  disapproves  shall  be  void. 

Sect.  5.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  organization, 
powers,  and  duties  of  the  executive  departments  of  the  city  shall  remain 
as  constituted  at  the  time  when  this  section  takes  effect;  but  the  mayor 
and  city  council  at  any  time  may  by  ordinance  reorganize,  consolidate, 
or  abolish  departments  in  whole  or  in  part;  transfer  the  duties,  powers, 
and  appropriations  of  one  department  to  another  in  whole  or  in  part; 
and  establish  new  departments;  and  may  increase,  reduce,  establish  or 
abolish  salaries  of  heads  of  departments,  or  members  of  boards.  Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  authorize  the  abolition  or  the  taking  away  of  any  of 
the  powers  or  duties  as  established  by  law  of  the  assessing  department, 
building  department,  board  of  appeal,  children’s  institutions  department, 
election  department,  fire  department,  Franklin  Foundation,  hospital 
department,  library  department,  overseers  of  the  poor,  schoolhouse 
department,  school  committee,  or  any  department  in  charge  of  an  official 
or  officials  appointed  by  the  governor,  nor  the  abolition  of  the  health 
department. 

Sect.  6.  No  contract  for  lighting  the  public  streets,  parks,  or  alleys, 
or  for  the  collection,  removal,  or  disposal  of  refuse,  extending  over,  a 
period  of  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  shall  be  valid  without 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  after  a  public  hearing 
held  by  the  city  council,  of  which  at  least  seven  days’  notice  shall  have 
been  given  in  the  City  Record. 

Sect.  7.  The  city  council  at  any  time  may  request  from  the  mayor 
specific  information  on  any  municipal  matter  within  its  jurisdiction, 
and  may  request  his  presence  to  answer  written  questions  relating  thereto 
at  a  meeting  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  one  week  from  the  date  of  the 
receipt  of  said  questions,  in  which  case  the  mayor  shall  personally,  or 
through  a  head  of  a  department  or  a  member  of  a  board,  attend  such 
meeting  and  publicly  answer  all  such  questions.  The  person  so  attend¬ 
ing  shall  not  be  obliged  to  answer  questions  relating  to  any  other  matter. 
The  mayor  at  any  time  may  attend  and  address  the  city  council  in  person 
or  through  the  head  of  a  department,  or  a  member  of  a  board,  upon  such 
subject  as  he  may  desire. 

Sect.  8.  Neither  the  city  council,  nor  any  member  or  committee, 
officer,  or  employee  thereof  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
act,  directly  or  indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  county  of  Suf¬ 
folk  take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the  making  of  contracts, 
the  purchase  of  materials,  supplies  or  real  estate;  nor  in  the  construe- 
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tion,  alteration,  or  repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings,  or  other  prop¬ 
erty;  nor  in  the  care,  custody,  and  management  of  the  same;  nor  in  the 
conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  city  or  county ; 
nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  municipal  or  county  employee; 
nor  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money  except  such  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  city  council.  The  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  shall  not  affect  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  city  coun¬ 
cil  as  the  successor  of  the  present  board  of  aldermen  relative  to  state 
or  military  aid  and  soldiers’  relief. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  mayor  or  for  a  member  of  the  city  coun¬ 
cil  or  for  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  city  or  of  the  county  of  Suffolk 
or  for  a  member  of  the  finance  commission  directly  or  indirectly  to  make 
a  contract  with  the  city  or  with  the  county  of  Suffolk,  or  to  receive  any 
commission,  discount,  bonus,  gift,  contribution  or  reward  from  or  any 
share  in  the  profits  of  any  person  or  corporation  making  or  performing 
such  contract,  unless  such  mayor,  member  of  the  city  council,  officer, 
or  employee  or  member  of  the  finance  commission  immediately  upon 
learning  of  the  existence  of  such  contract  or  that  such  contract  is  pro¬ 
posed,  shall  notify  in  writing  the  mayor,  city  council,  and  finance  com¬ 
mission  of  such  contract  and  of  the  nature  of  his  interest  in  such  contract 
and  shall  abstain  from  doing  any  official  act  on  behalf  of  the  city  in  reference 
thereto.  In  case  of  such  interest  on  the  part  of  an  officer  whose  duty  it 
is  to  make  such  contract  on  behalf  of  the  city,  the  contract  may  be  made 
by  any  other  officer  of  the  city  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the  mayor, 
or  if  the  mayor  has  such  interest  by  the  city  clerk:  provided,  however , 
that  when  a  contractor  with  the  city  or  county  is  a  corporation  or  voluntary 
association,  the  ownership  of  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  stock  or  shares 
actually  issued  shall  not  be  considered  as  being  an  interest  in  the  contract 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  such  ownership  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  contract,  unless  the  owner  of  such  stock  or  shares  is  also 
an  officer  or  agent  of  the  corporation  or  association,  or  solicits  or  takes 
part  in  the  making  of  the  contract. 

A  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  render  the  contract 
in  respect  to  which  such  violation  occurs  voidable  at  the  option  of  the 
city  or  county.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both.  Chapter  five  hundred 
and  twenty-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight  is 
hereby  repealed. 


The  Executive  Department. 

Sect.  9.  All  heads  of  departments  and  members  of  municipal  boards, 
including  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  as  their  present  terms  of 
office  expire  (but  excluding  the  school  committee  and  those  officials  by 
law  appointed  by  the  governor),  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  with¬ 
out  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  They  shall  be  recognized  experts 
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in  such  work  as  may  devolve  upon  the  incumbents  of  said  offices,  or 
persons  specially  fitted  by  education,  training  or  experience  to  perform 
the  same,  and  (except  the  election  commissioners,  who  shall  remain  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  existing  laws)  shall  be  appointed  without  regard 
to  party  affiliation  or  to  residence  at  the  time  of  appointment  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  10.*  In  making  such  appointments  the  mayor  shall  sign  a 
certificate  in  the  following  form: 

CERTIFICATE  OF  APPOINTMENT. 

I  appoint  (Name  of  Appointee)  to  the  position  of  (Name  of  Office)  and  I  certify  that 
in  my  opinion  he  is  a  recognized  expert  in  the  work  which  will  devolve  upon  him,  and 
that  I  make  the  appointment  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  city.  Mayor. 


Or  in  the  following  form,  as  the  case  may  be: 

CERTIFICATE  OF  APPOINTMENT. 

I  appoint  (Name  of  Appointee)  to  the  position  of  (Name  of  Office)  and  I  certify  that 
in  my  opinion  he  is  a  person  specially  fitted  by  education,  training,  or  experience  to  perform 
the  duties  of  said  office,  and  that  I  make  the  appointment  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  city. 

Mayor. 


The  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  thereupon 
forward  a  certified  copy  to  the  civil  service  commission.  The  commis¬ 
sion  shall  immediately  make  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  qualifications 
of  the  nominee  under  such  rules  as  they  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
governor  and  council,  establish,  and,  if  they  conclude  that  he  is  a  com¬ 
petent  person  with  the  requisite  qualifications,  they  shall  file  with  the 
city  clerk  a  certificate  signed  by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  commission 
that  they  have  made  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  qualifications  of  the 
appointee,  and  that  in  their  opinion  he  is  a  recognized  expert,  or  that 
he  is  qualified  by  education,  training  or  experience  for  said  office,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  that  they  approve  the  appointment.  Upon  the 
filing  of  this  certificate  the  appointment  shall  become  operative,  subject 
however  to  all  provisions  of  law  or  ordinance  in  regard  to  acceptance 
of  office,  oath  of  office,  and  the  filing  of  bonds.  If  the  commission  does 
not  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice  file  said  certificate 
with  the  city  clerk  the  appointment  shall  be  void. 

Sect.  11.  The  civil  service  commission  is  authorized  to  incur  in 
carrying  out  the  foregoing  provisions  such  reasonable  expense  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council;  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the 
commonwealth,  which  upon  demand  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Sect.  12.  A  vacancy  in  any  office  to  which  the  provisions  of  section 
nine  of  this  act  apply,  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  under  the  provisions 

*  Sect.  10,  amended  by  Chap.  550,  Acts  of  1912,  now  provides  that  if 
an  appointee  is  accused  of  a  crime,  misdemeanor  or  act  of  dishonesty,  he 
has  a  right  to  a  hearing,  where  full  opportunity  shall  be  given  to  explain 
or  refute  the  charge. 
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of  said  section  and  pending  a  permanent  appointment  he  shall  designate 
some  other  head  of  a  department  or  member  of  a  board  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  temporarily. 

Sect.  13.  Members  of  boards  shall  be  appointed  for  the  terms  estab¬ 
lished  by  law  or  by  ordinance.  Heads  of  departments  shall  be  appointed 
for  terms  of  four  years  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  of  the  year 
in  which  they  are  appointed  and  shall  continue  thereafter  to  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  14.  The  mayor  may  remove  any  head  of  a  department  or 
member  of  a  board  (other  than  the  election  commissioners,  who  shall 
remain  subject  to  the  provisions  of  existing  laws)  by  filing  a  written 
statement  with  the  city  clerk  setting  forth  in  detail  the  specific  reasons 
for  such  removal,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  delivered  or  mailed  to  the 
person  thus  removed,  who  may  make  a  reply  in  writing,  which,  if  he 
desires,  may  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk;  but  such  reply  shall  not  affect 
the  action  taken  unless  the  mayor  so  determines.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  the  school  committee  or  to  any  official  by  law 
appointed  by  the  governor. 

Sect.  15.  The  positions  of  assistants  and  secretary  authorized  by 
section  twenty  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  except  those  in  the  election  depart¬ 
ment  are  hereby  abolished,  and  except  as  aforesaid  the  said  section  is 
hereby  repealed. 

The  civil  service  laws  shall  not  apply  to  the  appointment  of  the  mayor’s 
secretaries,  nor  of  the  stenographers,  clerks,  telephone  operators  and 
messengers  connected  with  his  office,  and  the  mayor  may  remove  such 
appointees  without  a  hearing  and  without  making  a  statement  of  the 
cause  for  their  removal. 

Sect.  16.  No  official  of  said  city,  except  in  case  of  extreme  emer¬ 
gency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall 
expend  intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  appro¬ 
priations  duly  made  in  accordance  with  law,  nor  involve  the  city  in  any 
contract  for  the  future  payment  of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropria¬ 
tion,  except  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act.  Any  official  who  shall 
violate  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  both.  . 

The  Finance  Commission. 

Sect.  17.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  governor 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  shall  appoint  a  finance  com¬ 
mission  to  consist  of  five  persons,  inhabitants  of  and  qualified  voters  in 
the  city  of  Boston,  who  shall  have  been  such  for  at  least  three  years 
prior  to  the  date  of  their  appointment,  one  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
one  for  four  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
one  year,  and  thereafter  as  the  terms  of  office  expire  in  each  year  one 
member  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Vacancies  in  the  commission  shall  be 
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filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council.  The  members  of  said  commission  may  be  removed  by 
the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  for  such  cause 
as  he  shall  deem  sufficient.  The  chairman  shall  be  designated  by  the 
governor.  His  annual  salary  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars,  which  shall 
be  paid  in  monthly  installments  by  the  city  of  Boston.  The  other  members 
shall  serve  without  pay. 

Sect.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  finance  commission  from  time 
to  time  to  investigate  any  and  all  matters  relating  to  appropriations, 
loans,  expenditures,  accounts,  and  methods  of  administration  affecting 
the  city  of  Boston  or  the  county  of  Suffolk,  or  any  department  thereof, 
that  may  appear  to  the  commission  to  require  investigation,  and 
to  report  thereon  from  time  to  time  to  the  mayor,  the  city  council,  the 
governor,  or  the  general  court.  The  commission  shall  make  an 
annual  report  in  January  of  each  year  to  the  general  court. 

Sect.  19.  Whenever  any  pay  roll,  bill,  or  other  claim  against  the 
city  is  presented  to  the  mayor,  city  auditor,  or  the  city  treasurer,  he  shall, 
if  the  same  seems  to  him  to  be  of  doubtful  validity,  excessive  in  amount, 
or  otherwise  contrary  to  the  city’s  interest,  refer  it  to  the  finance  com¬ 
mission,  which  shall  immediately  investigate  the  facts  and  report  thereon; 
and  pending  said  report  payment  shall  be  withheld. 

Sect.  20.*  The  said  commission  is  authorized  to  employ  such  experts, 
counsel,  and  other  assistants,  and  to  incur  such  other  expenses  as  it  may 
deem  necessary,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  upon  requisi¬ 
tion  by  the  commission,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  in  any  year  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  or  such  additional  sums  as  may  be 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  by  the  city  council,  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  A  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  salary  of  the  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mission  and  the  further  sum  of  at  least  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to 
meet  the  expenses  as  aforesaid  shall  be  appropriated  each  year  by  said 
city.  The  commission  shall  have  the  same  right  to  incur  expenses  in 
anticipation  of  its  appropriation  as  if  it  were  a  regular  department  of 
said  city. 

Sect.  21.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  said  commission  to  perform 
the  duties  and  carry  out  the  objects  herein  contemplated,  and  to  enable 
the  mayor,  the  city  council,  the  governor  or  the  general  court  to  receive 
the  reports  and  findings  of  said  commission  as  a  basis  for  such  laws, 
ordinances,  or  administrative  orders  as  may  be  deemed  meet,  the  com¬ 
mission  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  enumerated  in  chapter  five 
hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight 
and  therein  conferred  upon  the  commission  designated  in  said  act;  but 
counsel  for  any  witness  at  any  public  hearing  may  ask  him  any  pertinent 
question  and  may  offer  pertinent  evidence  through  other  witnesses  subject 
to  cross-examination  by  the  commission  and  its  counsel.

Sect.  22.  The  present  city  clerk  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  for  which 
he  has  been  elected,  and  thereafter  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  quali¬ 
fied.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  and  every  third  year 
thereafter,  a  city  clerk  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  city  council,  to  hold  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  February  in  the 
third  year  following  his  election,  and  thereafter  until  his  successor  has  been 
duly  chosen  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  due  process  of  law. 
The  city  clerk  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  city  council  established  by  this  act. 

The  City  Auditor. 

Sect.  23.  All  accounts  rendered  to  or  kept  in  the  departments  of  the 
city  of  Boston  or  county  of  Suffolk  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
and  revision  of  the  city  auditor,  and  shall  be  rendered  and  kept  in  such 
form  as  he  shall  prescribe.  The  auditor  may  require  any  person  pre¬ 
senting  for  settlement  an  account  or  claim  against  the  city  or  county 
to  make  oath  before  him  in  such  form  as  he  may  prescribe  as  to  the  accuracy 
of  such  account  or  claim.  The  wilful  making  of  a  false  oath  shall  be 
perjury  and  punishable  as  such.  The  auditor  may  disallow  and  refuse 
to  pay,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  claim  on  the  ground  that  it  is  fraudulent 
or  unlawful  and  in  that  case  he  shall  file  a  written  statement  of  his  reasons 
for  the  refusal. 

Sect.  24.  Whenever,  in  response  to  an  advertisement  by  any  officer  or 
board  of  the  city  or  county,  a  bid  for  a  contract  to  do  work  or  furnish 
materials  is  sent  or  delivered  to  said  officer  or  board,  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  shall  be  furnished  by  the  bidder  to  the  auditor,  to  be  kept  by  him 
and  not  opened  until  after  the  original  bids  are  opened.  After  the  original 
bids  are  opened,  the  auditor  shall  open  and  examine  the  bids  submitted 
to  him,  and  shall  compare  the  same  with  the  original  bids.  In  case  any 
of  the  bids  submitted  to  the  auditor  differ  from  the  corresponding  original 
bids,  those  submitted  to  the  auditor  shall  be  treated  as  the  original  bids. 
The  contract  shall  not  be  awarded  until  after  both  sets  of  bids  are  opened. 

Sect.  25.  The  auditor  shall  furnish  monthly  to  each  head  of  depart¬ 
ment  a  statement  of  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  that 
department,  and  he  shall  furnish  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  unexpended  balances  of  all  the  departments.  He  shall 
furnish  quarterly  to  the  city  council  an  itemized  statement  showing 
the  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  for 
contingent  expenses. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Sect.  26.*  All  loans  issued  by  the  city  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
shall  be  made  payable  in  annual  instalments  in  the  manner  authorized 
by  section  thirteen  of  chapter  twenty-seven  of  the  Revised  Laws  as

the  total  amount  of  bonds  issued.  No  city  or  county  money  shall  be 
deposited  in  any  bank  or  trust  company  of  which  any  member  of  the  board 
of  sinking  fund  commissioners  of  said  city  is  an  officer,  director,  or  agent. 

Sect.  27.*  Every  officer  and  board  in  charge  of  a  department  of  the 
city  of  Boston  or  county  of  Suffolk  shall  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of 
May  in  each  year  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  city  auditor  a  list  of  the 
officials  and  employees  under  said  officer  or  board  and  paid  by  the  city 
or  county  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  preceding.  Such  lists  shall  give 
the  names,  residence  by  street  and  ward,  designation,  compensation, 
and  date  of  election  or  appointment  of  each  of  said  officials  and  employees 
and  the  date  when  each  first  entered  the  employ  of  the  city  or  county. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cit}^  auditor  to  verify  said  lists  by  the  pay  rolls; 
and  when  verified  the  said  lists  shall  be  printed  by  the  superintendent 
of  printing  as  a  city  document. 

Sect.  28.  The  jurisdiction  now  exercised  by  the  board  of  aldermen 
concerning  the  naming  of  streets,  the  planting  and  removal  of  trees  in 
the  public  wa}rs,  the  issue  of  permits  or  licenses  for  coasting,  the  storage 
of  gasoline,  oil,  and  other  inflammable  substances  or  explosive  com¬ 
pounds  and  the  use  of  the  public  waj^s  for  any  permanent  or  temporary 
obstruction  or  projection  in,  under,  or  over  the  same,  including  the  location 
of  conduits,  poles,  and  posts  for  telephone,  telegraph,  street  railway,  or 
illuminating  purposes,  is  hereby  vested  in  the  board  of  street  commis¬ 
sioners,  to  be  exercised  by  said  board  with  the  approval  in  writing  of  the 
mayor;  and  the  mayor  and  city  council  shall  have  authority  to  fix  by 
ordinance  the  terms  by  way  of  cash  payment,  rent,  or  otherwise,  upon 
which  permits  or  licenses  for  the  storage  of  gasoline  or  oil,  or  other  inflam¬ 
mable  substances  or  explosive  compounds,  and  the  construction  or  use 
of  coal  holes,  vaults,  bay  windows,  and  marquises,  in,  under,  or  over  the 
public  ways  shall  be  issued. 

Sect.  29.  Within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  there¬ 
after  there  shall  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  and  distributed  and 
sold  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  and  on  terms  to  be  fixed  by  the 
city  council  and  approved  by  the  mayor  a  paper  to  be  known  as  the  City 
Record.  All  advertising,  whether  required  by  law  or  not,  with  reference 
to  the  purchase  or  taking  of  land,  contracts  for  work,  materials,  or  supplies, 
the  sale  of  bonds,  or  the  sale  of  property  for  non-payment  of  taxes  shall 
appear  exclusively  in  said  paper;  a  list  of  all  contracts  of  one  thousand 
dollars  or  more,  as  awarded,  with  the  names  of  bidders,  and  the  amount  of

City  Record.  The  proceedings  of  the  city  council  and  school  committee 
together  with  all  communications  from  the  mayor,  shall  be  published  in 
the  City  Record. 

Sect.  30.  Every  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  a  department  in  said 
city,  when  authorized  to  erect  a  new  building  or  to  make  structural 
changes  in  an  existing  building,  shall  make  contracts  therefor,  not  exceed¬ 
ing  five,  each  contract  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor;  and 
when  about  to  do  any  work  or  to  make  any  purchase,  the  estimated 
cost  of  which  alone,  or  in  conjunction  with  other  similar  work  or  pur¬ 
chase  which  might  properly  be  included  in  the  same  contract,  amounts 
to  or  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars,  shall,  unless  the  mayor  gives  written 
authority  to  do  otherwise,  invite  proposals  therefor  by  advertisement  in 
the  City  Record.  Such  advertisement  shall  state  the  time  and  place  for 
opening  the  proposals  in  answer  to  said  advertisement,  and  shall  reserve 
the  right  to  the  officer  or  board  to  reject  any  or  all  proposals.  No  authority 
to  dispense  with  advertising  shall  be  given  by  the  mayor  unless  the  said 
officer  or  board  furnishes  him  with  a  signed  statement  which  shall  be 
published  in  the  City  Record  giving  in  detail  the  reasons  for  not  inviting 
bids  by  advertisement. 

Sect.  31.  At  the ‘request  of  any  department,  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  in  the  name  of  the  city, 
may  take  in  fee  for  any  municipal  purpose  any  land  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  not  already  appropriated  to  public  use.  Whenever  the  price 
proposed  to  be  paid  for  a  lot  of  land  for  any  municipal  purpose  is  more 
than  twenty-five  per  cent  higher  than  its  average  assessed  valuation  dur¬ 
ing  the  previous  three  years,  said  land  shall  not  be  taken  by  purchase 
but  shall  be  taken  by  right  of  eminent  domain  and  paid  for  in  the  manner 
provided  for  the  taking  of  and  the  payment  of  damages  for  land  for  high¬ 
ways  in  said  city.  No  land  shall  be  taken  until  an  appropriation  by  loan 
or  otherwise  for  the  general  purpose  for  which  land  is  needed  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  all  its 
members;  or  in  case  of  land  for  school  purposes  by  the  school  committee 
and  schoolhouse  department  in  accordance  with  law;  nor  shall  a  price 
be  paid  in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  unless  a  larger  sum  is  awarded 
by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  All  proceedings  in  the  taking  of 
land  shall  be  under  the  advice  of  the  law  department,  and  a  record  thereof 
shall  be  kept  by  said  department. 

Sect.  32.*  The  first  municipal  election  under  this  act  shall  take 
place  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  and  thereafter  the  regular  municipal

Sect.  33.  The  fiscal  year  in  said  city  shall  begin  on  February  first 
and  shall  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  January  next  following;  and  the 
municipal  year  shall  hereafter  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  and 
shall  continue  until  the  first  Monday  of  the  February  next  following. 
The  present  terms  of  office  of  members  of  the  school  committee  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  first  Monday  of  February  in  the  years  in  which  their 
terms  respectively  expire,  and  hereafter  the  terms  of  office  of  members 
of  the  school  committee  shall  begin  with  the  first  Monday  of  February 
following  their  election.  The  members  of  the  school  committee  hereafter 
shall  meet  and  organize  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  February. 

Sect.  34.  In  Boston  beginning  with  the  current  year  political  committees 

shall  be  elected  at  the  state  primaries  instead  of  at  the  municipal  primaries.

The  Mayor. 

Sect.  45.* *  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be  elected  at  large 
to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  February 
following  his  election  and  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  46.  (Repealed  by  Chap.  94,  Special  Acts  of  1918.  This  section 
provided  for  the  recall  of  the  Mayor.) 

Sect.  47.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  mayor  within  two  months 
prior  to  a  regular  municipal  election  other  than  an  election  for  mayor, 
or  within  four  months  after  any  regular  municipal  election,  the  city  council 
shall  forthwith  order  a  special  election  for  a  mayor  to  serve  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  term,  subject  if  the  vacancy  occurs  in  the  first  or  second  year  of  the 
mayor’s  term  to  recall  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section.  If 
such  vacancy  occurs  at  any  other  time  there  shall  be  an  election  for  mayor 
at  the  municipal  election  held  in  Januaryf  next  following,  for  the  term 
of  four  years,  subject  to  recall  as  aforesaid.  In  the  case  of  the  decease, 
inability,  absence  or  resignation  of  the  mayor,  and  whenever  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  from  any  cause,  the  president  of  the  city  council 
while  said  cause  continues  or  until  a  mayor  is  elected  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  mayor.  If  he  is  also  absent  or  unable  from  any  cause  to  perform 
such  duties  they  shall  be  performed  until  the  mayor  or  president  of  the 
city  council  returns  or  is  able  to  attend  to  said  duties  by  such  member  of 
the  city  council  as  that  body  may  elect,  and  until  such  election  by  the  city 
clerk.  The  person  upon  whom  such  duties  shall  devolve  shall  be  called 
“acting  mayor”  and  he  shall  possess  the  powers  of  mayor  only  in  matters

The  City  Council. 

Sect.  48.  There  shall  be  elected  at  large  in  said  city  a  city  council 
consisting  of  nine  members.  At  the  first  election  under  this  act  there  shall 
be  elected  nine  members  of  said  city  council.  No  voter  shall  vote  for  more 
than  nine.  The  three  candidates  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes 
at  said  election  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  the  three  receiving  the  next 
largest  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  the  three  receiving 
the  next  largest  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  one  year.  In  case 
two  or  more  persons  elected  should  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  those 
who  are  the  seniors  by  age  shall  for  the  division  into  classes  hereby  required 
be  classified  as  if  they  had  received  the  larger  number  of  votes  in  the  order 
of  ages.  Thereafter  at  each  annual  municipal  election  there  shall  be  chosen 
at  large  three  members  of  the  city  council  to  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  No  voter  shall  vote  for  more  than  three.  All  said  terms  shall  begin 
with  the  first  Monday  of  February  following  the  election. 

Sect.  49.  Each  member  of  the  city  council  shall  be  paid  an  annual 
salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  and  no  other  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the 
city  treasury  for  or  on  account  of  any  personal  expenses  directly  or 
indirectly  incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  any  member  of  said  council. 

Sect.  50.  The  city  council  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  and 
qualifications  of  its  members;  shall  elect  from  its  members  by  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  a  president  who  when  present  shall  preside 
at  the  meetings  thereof;  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  rules  for  its 
proceedings,  and  shall,  when  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  any  member, 
elect  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  a  registered  voter  of  said 
city  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  municipal  year.  The 
vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  at  the  next 
annual  municipal  election,  unless  the  vacancy  occurs  within  two  months 
prior  to  such  municipal  election,  in  which  event  the  city  council  shall 
forthwith  order  a  special  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired 
term.  The  member  eldest  in  years  shall  preside  until  the  president  is 
chosen,  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  president,  until  a  presiding 
officer  is  chosen. 

Sect.  51.  All  elections  by  the  city  council  under  any  provision  of  law 
shall  be  made  by  a  viva  voce  vote,  each  member  who  is  present  answering 
to  his  name  when  it  is  called  by  the  clerk  or  other  proper  officer,  and  stating 
the  name  of  the  person  for  wrhom  he  votes,  or  declining  to  vote  as  the  case 
may  be;  and  the  clerk  or  other  proper  officer  shall  record  every  such  vote. 
No  such  election  shall  be  valid  unless  it  is  made  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  52.  No  primary  election  or  caucus  for  municipal  offices  shall  be 
held  hereafter  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  all  laws  relating  to  primary  elec¬ 
tions  and  caucuses  for  such  offices  in  said  city  are  hereby  repealed. 
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Sect.  53.*  Any  male  qualified  registered  voter  in  said  city  may  be 
nominated  for  any  municipal  elective  office  in  said  city,  and  his  name  as 
such  candidate  shall  be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  the 
municipal  election:  provided ,  that  at  or  before  five  o'clock  p.m.  of  the 
twenty-fifth*  day  prior  to  such  election  nomination  papers  prepared  and 
issued  by  the  election  commissioners,  signed  in  person  by  at  least  five 
thousand  registered  voters  in  said  city  qualified  to  vote  for  such  candi¬ 
date  at  said  election,  shall  be  filed  with  said  election  commissioners,  and 
the  signatures  on  the  same  to  the  number  required  to  make  a  nomination 
are  subsequently  certified  by  the  election  commissioners  as  hereinafter 
provided.

Sect.  54.#  If  a  candidate  nominated  as  aforesaid  dies  before  the  day 
of  election,  or  withdraws  his  name  from  nomination,  or  is  found  to  be 
ineligible,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a  committee  of  not  less  than  five 
persons,  or  a  majority  thereof,  if  such  committee  be  named,  and  so  author¬ 
ized  in  the  nomination  papers.  Nomination  papers  shall  not  include 
candidates  for  more  than  one  office  except  that  not  more  than  three  or 
nine,  as  the  case  may  be,  candidates  for  city  council  may  be  included 
in  one  nomination  paper,  and  not  more  than  two  candidates  for  school 
committee  may  be  included  in  one  nomination  paper.  Every  voter  may 
sign  as  many  nomination  papers  for  each  office  to  be  filled  as  there  are 
persons  to  be  elected  thereto  and  no  more.  Nomination  papers  in  each 
year  shall  be  issued  by  the  board  of  election  commissioners  on  and  after 
but  not  before  the  day  next  following  the  state  election. 

Sect.  55.* **  Women  who  are  qualified  to  vote  for  a  member  of  the 
school  committee  may  be  nominated  as  and  sign  nomination  papers  for 
candidates  for  that  office  in  the  manner  and  under  the  same  provisions  of 
law  as  men. 

Sect.  56.  The  names  of  candidates  appearing  on  nomination  papers 
shall  when  filed  be  a  matter  of  public  record;  but  the  nomination  papers 
shall  not  be  open  to  public  inspection  until  after  certification.  After 
such  nomination  papers  have  been  filed,  the  election  commissioners  shall 
certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  which  are  the  names  of  regis¬ 
tered  voters  in  the  city  qualified  to  sign  the  same.  They  need  not  certify 
a  greater  number  of  names  than  are  required  to  make  a  nomination, 
with  one-fifth  f  of  such  number  added  thereto.  All  such  papers  found 
not  to  contain  a  number  of  names  so  certified  equivalent  to  the  number 
required  to  make  a  nomination  shall  be  invalid.  The  election  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  complete  such  certification  on  or  before  five  o’clock  p.m. 
on  the  sixteenth  J  day  preceding  the  city  election.  Such  certification 
shall  not  preclude  any  voter  from  filing  objections  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  nomination.  All  withdrawals  and  objections  to  such  nominations 
shall  be  filed  with  the  election  commissioners  on  or  before  five  o’clock 
p.m.  on  the  fourteenth  §  day  preceding  the  city  election.  All  substitutions 
to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  withdrawal  or  ineligibility  shall  be  filed  with 
the  election  commissioners  on  or  before  five  o’clock  p.m.  on  the  twelfth 
day  preceding  the  city  election. 

Sect.  57.  The  name  of  each  person  who  is  nominated  in  compliance 
with  law,  together  with  his  residence  and  the  title  and  term  of  the  office

On  ballots  to  be  used  at  annual  or  special  municipal  elec¬ 
tions  blank  spaces  shall  be  left  at  the  end  of  each  list  of  candidates  for 
the  different  offices,  equal  to  the  number  to  be  elected  thereto,  in  which 
the  voter  may  insert  the  name  of  any  person  not  printed  on  the  ballot 
for  whom  he  desires  to  vote  for  such  office. 

Sect.  60.  All  laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
governing  nomination  papers  and  nominations  for,  and  elections  of  munici¬ 
pal  officers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  shall  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable 
govern  the  nomination  papers,  nominations  and  elections  provided  for 
in  this  act.  The  board  of  election  commissioners  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  penalties  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties,  where 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  nomination 
papers,  preparing  and  printing  ballots,  preparing  for  and  conducting 
elections  and  counting,  tabulating  and  determining  the  votes  cast  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  they  have  now  in  relation  to  municipal  elec¬ 
tions  in  said  city. 

Sect.  61.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  special  munici¬ 
pal  election  held  after  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  except  that  nomination  papers  for  offices  to  be  filled  at  such 
elections  shall  be  issued  by  the  election  commissioners  on  and  after  the 
day  following  the  calling  of  said  special  election.  Every  special  municipal 
election  shall  be  held  on  a  Tuesday  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more 
than  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  the  order  calling  such  special  election. 

Sect.  62.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed;  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  so  far  as 
inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  annulled;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  affecting  the  city  of  Boston  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  continued  in  force:  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions 
of  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine  shall  not  apply  to  any  election  held  hereunder  prior  to  the  first 

day  of  April  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten.

Providing  for  biennial  elections  in  the  city  of  boston  and  for 

BOROUGH  OR  WARD  REPRESENTATION  IN  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  THEREOF, 

AND  MAKING  CERTAIN  OTHER  CHANGES  IN  AND  ADDITIONS  TO  THE  CHARTER 

OF  SAID  CITY. 

Section  1.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
of  members  of  the  city  council  and  school  committee  of  said  city  which 
would  expire  under  existing  law  on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  of  members  of  the  city  council  and 
school  committee  of  said  city  which  would  expire  under  existing  law  on 
the  first  Monday  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  shall 
terminate  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six.  There  shall  be  no  municipal  election 
in  said  city  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four,  and  the  terms 
of  office  of  members  of  the  city  council  and  school  committee  of  said  city 
which  would  expire  under  existing  law  on  the  first  Monday  of  February, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  are  hereby  extended  to  ten  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-six.  The  salary  of  any  official  whose  term  of  office  is  terminated 
as  aforesaid  shall  cease  at  the  time  of  such  termination  and  the  salary 
of  any  official  whose  term  of  office  is  extended  as  aforesaid  shall  continue 
at  the  same  rate  as  theretofore  so  long  as  he  continues  to  serve  during 
the  period  of  such  extension. 

Section  2.  Section  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  the  twenty-fifth  line,  the  words  “December  first”  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  November  fifteenth, —  and  by  striking  out, 
in  the  twenty-sixth  line,  the  word  “February”  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word: — 'January, —  so  that  the  second  paragraph  will  read 
as  follows: — The  city  auditor  may,  with  the  approval  in  each  instance 
of  the  mayor,  at  any  time  make  transfers  from  the  appropriation  for 
current  expenses  of  one  division  of  a  department  to  the  appropriation 
for  current  expenses  of  any  other  division  of  the  same  department,  and 
from  the  reserve  fund  to  any  appropriation  for  the  current  expenses  of 
a  department;  and  may  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  at  any 
time  between  November  fifteenth  and  January  first,  make  transfers  from 
any  appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation:  provided,  however ,  that  no 
money  raised  by  loan  shall  be  transferred  to  any  appropriation  from  in¬ 
come  or  taxes.  He  may  also  with  such  approval  apply  any  of  the  income 
and  taxes  not  disposed  of  in  closing  the  accounts  for  the  financial  year 
in  such  manner  as  he  may  determine. 
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Section  3.  Said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six  is  hereby  fur¬ 
ther  amended  by  inserting  after  section  four  the  following  new  section:— 
Section  4  A.  The  mayor  may  designate  one  clerical  assistant  for  whose 
acts  he  shall  be  responsible  to  sign  his  name  in  approval  of  all  vouchers 
of  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  each. 

Section  4.  Said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six,  as  amended  in 
section  thirty-two  by  section  one  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  thirty 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen  and  by  section  one  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  thirty-two 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: — Section  32.  Beginning  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  the  municipal  election  in 
said  city  shall  take  place  biennially  in  every  odd  numbered  year  on  the 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November. 

Section  5.  Said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six  is  hereby  fur¬ 
ther  amended  by  striking  out  section  thirty-three  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: — Section  33.  The  fiscal  year  in  said  city  shall 
begin  on  January  first  and  shall  end  on  December  thirty-first  next  follow¬ 
ing;  and  the  municipal  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 
and  shall  continue  until  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  next  following. 
At  the  biennial  municipal  election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  the  five  members  of  the  school  committee  shall  be  elected. 
The  two  candidates  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  at  said  election 
shall  hold  office  for  four  years,  and  the  three  receiving  the  next  largest 
number  of  votes  at  said  election,  for  two  years.  At  every  biennial  munici¬ 
pal  election  thereafter,  all  members  of  the  school  committee  to  be  elected 
shall  be  chosen  for  terms  of  four  years  each.  The  terms  of  all  members 
of  the  school  committee  shall  begin  with  the  first  Monday  of  January 
following  their  election  and  continue  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and 
qualified.  The  members  of  the  school  committee  shall  meet  and  organize 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January  following  their  election. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six,  as  amended  in 
section  forty-five  by  section  one  of  chapter  ninety-four  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  said  section  forty-five  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: — ■ Section  1+5.  Beginning  with  the  biennial  municipal  election 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  the  mayor  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  be  elected  at  large  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years 
from  the  first  Monday  in  January  following  his  election  and  until  his 
successor  is  chosen  and  qualified  and  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  for 
the  succeeding  term. 

Section  7.  Section  forty-seven  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
thirty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  two  sentences  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: —  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  mayor,  with¬ 
in  two  months  prior  to  a  regular  municipal  election  other  than  an  election 
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for  mayor,  or  within  sixteen  months  after  any  regular  municipal  election 
the  city  council  shall  forthwith  order  a  special  election  of  mayor  to  serve 
for  the  unexpired  term,  and  if  such  vacancy  occurs  at  any  other  time  there 
shall  be  an  election  for  mayor  at  the  next  regular  municipal  election  for 
the  term  of  four  years;  provided,  that  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  not 
apply  if  such  vacancy  occurs  between  the  date  of  an  election  at  which  a 
new  mayor  is  elected  and  the  date  he  takes  office, —  so  as  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows: —  Section  Jrf.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  mayor  within 
two  months  prior  to  a  regular  municipal  election  other  than  an  election 
for  mayor,  or  within  sixteen  months  after  any  regular  municipal  election, 
the  city  council  shall  forthwith  order  a  special  election  of  mayor  to  serve 
for  the  unexpired  term,  and  if  such  vacancy  occurs  at  any  other  time 
there  shall  be  an  election  for  mayor  at  the  next  regular  municipal  election 
for  the  term  of  four  years;  provided,  that  the  foregoing  provisions  shall 
not  apply  if  such  vacancy  occurs  between  the  date  of  an  election  at  which 
a  new  mayor  is  elected  and  the  date  he  takes  office.  In  the  case  of  the 
decease,  inability,  absence  or  resignation  of  the  mayor,  and  whenever 
there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  from  any  cause,  the  president  of  the 
city  council  while  said  cause  continues  or  until  a  mayor  is  elected  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  mayor.  If  he  is  also  absent  or  unable  from  any 
cause  to  perform  such  duties  they  shall  be  performed  until  the  mayor  or 
president  of  the  city  council  returns  or  is  able  to  attend  to  said  duties 
by  such  member  of  the  city  council  as  that  body  may  elect,  and  until 
such  election  by  the  city  clerk.  The  person  upon  whom  such  duties 
shall  devolve  shall  be  called  “acting  mayor”  and  he  shall  possess  the 
powers  of  mayor  only  in  matters  not  admitting  of  delay,  but  shall  have 
no  power  to  make  permanent  appointments  except  on  the  decease  of  the 
mayor. 

Section  8.  At  the  biennial  state  election  in  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-four,  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  upon  the  following  plans  of  city  council,  which  shall  be  printed 
upon  the  official  ballot  in  the  following  form.  Each  voter  shall  make  a 
cross  in  the  space  at  the  right  of  the  plan  which  he  desires  to  have  adopted. 
No  ballot  shall  be  counted  upon  which  the  voter  has  made  a  cross  in  each 
such  space. 

Plan  No.  1.  A  city  council  of  fifteen  members  to  consist  of  three 
members  to  be  elected  for  two-year  terms  by  and  from  the  voters  of  each 

of  five  boroughs  (each  comprising  certain  specified  wards),  at  - 

a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  each,  nominated  as  here¬ 
tofore,  except  that  the  names  of  five  hundred  voters  only  shall 
be  required  to  nominate  each  member.  _ 

Plan  No.  2.  A  city  council  to  consist  of  one  member  to  be  elected 
for  a  two-year  term  by  and  from  the  voters  of  each  ward  at  a  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  each,  nominated  as  heretofore,  except  ' 
that  the  names  of  one  himdred  voters  only  shall  be  required 
to  nominate  each  member. 
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Section  9.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  preceding  section  are  in  favor  of  the  first  plan,  then  sections 
ten  to  twelve,  inclusive,  shall  take  effect  subject  to  section  twenty-one,  and 
sections  fourteen  to  sixteen,  inclusive,  shall  be  inoperative. 

Section  10.  Said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  section  forty-eight  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: — Section  4 8 .  For  the  purpose  of  electing  city 
councillors,  the  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  divided  into  the  five  following 
boroughs,  each  comprising  the  territory  within  the  wards  as  constituted 
on  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four,  which  are  hereinafter 
assigned  to  it : 

First  borough,  Wards  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  nine  and  ten. 

Second  borough,  Wards  six,  seven,  eight,  twenty-five  and  twenty-six. 

Third  borough,  Wards  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen  and  seventeen. 

Fourth  borough,  Wards  eighteen,  nineteen,  twenty,  twenty-one  and 
twenty-four. 

Fifth  borough,  Wards  fifteen,  sixteen,  twenty-two  and  twenty-three. 

Beginning  with  the  biennial  municipal  election  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  there  shall  be  elected  at  each  regular  municipal 
election  by  and  from  the  registered  voters  of  each  borough  three  councillors 
to  serve  for  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  following  their 
election  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  11.  Section  fifty  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  “member”  in  the 
seventh  line  down  to  and  including  the  word  “term”  in  the  fourteenth 
line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : —  during  the  first  eighteen 
months  of  his  term,  order  a  special  election  in  his  borough  to  fill  such 
vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term, — •  so  as  to  read  as  follows : — •  Section  50. 
The  city  council  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  and  qualifications  of 
its  members;  shall  elect  from  its  members  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  a  president  who  when  present  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
thereof;  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  rules  for  its  proceedings,  and 
shall,  when  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  any  member  during  the  first 
eighteen  months  of  his  term,  order  a  special  election  in  his  borough  to  fill 
such  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  member  eldest  in  years  shall 
preside  until  the  president  is  chosen,  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
president,  until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Section  12.  Said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six,  as  amended 
in  section  fifty-three  by  section  four  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  thirty 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen  and  by  chapter  thirty-seven 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  said  section  fifty-three  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following : —  Section  53.  Any  registered  voter  who  is  qualified 
to  vote  for  a  candidate  for  any  municipal  elective  office  in  such  city  may 
be  a  candidate  for  nomination  thereto,  and  his  name  as  such  candidate 
shall  be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  the  municipal  election;

The  Art  Department,  established  in  1898,  is  in  charge  of  five  commis¬ 
sioners,  who  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  Each  of  the  following-named 
bodies,  namely,  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  Public  Library,  the  Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  the  Boston  Art  Club,  and  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects, 
submits  a  list  of  three  persons  to  the  Mayor;  and  the  Mayor  appoints 
one  person  as  Art  Commissioner  from  each  of  the  lists  so  submitted. 
Whenever  the  term  of  a  member  of  the  Board  expires,  the  Mayor  appoints 
his  successor  from  a  list  selected  by  the  body  which  made  the  original 
selection,  as  aforesaid. 

No  work  of  art  can  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston  without 
the  approval  of  the  Art  Department,  which  may  also  be  requested  by  the 
Mayor  or  the  City  Council  to  pass  upon  the  design  of  any  municipal 
building,  bridge,  approach,  lamp,  ornamental  gate  or  fence,  or  other 
structure  to  be  erected  upon  land  belonging  to  the  City.  No  work  of  art, 
the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston,  shall  be  removed  except  by  order  of 
the  Art  Commissioners  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  More¬ 
over,  all  contracts  or  orders  for  the  execution  of  any  painting,  monument, 
statute,  bust,  bas-relief,  or  other  sculpture  for  the  City  shall  be  made  by 
said  Board,  acting  by  a  majority  of  its  members,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor.  By  Chap.  87,  Special  Acts  of  1919,  all  works  of  art  owned 
by  the  City  were  placed  in  the  custody  and  care  of  the  art  Commissioners.

The  Assistant  Assessors  are  appointed  from  the  Civil  Service  list  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors  for  an  indeterminate  period,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  one  for  each  assessment  district  or  two  when  required. 
The  redivision  of  the  City  into  22  wards  (see  Chap.  410,  Acts  of  1924)  by 
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a  special  legislative  commission  in  December,  1924,  made  new  assessment- 
districts  necessary.  By  the  original  Act  the  change  was  not  ordered  to 
go  into  effect  in  1925,  but  an  amendment  was  made  later  whereby  the  new 
districts  first  applied  to  the  1925  assessments.

The  office  of  Auditor  was  established  by  ordinance  on  August  2,  1824. 
Regular  annual  reports  of  receipts  and  expenditures  have  been  published 
by  the  Auditor  since  1825.  These  reports  now  contain  in  addition  various 
financial  tables  relating  to  appropriations,  debt,  etc.,  and  a  full  account  of 
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the  trust  funds,  also  lists  of  City  property,  by  departments.  Less  com¬ 
plete  reports  were  published  by  finance  committees  from  1811  to  1824, 
inclusive.  Since  June  1,  1867,  the  Auditor  has  published  monthly  exhibits 
of  all  City  and  County  expenditures. 

The  City  Auditor  is  also  Auditor  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds.

The  adoption  in  1916  of  a  segregated  budget  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Commission  of  1915  was  followed  by  the  establishing  of  an  inde¬ 
pendent  department  in  1917,  to  have  the  supervision  of  all  details  of 
method  pertaining  to  the  preparation  of  the  annual  appropriation 
schedules  of  the  departments.  These  are  submitted  at  the  beginning  of 
the  financial  year  to  the  Mayor,  who,  after  30  days’  consideration,  submits 
them  to  the  City  Council  with  his  recommendations.

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Building  Commissioner  to  issue  permits  for  and 
inspect  the  erection  and  alteration  of  buildings  in  the  City,  and  the  set¬ 
ting  of  boilers,  engines  and  furnaces;  to  keep  a  register  of  all  persons  licensed 
to  take  charge  of  constructing,  altering,  removing  or  tearing  down  build¬ 
ings;  to  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  all  persons  carrying  on  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  plumbing  and  gasfitting,  and  of  all  persons  working  at  the  business 
of  gasfitting,  and  to  issue  licenses  to  master  and  journeymen  gasfitters; 
to  issue  permits  for  and  inspect  the  plumbing  and  gasfitting  in  buildings; 
to  inspect  elevators  in  buildings  and  report  upon  elevator  accidents;  to 
inspect  at  least  monthly  all  theaters  and  moving-picture  houses,  and 
semi-annually  all  halls  or  places  for  public  assembly;  to  inspect  existing 
tenement  houses;  to  report  on  all  fires  in,  and  accidents  in  or  to,  build¬ 
ings,  and  to  approve  plans  of  new  buildings  and  alterations.

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The  Board  of  Examiners  was  established  in  1912  as  an  adjunct  of  the 
Building  Department,  to  consist  of  three  members,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  The  duties  of  these  examiners  are  to  determine  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  persons  taking  charge  or  control  of  the  construction,  alteration, 
removal  or  tearing  down  of  buildings;  to  register  and  classify  those  who 
are  competent  according  to  fitness  and  certify  such  to  the  Building  Com¬ 
missioner.  Each  examiner  is  to  receive  ten  dollars  for  every  day  or  part 
thereof  of  actual  service,  but  not  more  than  $1,000  in  any  one  year.

The  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Board  are:  for  new  license,  $5.00,  and  each 
annual  renewal,  $2.00;  special  license,  $1.00.

The  Board  consists  of  five  members,  one  appointed  each  year  by  the 
Mayor  one  member  from  two  candidates  nominated  in  successive  years, 
by  the  following  organizations  respectively:  Real  Estate  Exchange  and 
Auction  Board  and  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange;  Boston  Society 
of  Architects  and  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers;  Master  Builders’ 
Association  and  Contractors’  and  Builders’  Association;  and  Building 
Trades  Council  of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union;  also  one  member  of 
the  Mayor’s  own  selection.  The  term  of  office  is  five  years.  Each  mem¬ 
ber  is  paid  $10  per  day  for  actual  service,  but  not  more  than  $1,000  in 
any  one  year. 

Any  applicant  for  a  permit  from  the  Building  Commissioner  whose 
application  has  been  refused  in  re  building  law  or  in  re  zoning  law,  may 
appeal  therefrom  within  ninety  days,  and  a  person  who  has  been  ordered 
by  the  Commissioner  to  incur  any  expense  may,  within  thirty  days  after 
receiving  such  order,  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeal  by  giving  notice  in 
writing  to  the  Commissioner.  All  cases  of  appeal  are  settled  by  this 
Board,  after  a  hearing.

The  board  consists  of  twelve  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in 
the  following  manner;  one  member  from  two  candidates  to  be  nominated 
by  each  of  the  following  organizations;  Associated  Industries  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange, 
Boston  Society  of  Architects  and  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Archi¬ 
tects,  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  Master  Builders’  Association, 
Team  Owners’  Association,  United  Improvement  Association  and  one 
member  to  be  selected  by  the  Mayor.  All  appointive  members  shall  be 
residents  of  or  engaged  in  business  in  Boston.  The  term  of  office  is  five 
years. 
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The  members  of  the  Board  serve  without  compensation,  but  any  peti¬ 
tion  for  changing  the  zoning  map  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  ten 
dollars  before  being  considered  by  the  Board. 

Either  upon  petition  or  otherwise,  the  board  may,  by  a  decision  of  not 
less  than  four-fifths  of  its  members,  rendered  after  a  public  hearing  and 
due  notice  to  the  owners  of  all  property  affected,  change  the  boundaries 
of  districts  by  changing  the  zoning  map  on  file  at  the  state  secretary’s 
office  to  meet  altered  needs  of  a  locality,  to  avoid  undue  concentration  of 
population,  to  provide  adequate  light  and  air,  to  lessen  congestion  in  streets, 
to  secure  safety  from  fire,  panic  and  other  dangers,  to  facilitate  the  ade¬ 
quate  provision  of  transportation,  water,  sewerage  and  other  public  require¬ 
ments  and  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

No  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  permitting  the  erection  or  altera¬ 
tion  of  a  building  to  an  extreme  height  greater  than  that  otherwise  author¬ 
ized  under  the  provisions  of  the  zoning  law  for  the  lot  or  building  in  ques¬ 
tion  is  effective  until  and  unless  confirmed  by  the  decision  of  not  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment. 

If  a  change  in  the  boundaries  of  districts  is  favorably  decided  upon  or  if 
a  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  is  confirmed,  any  person  aggrieved  or 
any  municipal  officer  or  Board,  may  within  fifteen  days  after  the  entry 
of  such  decision,  bring  a  petition  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  the 
County  of  Suffolk  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  setting  forth  that  such  decision 
is  in  whole  or  part  not  in  accordance  with  the  duties  and  powers  of  the 
board.

Every  city  and  town  in  the  State  having  a  population  of  more  than 
10,000  is  authorized  and  directed  to  create  a  board  to  be  known  as  the 
Planning  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  careful  studies  of  the  re¬ 
sources,  possibilities  and  needs  of  the  city  or  town,  and  to  make  plans  for 
the  development  of  the  municipality  with  special  reference  to  the  proper 
housing  of  the  people.  In  January,  1914,  an  ordinance  was  passed  estab¬ 
lishing  “The  City  Planning  Board,”  consisting  of  five  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  woman,  all  to  serve  without  compensation  for  a  term  of 
five  years.

One  Election  Commissioner  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor  each  year,  term 
beginning  April  1.  The  two  leading  political  parties  must  be  equally 
represented  on  the  Board  and  the  Chairman  is  designated  annually  by  th« 
Mayor. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  was  appointed  in  May,  1874,  and 
was  succeeded  July  1,11895,  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners. 

This  department  exercises  all  the  powers  and  duties  formerly  conferred 
upon  the  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  (including  the  preparation  of  the 
jury  list),  except  the  power  and  duty  of  giving  notice  of  elections  and 
fixing  the  days  and  hours  for  holding  the  same.

The  Boston  Fire  Department  was  organized  in  1837.  It  is  in  charge  of 
1  Commissioner,  1  Chief  of  Department,  1  Assistant  Chief  of  Department, 
6  Deputy  Chiefs,  30  District  Chiefs,  1  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  1 
Chief  Clerk  of  Fire  Prevention,  1  Superintendent  of  Maintenance,  1 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  1  Medical  Examiner,  1  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary,  1  Supervisor  of  High  Pressure,  Steam  and  Marine  Service, 
1  Captain  of  License  Division,  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention,  1  Motor  Appa¬ 
ratus  Engineer,  76  Captains,  109  Lieutenants,  87  Engineers,  1,161  Hose- 
men,  Laddermen,  Aides,  Assistants  Engineers,  Masters,  19  Clerks,  16 
Fire  Alarm  Operators,  117  mechanics,  painters,  carpenters,  linemen, 
repairers,  electricians  and  workmen.

The  first  Board  of  Health  in  Boston  was  established  in  1799,  under 
the  special  statute  of  February  13,  1799.  It  was  abolished  by  the  first 
City  Charter,  and  from  1822  to  1873  its  functions  were  exercised  through 
the  City  Council.  The  last  Board  of  Health  was  established  by  an  ordi¬ 
nance  of  December  2,  1872.  It  published  annual  reports,  beginning 
with  1873.  By  Chap.  1,  Ord.  1914,  2d  Series,  the  department  was  placed 
in  charge  of  one  executive,  the  Health  Commissioner,  who  appoints 
the  deputy  commissioners.  Chap.  1,  Ord.  1915,  provided  that  the  quar¬ 
antine  service  should  pass  from  the  control  of  the  Health  Dept,  when  the 
property  was  leased  to  the  United  States,  in  effect  June  1,  1915.

Oui^-Patient  Department. 

The  new  Out-Patient  Building  was  opened  to  patients  in  October, 
1924.  It  contains  300  rooms  and  is  equipped  with  every  known  device  for 
the  treatment  of  patients,  also  a  centralized  system  of  records.  About 
seventy  members  of  the  Visiting  Staff  are  here  engaged  in  the  treatment  of 
patients  and  the  teaching  of  Medical  Students.  There  are  also  twenty 
nurses  and  six  attendants,  eight  social  workers,  many  clerks  and  tech¬ 
nicians.  The  out-patients  treated  in  this  building,  together  with  those  at 
the  Relief  Stations,  number  about  80,000  annually,  with  over  300,000 
visits  of  out-patients. 

The  Thorndike  Memorial. 

The  Thorndike  Memorial  was  opened  on  November  15,  1923,  as  the 
research  department  of  the  Hospital.  The  two  upper  floors  of  this  building 
consist  of  laboratories  devoted  to  special  investigation.  One  floor  con¬ 
tains  twenty  beds  for  cases  to  be  studied  intensely.  The  first  floor 
and  basement  house  the  X-Ray  Department.  All  equipment  is  of  the 
latest  and  best  known  to  medical  science.  The  Staff  of  the  Thorndike 
Laboratory  research  service  consists  of  Dr.  Francis  W.  Peabody,  Director, 
seven  Assistant  Physicians,  four  Resident  Physicians  and  four  Volunteer 
Assistants.

The  Department  has  charge  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  the  Child 
Welfare  and  the  Registration  Division. 

The  Long  Island  Hospital  furnishes  full  support  to  poor  persons  having 
a  legal  settlement  in  Boston,  also  hospital  care  and  treatment  for  those 
afflicted  with  chronic  illness.  In  1926  a  total  of  2,122  persons  received 
aid.  The  Department  controls  about  167  acres  and  buildings  on  Long 
Island  valued  at  upwards  of  $2,000,000.00  The  steamer  ‘ ‘George  A. 
Hibbard”  and  Launch  ‘ ‘James  J.  Minot”  are  maintained  for  transporta¬ 
tion  service. 

The  Child  Welfare  Division,  808  City  Hall  Annex,  has  charge  of 
dependent  children  and  those  committed  through  the  Court  as  neglected. 
Thejr  are  placed  under  careful  supervision  in  foster  homes  within  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  January  1,  1927,  the  division  had  765 
children  in  its  care,  was  using  11  different  institutions  for  medical  care  or 
special  training  and  395  foster  homes. 

The  Registration  Division,  Room  5,  City  Hall,  receives  and  investigates 
applications  for  care  of  dependents,  determines  legal  settlements,  and 
supervises  the  commitment  of  the  insane. 

The  Department  has  under  its  control  Rainsford  Island,  comprising 
about  11  acres  with  buildings  thereon  formerly  occupied  by  Suffolk  School 
for  Boys,  and  approximately  697,149  square  feet  of  land  and  buildings 
on  Parker  Hill  purchased  in  1925  as  a  site  for  a  chronic  hospital.

The  office  of  “Attorney  and  Solicitor”  was  established  in  1827;  the 
office  of  Corporation  Counsel  and  that  of  City  Solicitor  in  1881.  The 
office  of  City  Solicitor  was  abolished  and  the  department  placed  under  the 
sole  charge  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  1904. 

As  now  organized  the  Law  Department  consists  of  a  Corporation  Counsel 
and  twelve  assistants,  two  of  whom  are  detailed  to  do  the  conveyancing 
work  of  the  department.  One  member  of  the  department  acts  as  advisor 
to  the  Transit  Department  and  one  member  as  advisor  to  the  Building 
Department.  The  department,  in  addition  to  prosecuting  and  defending 
all  law  suits  and  causes  for  and  against  the  City  and  County,  does  all  the 
conveyancing  work  for  the  various  municipal  departments. 

Legal  opinions  are  furnished  to  the  various  department  heads  and  city 
officials,  including  the  School  Committee,  on  matters  relating  to  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  official  duties.  This  department  appears  and  represents 
the  City  and  County  before  the  various  committees  of  the  Legislature  and 
other  public  boards  and  commissions.

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston, five  in  number, 
are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  one  each  year,  for  a  term  of  five  years.  They

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were  incorporated  in  1878,  and  authorized  to  receive  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  81,000,000.  This  amount 
was  changed  to  810,000,000  in  1919.  The  first  Trustees  were  appointed 
under  an  ordinance  of  October  14,  1852.  The  old  Library  Building  on 
Boylston  street  was  opened  to  the  public  in  September,  1858,  and  closed 
finally  in  January,  1895.  The  Central  Library  Building  on  Copley  square, 
costing  82,756,384,  was  first  opened  on  March  11,  1895.  The  Library 
is  maintained  by  an  annual  appropriation  included  in  the  regular  budget 
of  the  City  Government.  Of  this  appropriation  (81,000,981  in  1926) 
8125,000  was  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals.  The  Library 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  City  Treasurer  amounted  to  8737,649.80 
on  January  1,  1927. 

The  annual  reports,  the  first  of  which  appeared  in  1852,  have  been 
continued  without  interruption. 

LIBRARY  SYSTEM. 

The  Library  system  consists  of  the  Central  Library  in  Copley  square; 
seventeen  major  branch  libraries  with  independent  collections  of  books 
and  fourteen  minor  branches.  There  wrere,  on  January  1,  1927,  in  the 
Central  Library  (including  mechanical  departments),  and  branch  libraries, 
about  600  employees. 

Besides  the  daily  delivery  of  books  called  for  at  the  various  branches, 
212  public  and  parochial  schools,  38  institutions  and  56  fire-company 
houses  are  regularly  supplied. 

For  reading  and  reference  the  Library  is  open  to  all  without  formality. 
On  January  1,  1927,  there  were  135,445  cardholders  having  the  right  to 
draw  books  for  home  use.  The  total  number  of  volumes  was  1,388,439, 
including  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Books  issued  in  1926,  for  home 
use  and  for  use  through  schools  and  institutions,  numbered  3,499,137.

Other  Activities.  The  Fine  Arts  Department  has  facilities  for  copying 
and  photographing,  a  collection  of  photographs  of  architecture,  sculpture 
and  painting,  numbering  71,880  (including  process  pictures),  besides 
illustrated  books,  portfolios,  etc.,  and  11,533  lantern  slides.  Special  assist¬ 
ance  is  offered  to  classes,  travel  clubs,  etc.  Free  lectures  mostly  on  art  and 
travel  topics,  and  concerts,  are  given  during  the  winter  season.  The  room 
for  younger  readers  has  about  10,000  volumes  on  open  shelves  for  reading 
and  circulation.  A  Teachers’  Reference  Room  is  maintained,  and  reference 
books  are  reserved  for  use  in  connection  with  University  Extension  courses. 
Story  telling  for  children  is  regularly  conducted  under  expert  direction  at 
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the  Central  Library  and  principal  branches.  On  the  ground  floor  of  the 
Central  Library  near  the  main  entrance  are  three  rooms,  wherein  is  pro¬ 
vided  a  community  and  general  information  service.  In  one  room  is 
maintained  a  classified  collection  of  some  3,000  current  Federal  documents, 
including  congressional,  departmental  and  miscellaneous  publications. 
Current  Massachusetts  documents  are  also  to  be  found  in  this  room. 
Another  room  contains  on  open  shelves  a  classified  collection  of  general 
literature  for  circulation,  consisting  of  about  2,500  volumes.  The  Library 
is  open  from  9  A.  M.  to  10  P.  M.;  Sundays  from  12  M.  to  10  P.  M.; 
closed  at  9  P.M.  from  June  15  to  September  15.

Faneuil  Hall  Market,  proposed  by  Mayor  Quincy  and  completed  during 
his  administration  in  1826,  was  under  the  charge  of  a  Clerk  of  the  Market, 
until  an  ordinance  of  September  9,  1852,  established  the  office  of  Super¬ 
intendent.  Faneuil  Hall  Market  includes  the  lower  floor,  porches  and 
cellar  of  the  buildings  called  respectively  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  Market. 

The  Superintendent  of  Markets  may  assign  stands  within  their  limits; 
and  it  is  his  duty,  from  time  to  time,  to  lease  the  stalls  in  the  markets  at 
rents  not  less  than  those  established  by  the  City  Council.  The  market 
police  are  appointed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  under  his  control. 

As  a  municipal  enterprise  both  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  markets  have 
been  steadily  profitable,  the  latter  yielding  a  total  of  $117,529.64,  during 
the  year  1926. 

The  income  from  Faneuil  Hall  Market  was  $29,929.20,  during  the  year 
1926. 

Public  markets,  outside  stands,  and  coin  locks  yielded  an  additional 
revenue  of  $2,649.66,  making  a  total  income  from  the  Market  Department 
of  $150,108.50,  for  the  year  1926.

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  the  Town  of  Boston,  a  corporation  estab¬ 
lished  in  1772  by  act  of  the  Legislature,  were  succeeded  in  1864  by  the 
corporation  called  “Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  consist¬ 
ing  of  twelve  residents  of  Boston,  four  of  whom  are  appointed  annually 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  May.  The  Board 
has  issued  annual  reports  since  1865. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  are  also  incorporated  as  a  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  of  John  Boylston’s  and  other  charitable  funds. 

In  charge  of  the  Overseers  are  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge  on  Hawkins  street, 
opened  in  1878,  which  gives  free  lodging  to  homeless  men  who  are  out  of 
employment,  but  exacts  work  in  its  woodyard  for  meals  furnished;  and 
the  Temporary  Home  on  Chardon  street  for  destitute  women  and  children, 
opened  in  1870.  The  total  amount  of  the  17  permanent  charity  funds  in 
the  custody  of  the  Overseers  on  Feb.  1,  1925,  was  81,015,063,  the  annual 
income  from  which  (about  837,000)  is  distributed  to  pensioners  according 
to  the  intentions  of  the  donors  of  the  funds.

The  first  separate  playground  acquired  by  the  City  was  the  Charlestown 
Playground,  purchased  in  1891  for  $172,923.  With  that  included,  65  play¬ 
grounds  (52  separate  and  13  located  in  parks)  have  been  established,  most 
of  them  equipped  with  first-class  shelter  and  sanitary  buildings  containing 
lockers,  also  drinking  fountains,  shower  baths,  etc. 

The  total  outlay  for  land  and  construction  of  the  playgrounds  (not 
including  those  in  parks)  is  $5,236,257.

Memorial  Fountain,  Chestnut  Hill  Park. 

Since  the  City’s  park  development  began,  in  1877,  the  total  expenditure, 
to  the  close  of  1926,  for  parks,  parkways  and  playgrounds  (exclusive  of 
the  annual  maintenance  appropriation)  is  $27,126,109.79  or  $10,732,- 
508.49  for  the  land  and  $16,393,601 .30  for  construction. 

The  Arnold  Arboretum  (the  “tree  museum”  of  Harvard  University), 
containing  originally  122.6  acres,  was  added  with  other  lands,  in  1882, 
to  the  City’s  park  system,  under  a  special  contract  with  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  in  1895  another  tract  of  75  acres  (Peter’s  Hill),  also  belonging 
to  the  University,  was  included,  the  name  Bussey  Park  being  added  to 
the  title.  All  the  land  in  these  tracts  not  required  for  driveways  and  walks, 
a  quarry  reservation  and  traffic  road  is  used,  under  the  trusts  created  by 
the  wills  of  Benjamin  Bussey  and  James  Arnold,  for  Harvard’s  extensive 
collection  of  specimens  of  such  trees  and  shrubs  as  will  live  in  this  climate. 
The  City  maintains  the  roads  and  walks,  also  attends  to  policing  the 
grounds.  The  Arboretum  is  open  to  visitors  daily  from  7  A.  M.  until 
sunset. 

The  Franklin  Park  Zoological  Garden  on  the  northern  side  of  the  park, 
begun  in  1911,  now  occupies  about  eighty  acres.  Up  to  December  31, 1926 , 
the  amount  expended  for  construction,  etc.,  was  $577,078 . 63.  In  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1912,  the  group  of  bear  dens,  the  aquatic  flying  cage,  etc.,  were 
finished  and  put  on  exhibition,  in  1913  the  bird  house  with  other  attrac¬ 
tions,  in  1914  the  elephant  house  and  in  1920  the  lion  house,  were  added. 
One  of  the  latest  improvements  is  the  “Greeting”  or  main  entrance  and 
concourse  leading  from  Blue  Hill  avenue,  with  massive  stone  gateway, 
ornamental  fence,  etc.,  completing  the  original  artistic  design. 

The  Marine  Park  Aquarium,  costing  $144,530,  was  opened  to  the  public 
on  November  28,  1912.  The  entire  outlay  for  both  was  appropriated 
from  the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund  income. 

GEORGE  F.  PARKMAN  FUND. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  George  F.  Parkman,  various  real  estate  properties 
worth  between  $5,000,000  and  $6,000,000  were  left  to  the  City,  the  income 
therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the 
Common  and  such  parks  as  were  in  existence  January  12,  1887,  and  no 
part  of  it  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  for  park  purposes. 
The  bequest  was  accepted  by  the  City  Council,  March  9,  1909,  since  which 
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date  most  of  the  realty  has  been  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested  in  bonds. 
On  December  31,  1926,  the  principal  of  the  fund  in  the  custody  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  amounted  to  $5,237,934.96.  In  the  fiscal  year  1926,  the  income 
from  the  fund  was  $218,343.03.

Cemetery  Division. 

When  in  November,  1920,  the  Cemetery  Department  was  consolidated 
with  the  Park  Department,  the  five  trustees  of  the  former  were  superseded 
by  the  Park  Commissioners,  who  reorganized  it  as  the  Cemetery  Division 
of  the  Park  Department,  thereupon  taking  charge  of  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery  and  all  the  burying  grounds  owned  by  the  City.  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery  (the  largest  of  all)  was  bought  by  the  City  in  1857  for  $35,000 
and  additional  land  has  been  purchased  since.  It  is  bounded  by  Walk  Hill, 
Harvard,  Canterbury  and  Paine  streets.  Ward  18.  The  Board  of  Cemetery 
Trustees  was  first  appointed  under  the  ordinances  of  December  21,  1857, 
and  annual  reports  have  been  published  since  1859.

The  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner  is  the  executive  and  administra¬ 
tive  head  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  and  is  also  charged  with 
parolling  power  from  Charles  Street  Jail,  according  as  deemed  necessary 
for  its  proper  conduct. 

CHIEF  PENAL  OFFICER. 

George  F.  A.  Mulcahy,  Master  of  House  of  Correction,  Deer  Island. 

This  institution  dates  from  1895  and  now  includes  a  group  of  buildings 
valued  at  $1,467,600,  the  value  of  the  land  has  been  appraised  at  $605,900, 
a  total  of  $2,073,500.  The  persons  confined  there  in  1926,  numbered 
3,554,  all  men,  who  were  kept  busy  at  farming  or  in  making  shoes,  clothes, 
and  granite  edgestones.  Number  discharged  in  year,  3,645;  average 
daily  population,  597,  in  month  of  December,  1926. 

The  Department  Steamboat  “ Michael  J.  Perkins”  is  maintained  for 
Deer  Island  and  Long  Island  transportation  service.

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  has  charge  of  all  the  printing,  binding 
and  stationery  for  the  city  departments.  He  also  purchases  the  postage 
used  by  the  city. 

The  printing  plant  was  established  in  March,  1897,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  executing  the  printing  required  by  all  city  and  county  depart¬ 
ments.  It  was  originally  operated  partly  from  an  appropriation  and 
partly  from  revenue.  Since  1910  it  has  been  entirely  self-supporting, 
and  no  appropriation  of  any  kind  has  been  made.  The  entire  expense 
of  maintenance,  including  pay  roll,  has  been  met  from  the  revenue. 

The  plant  is  organized  and  equipped  especially  for  the  city’s  printing 
requirements  and  consists  of  modern  type-setting  machinery,  presses  and 
material,  and  is  appraised  at  approximately  $200,000.

The  Department  of  Public  Works  was  established  in  1911,  consisting  of 
the  Street,  Water  and  Engineering  Departments  combined  under  a  single 
executive  head,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  latter  authorized 
to  create  the  necessary  divisions  of  the  department  according  to  his  judg¬ 
ment.  The  following  five  divisions  have  been  created,  viz.,  Bridge  and 
Ferry,  Highway,  Sewer,  Sanitary  and  Water,  each  in  charge  of  a  Division 
Engineer. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  who  must  be  a  civil  engineer  of 
recognized  standing  in  his  profession,  has  control  over  the  construction 
of  all  streets  and  sewers;  the  care  and  management  of  all  bridges  used  as 
highways;  of  the  ferries  owned  and  operated  by  the  City,  and  of  the  street 
lamps  maintained  by  the  City;  the  cleaning,  repairing  and  sprinkling  of 
streets  and  the  removal  of  house  offal  and  refuse;  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  all  fixtures  and  appliances  held  by  the  City  for  purposes  of 
water  supply;  and  over  the  granting  of  permits  to  open,  occupy,  obstruct 
and  use  portions  of  streets. 

By  authority  of  Chapter  571,  Acts  of  1910,  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  charges  for  permits  issued,  as  per  the  following  revised  schedule  in 
effect  from  April  1,  1920: 

1.  Openings  in  streets  or  sidewalks,  50  cents  each.  Limited  to  100  linear  feet  on  one 
permit. 

2.  Emergency  permits,  Class  A  (for  the  above  purpose),  50  cents  each. 

3.  Advertising  by  man  wearing  hat  and  coat  lettered  (annual  permit),  $5  (or  $1  per 
month). 

4.  Cleaning  snow  from  roofs  (occupation  of  sidewalk  and  street  while  so  doing),  annual 
permit,  SI  each. 

5.  Driving  cattle  through  the  streets  (annual  permit  to  driver),  $5. 

6.  Erecting  and  repairing  awnings  (annual  permit),  $1  each. 

7.  Moving  buildings  in  streets,  $5  per  day;  minimum  charge,  $10. 

8.  Erecting,  altering  or  repairing  buildings  (occupation  of  street  or  sidewalk),  5  cents 
per  Bquare  foot  permonthinthe  City  Proper,  bounded  onthesouth  byand  including  Berke¬ 
ley  and  Dover  streets;  3  cents  per  square  foot  per  month  in  that  part  of  the  City  south 
of  limits  above  stated  to  and  including  Massachusetts  ave.;  and  2  cents  per  square  foot 
per  month  in  all  other  localities. 

9.  Painting  or  minor  repairs,  $1  each. 

10.  Feeding  horses  on  streets  (annual  permit),  $1  each. 

11.  Placing  and  removing  signs  flat  on  buildings,  $1  each. 

12.  Projecting  signs  or  lamps  from  buildings,  $1  each. 
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13.  Raising  or  lowering  safes,  machinery,  etc.,  $1  each. 

14.  Emergency  permits,  Class  B,  $1  each. 

15.  Special  permits  for  periods  and  rates  other  than  those  in  the  preceding  classes 
according  to  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner.

The  removal  of  refuse  from  shops,  stores  and  warehouses,  involving 
much  extra  labor,  is  attended  to  by  the  Sanitary  Division  and  charged  for 
at  15  cents  a  barrel  or  bundle  (not  larger  than  a  flour  barrel).  No  re¬ 
movals  are  made  except  on  delivery  of  tickets  obtainable  at  504  City  Hall

Under  the  control  of  the  Division  Engineer  are  the  care  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  all  pipes  and  other  fixtures  and  appliances  for  the  purposes  of  the 
City’s  water  supply,  also  the  assessing  of  water  rates  and  issuing  of  the 
bills  therefor. 

The  total  length  of  supply  and  distributing  water  main  on  December  31, 
1926,  was  924.56  miles;  number  of  services  actually  in  use,  91,594,  were 
metered;  number  of  public  fire  hydrants,  10,853,  December  31,  1926. 

The  first  water  document  published  by  the  City  of  Boston  appeared 
in  1825.  In  addition  to  the  annual  reports  on  the  Cochituate  supply, 
from  1850,  and  of  the  Mystic  supply,  from  1866,  there  are  numerous  special 
reports.  By  chapter  449,  Acts  of  1895,  the  Boston  Water  Board,  the 
Water  Income  Department  and  the  Water  Registrar  were  abolished  and 
the  Water  Department  created,  a  single  commissioner  being  entrusted 
with  all  the  powers  previously  exercised  by  the  Boston  Water  Board  and 
the  Boston  Water  Registrar. 

A  State  commission,  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  took  possession, 
in  1898,  all  of  that  part  of  the  Boston  water  system  lying  westward  of 
Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir,  also  the  pumping  station  there,  with  adjacent 
lands.  The  sum  paid  to  the  City  was  $12,531,000.  Payments  to  the 
State  by  the  City  for  its  supply  of  water  have  been  regularly  made  since 
1898.  Total  quantity  of  water  in  the  ten  storage  reservoirs  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  system  on  January  1,  1927,  44,510,900,000  gallons,  of  wffiich  68.9 
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per  cent  (30,679,200,000  gallons),  was  in  the  Wachusett  Reservoir  in  Clin¬ 
ton,  32  miles  west  of  Boston,  an  artificial  lake  4,135  acres  in  surface  area 
and  added  to  the  system  in  1905.  There  are  also  twelve  distribution 
reservoirs  with  capacity  of  2,400,680,000  gallons,  five  pumping-stations 
being  connected  with  these,  in  which  stations  25,087,000,000  gallons  of 
water  were  pumped  during  the  year  1926.  In  the  existing  Metropolitan 
Water  District  are  nine  cities,  besides  Boston,  and  ten  towns.  Boston 
takes  about  70  per  cent  of  the  entire  water  supply  of  the  District. 

The  daily  average  amount  of  water  used  in  Boston  in  1926  was  91,275,700 
gallons,  or  116  gallons  per  capita. 

HIGH  PRESSURE  FIRE  SERVICE. 

By  the  provisions  of  Chapter  312,  Acts  of  1911,  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  was  authorized  to  install  an  efficient  system  of  high  pressure 
fire  service  for  the  business  center  of  the  City.  The  work  completed, 
including  the  old  salt-water  fireboat  line  installed  in  1898,  comprises 
17.8  miles  of  pipe  with  451  hydrants.  Total  expenditure  for  installation 
of  system  to  Dec.  31,  1926,  was  $2,166,212.23.  Two  pumping  stations 
are  now  in  use.

The  Boston  Retirement  System  was  established  on  Feb.  1,  1923,  as 
provided  by  Chap/521  enacted  in  June,  1922,  and  accepted  by  Mayor  and 
City  Council  in  August,  1922.  It  is  administered  by  a  board  of  three  mem¬ 
bers,  the  City  Treasurer,  ex  officio,  one  person  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
and  the  third  member  chosen  by  the  other  two.  The  compensation  of  the 
members  is  $10  each  for  every  meeting  attended,  but  not  over  $500  in  any 
one  year.  After  the  original  appointments,  the  term  of  each  appointive 
member  is  four  years.

The  salaries  of  the  commis¬ 
sioners  and  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  department  are  met  by  appro¬ 
priations  of  the  School  Committee. 

The  authority  and  duties  of  the  Board  are  those  formerly  conferred  and 
imposed  upon  the  City  Council  and  the  School  Committee  in  relation  to 
selecting  lands  for  school  purposes,  providing  temporary  school  accommo¬ 
dations,  making,  altering  and  approving  designs  and  plans  for  school  pur¬ 
poses;  erecting,  completing,  altering,  repairing,  furnishing,  and  preparing 
yards  for  school  buildings,  and  making  contracts  and  selecting  architects.

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds  for  the  payment  or 
redemption  of  the  City  debt  consists  of  six  members,  two  of  whom  are 
appointed  annually  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  May  1. 
The  Board  has  published  annual  reports  since  1871.  The  amended  City 
Charter,  Section  26,  prohibits  the  further  establishing  of  sinking  funds, 
but  an  exception  was  afterwards  made  by  the  Legislature  regarding  loans 
for  Rapid  Transit  purposes.  It  also  prohibits  the  depositing  of  City  or 
County  money  in  any  bank  of  which  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Sinking

This  department  is  in  charge  of  a  board  of  five  members,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  collect,  compile  and  publish  such  statistics  relating  to  the  City 
of  Boston  and  such  statistics  of  other  cities,  for  purposes  of  comparison, 
as  they  may  deem  of  public  importance,  also  to  furnish  statistical  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  City  departments  and  to  the  public  on  request. 

The  Municipal  Register  has  been  compiled  and  edited  annually  by 
the  department  since  1898.  The  new  and  more  comprehensive  work, 
Boston  Yearbook,  was  issued  for  the  first  time  in  1924.  For  the  past 
fourteen  years  the  annual  City  Council  manual,  “  Organization  of  the 
City  Government,”  has  contained  a  large  collection  of  the  latest  statistics 
contributed  by  the  department.  The  same  collection  has  also  been 
separately  issued  in  a  more  elaborate  form  with  title  “Boston  Statistics” 
and  distributed  widely.

A  member  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  is  appointed  each 
year  by  the  Mayor  to  serve  for  three  years  from  the  first  Monday  in 
January.  The  Board  has  power  to  lay  out,  relocate,  alter  or  discontinue 
highways  in  the  City,  to  order  specific  repairs,  also,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  the  construction  of  sewers  and  to  take  for  the  City  any  lands, 
water  courses  and  ways  deemed  necessary  for  such  construction.  It 
levies  the  betterment  assessments  on  estates  benefited  by  the  construction 
of  new  sewers  and  new  or  improved  highways,  also  awards  damages  for 
takings  of  land,  and  grants  to  landowners  permission  to  open  private 
streets.  In  1895  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  Survey  were  transferred  to  the 
Street  Commissioners;  in  1907  they  were  charged  with  the  licensing  of 
street  stands  for  the  sale  of  merchandise,  in  1908  with  the  regulation  of 
street  traffic,  and  in  1913  with  the  authority  to  grant  or  withhold  permits 
for  the  erection  of  automobile  garages.  The  fees  for  these  permits  are: 
For  erecting  a  public  garage,  $100  ;  for  a  business  garage  for  trucks,  $100; 
repair  shop,  isolated,  $5.00  ;  unit  group,  $1.00  each  unit  ;  private  garage 
for  one  or  two  cars,  $1.00,  and  if  in  excess  of  two  cars,  $1.00  more  for 
each  such  excess.  There  is  no  annual  garage  fee.

By  the  Amended  City  Charter  of  1909  the  jurisdiction  previously 
exercised  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  vested  in  the  Street  Commissioners, 
with  the  written  approval  of  the  Mayor,  as  to  the  naming  of  streets,  as 
to  trees  in  the  streets,  as  to  permits  or  licenses  for  special  use  of  same, 
including  the  construction  of  coal  holes,  vaults,  bay  windows  and  mar¬ 
quees,  in,  under,  or  over  the  streets,  also  for  the  location  of  conduits,  poles 
and  posts,  and  the  storage  of  inflammables  and'explosives.  They  collect 
the  original  license  of  $1.00  for  selling  and  keeping  gasoline.  Renewals  of 
fees  collected  by  Fire  Department. 

As  authorized  by  Chapter  680,  Acts  of  1913,  the  Street  Commissioners 
issued  on  April  9,  1914,  their  “Rules  and  Regulations  Relating  to  Projec¬ 
tions  on  or  over  Public  Highways.”  These  rules  were  amended  in  1915, 
as  authorized  by  Chapter  176,  General  Acts  of  that  year,  the  changes 
taking  effect  July  20.  The  penalty  for  disregard  of  said  rules  is  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  day  of  negligence  after  five  days’  notice.

The  Finance  Commission  is  constituted  under  the  Amended  Charter  of 
1909.  It  consists  of  five  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  and 
confirmed  by  the  Executive  Council,  the  term  of  each  being  five  years.

The  Commission  is  required  to  make  an  annual  report,  in  January,  to 
the  General  Court.  It  is  also  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  report  to 
the  Mayor,  the  City  Auditor  or  the  City  Treasurer  as  to  the  validity  or 
proper  amount  of  any  doubtful  pay-roll,  bill  or  claim  referred  to  it  by  them.

The  Franklin  Foundation  is  incorporated  under  Chapter  569  of  the 
Acts  of  1908,  a  board  of  twelve  citizens  being  named  therein  as  Managers 
of  the  Franklin  Fund  and  having  the  standing  of  a  City  department  with 
the  object  of  maintaining  the  Franklin  Union  as  an  independent  industrial 
school  for  adults. 

The  Franklin  Fund  is  the  proceeds  of  a  bequest  of  one  thousand  pounds 
to  “the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston  in  Massachusetts”  made  by 
Benjamin  Franklin,  in  a  codicil  to  his  will  dated  June  23,  1789.  The 
codicil  provided  that  the  fund  “if  accepted  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Boston”  be  managed  “under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen, 
united  with  the  Minister  of  the  oldest  Episcopalian,  Congregational,  and 
Presbyterian  Churches  in  that  Town,”  who  were  to  make  loans  on  certain 
conditions  to  “young  married  artificers  under  the  age  of  twenty-five 
years.” 

Dr.  Franklin,  who  died  April  17,  1790,  calculated  that,  in  one  hundred 
years,  the  thousand  pounds  would  grow  to  £131,000,  “of  which,”  he  says, 
“I  would  have  the  managers  then  lay  out  at  their  discretion  £100,000 
in  Public  Works  which  may  be  judged  of  most  general  utility  to  the 
Inhabitants.  The  remaining  £31,000,  I  would  have  continued  to  be  let 
out  on  interest  for  another  hundred  years.  At  the  end  of  this  second 
term,  if  no  unfortunate  accident  has  prevented  the  operation,  the  sum 
will  be  £4,061,000,  of  which  I  leave  £1,061,000  to  the  Town  of  Boston, 
and  £3,000,000  to  the  disposition  of  the  Government  of  the  State,  not 
presuming  to  carry  my  views  farther.”  The  Town  accepted  the  donation 
at  a  Town  Meeting  held  June  1,  1790.

LICENSING  BOARD. 
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A  futile  suit  brought  by  the  Franklin  heirs  in  1891  prevented  the  division 
of  the  fund  at  the  expiration  of  one  hundred  years;  but  on  January  17, 
1894,  by  direction  of  the  three  ministers  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City,  which  board  claimed  to  be  the  successors  of  the  “Selectmen," 
$329,300.48  (xfx  of  the  fund)  was  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  for  “the 
purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  thereon  of  the  Franklin  Trades  School 
and  for  the  equipment  of  the  same."  Owing  to  a  series  of  complications 
the  money  remained  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer.  Mayor  Collins, 
in  1902,  caused  a  petition  of  the  City  to  be  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
praying  for  instructions  as  to  the  authority  of  the  persons  then  acting  as 
Managers  of  the  fund.  The  Court  rendered  an  opinion  November  25, 
1903  (184  Mass.  373,  page  43),  to  the  effect  that  the  three  ministers  were 
Managers  of  the  fund  under  Franklin’s  will,  but  that  the  Aldermen  did 
not  succeed  the  “Selectmen"  as  Managers  and  had  no  powers  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  it.  The  Court,  under  its  general  power  to  care  for  public  chari¬ 
table  funds,  appointed,  on  March  16,  1904,  a  Board  of  Managers  to  take 
the  place  of  the  “Selectmen,"  and  provided  in  the  decree  of  the  Court, 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  be  one,  ex  officio. 

On  December  2,  1905,  the  City  Treasurer  received  from  Mr.  Andrew 
Carnegie  $408,396.48,  said  sum  being  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  Franklin 
Fund  in  August,  1904,  which  Mr.  Carnegie  agreed  to  duplicate.  Only  the 
annual  income  from  this  fund  is  used. 

On  January  31,  1907,  the  amount  of  the  “accumulated"  fund  available 
for  expenditure  by  the  Managers  was  $438,741.89,  and  in  that  year  the 
Franklin  Union  Building  was  erected  at  the  corner  of  Appleton  and  Berk¬ 
eley  streets.  It  was  opened  for  the  use  of  Franklin  Union  in  September, 
1908.  This  is  maintained  partly  by  tuition  fees,  rents,  etc.,  $102,265 
total  in  year  1926,  including  the  income  from  the  above  mentioned  Frank¬ 
lin  Fund  ( i .  e.,  the  Andrew  Carnegie  Donation),  which  fund  amounted  to 
$460,879  on  January  31,  1927.  The  building  contains  24  classrooms, 
6  draughting  rooms,  and  9  shops  and  laboratories,  where  1,987  adult 
students  received  instruction  at  evening  sessions  and  49  in  day  courses 
during  the  year  1926.  There  is  also  a  technical  and  scientific  library, 
and  a  large  hall  with  a  seating  capacity  of  1,000.  The  building  with 
equipment  cost  $402,718.  The  site,  containing  about  16,000  square  feet, 
was  purchased  in  1906  for  $100,000,  a  20-year  loan  being  issued  to  cover 
same. 

The  Franklin  Fund  will  become  available  in  1991.

The  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston  was  established  in  1906, 
chapter  291.  It  consists  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  They  must  be  citizens  of 
Boston  who  have  resided  in  Boston  for  at  least  two  years  preceding  the 
date  of  their  appointment.  The  two  principal  parties  must  be  repre¬ 
sented  and  the  term  of  the  members  is  fixed  at  six  years  after  the  first 
appointment  which  was  for  six,  four  and  two  years.  The  board  was 
created  to  exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  conferred 
upon  the  Board  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  intoxicating 
liquors,  innholders,  common  victuallers,  billiard  and  pool  tables,  sippio 
tables,  bowling  alleys,  intelligence  offices,  picnic  groves  and  skating  rinks. 

The  fee  fixed  by  the  statute  on  all  but  liquor  licenses,  common  victuallers 
and  innholders  is  not  less  than  $2  for  each  license.  Sec.  202,  Chap.  140, 
General  Laws.  Liquor  license  fees  are  fixed  by  Sec.  19,  Chap.  138,  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws.  Innholders  and  common  victuallers  fees  are  fixed  at  not 
more  than  $5  for  each  license.  Sec.  2,  Chap.  140,  General  Laws. 

In  1909,  Chap.  423,  the  board  was  given  the  right  to  issue  licenses  to 
“Sunday  dealers  in  ice  cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit,”  the 
fee  for  such  licenses  not  to  exceed  $5. 

In  1918,  Chap.  259,  the  board  was  granted  the  right  to  issue  licenses 
to  lodging  houses.  No  fee  was  to  be  charged.  In  1921,  Chap.  59,  a  fee 
of  not  more  than  $2  was  allowed  if  established  by  the  city  council.  The 
council  established  the  fee  at  $2  in  1922. 

In  1920,  Chap.  47,  the  legislature  transferred  the  issuing  of  licenses  for 
roller  skating,  carrousels,  inclined  railways,  ferris  wheels  and  outdoor 
exhibitions  of  fire  fighting  to  this  board.  Now  Chap.  140,  General  Laws, 
Sec.  186.  The  fee  not  to  be  less  than  $2  for  each  license,  Sec.  202. 

In  1922,  Chap.  392,  the  board  was  given  the  right  to  license  “retail 
vendors  of  Soft  Drinks.”  The  fee  for  such  license  was  not  to  exceed  SI. 

In  1922,  Chap.  485  the  “firearm”  law  was  amended  giving  the  licen¬ 
sing  of  vendors  of  firearms  to  this  board.  The  law  relates  to  the  renting, 
selling  or  leasing  of  firearms  and  the  word  firearms  includes  a  pistol, 
revolver,  or  other  weapon  from  which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be  discharged 
and  of  which  the  length  of  barrel  not  including  any  revolving,  detachable 
or  magazine  breach  does  not  exceed  twelve  inches.  It  does  not  include 
antique  firearms  incapable  of  use,  nor  to  sales  of  firearms  at  wholesale. 
The  fee  for  such  license  to  be  fixed  by  the  board. 


CONSTABLES. 
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In  1026,  Chap.  299  the  board  was  given  the  right  to  grant  entertainment 
licenses  in  places  where  such  entertainment  was  carried  on  in  conjunction 
with  sale  for  cash  of  food  or  drink.  No  fee  was  to  be  charged  to  common 
victuallers  and  innholders  carrying  on  such  entertainment,  but  a  fee  of  $5 
could  be  charged  to  persons  selling  drinks  who  carried  on  an  entertainment  . 
Entertainments  consist  of  dancing,  music,  cabaret,  or  amusements.

The  Board  of  Police  for  the  City  of  Boston,  established  in  1885,  was 
superseded  in  1906  by  a  single  executive,  the  Police  Commissioner. 

The  City  is  divided  into  nineteen  Police  Divisions,  in  each  of  which 
is  a  station  house,  the  headquarters  of  a  captain  and  force  of  men.  For 
traffic  purposes,  the  City  is  also  divided  into  two  traffic  divisions,  a  north¬ 
ern  and  a  southern,  in  each  of  which  is  a  station  house,  the  headquarters 
of  a  captain  and  force  of  men.  The  Commissioner  appoints  a  Harbor 
Master  and  assistants  from  the  police  force,  and  they  receive  pay  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  their  rank  in  the  force.  The  police  steamer  “Guardian,”  the 
steam  launch  “Watchman”  and  the  gasolene  boats  “E.  U.  Curtis”  and 
‘  ‘Argus,”  are  employed  in  this  service. 

By  Chapter  114,  Acts  of  1921,  the  annual  listing  of  voters,  now  includes 
all  women  20  years  of  age  and  over,  in  addition  to  the  men . 

On  June  1,  1927,  the  police  force  numbered  2,288  members,  including 
30  captains,  25  lieutenant-inspectors,  42  lieutenants,  6  detective-sergeants, 
159  sergeants,  2,016  patrolmen,  and  5  patrohvomen,  of  which  288  were 
detailed  for  traffic  control. 

There  were  18  men  in  the  signal  service,  whose  director  has  charge  of 
515  signal  boxes. 
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Salaries:  Captains,  S3, 500  per  annum;  lieut. -inspectors  and  lieutenants, 
$2,500;  detective  sergeants  and  sergeants,  $2,300;  patrolmen,  $1,600 
1st  year  and  $100  increase  each  year  until  $2,000  (maximum)  is  reached.

These  officers  are  appointed  by  the  School  Committee,  and  under  their 
direction  enforce  the  laws  relating  to  absentees  from  school.  They  are 
also  constables,  serving  without  bonds.  There  are  31  officers  besides  the 
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chief  and  they  may  be  seen  from  9  to  9.30  A.  M.,  on  the  days  that  the 
schools  are  in  session  at  the  principal  schoolhouse  in  the  district  served. 

SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS  AND  SCHOOL  NURSES. 

Regular  medical  inspection  of  the  schools  was  maintained  from  1894  to 
1915,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Department.  Beginning 
September  1,  1915,  the  School  Committee  took  charge  of  this  service. 
For  all  schools  and  districts  there  is  one  Director  of  School  Hygiene  in 
charge  of  six  supervising  school  physicians,  56  school  physicians,  one 
medical  supervisor  of  nutrition  classes  and  one  sanitary  inspector. 

Chapter  357,  Acts  of  1907,  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the  School 
Committee  of  one  supervising  female  nurse  and  as  many  district  female 
nurses  as  are  deemed  necessary.  For  the  eighty  elementary  and  intern- 
mediate  school  districts  there  is  one  supervising  nurse  in  charge  of  three 
assistant  supervising  nurses  and  56  school  nurses. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

In  1907  the  School  Committee  were  authorized  to  provide  for  the 
extension  of  physical  education  and  recreation  of  pupils,  including  proper 
apparatus  and  facilities  in  the  buildings,  yards  and  playgrounds  under  their 
control. 

The  sum  available  for  this  branch  of  education  is  15  cents  on  each 
$1,000  of  the  City’s  assessed  valuation,  the  appropriation  for  1926  being 
$267,141.81. 

There  are  now  a  director,  an  associate  director,  an  assistant  director  and 
30  instructors  of  physical  education,  8  instructors  in  military  drill,  2 
armorers,  1  supervisor-in-charge  of  playgrounds,  6  playground  supervisors, 
also  250  playground  teachers,  the  latter  having  charge  of  games,  gymnas¬ 
tics,  etc.,  in  the  45  schoolyard  playgrounds  and  65  park  playgrounds  in  use. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS  PARTLY  MAINTAINED  BY  STATE. 

By  Chapter  471,  Acts  of  1911,  and  Chapter  106,  Acts  of  1912,  the  State 
especially  encourages  the  establishing  of  Independent  Industrial  Schools, 
allowing  financial  aid  for  their  maintenance  proportionate  to  the  amount 
raised  by  local  taxation  and  expended  for  all  public  schools.  Under  this 
arrangement  the  School  Committee  is  reimbursed  by  the  State  to  the 
extent  of  one  half  the  net  maintenance  cost  of  such  industrial  schools 
established  in  Boston  thus  far  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  By  Chapter  805,  Acts  of  1913,  Continuation  Schools,  for 
employed  children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age,  were  included 
under  the  same  plan  of  State  aid.  The  schools  thus  maintained  are  the 
Boston  Trade  School  (for  Boys),  day  and  evening  classes,  Trade  School 
for  Girls,  day  and  extension  classes,  Compulsory  Continuation  School, 
High  School  of  Practical  Arts,  also  co-operative  courses  in  Charlestown, 
Dorchester,  East  Boston,  Brighton,  Hyde  Park,  and  Jamaica  Plain  High, 
and  practical  arts  courses  in  the  evening  elementary  schools. 

For  the  agricultural  course  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  High  School,  the  School 
Committee  is  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of 
instruction. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 
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MANUAL  ARTS. 

The  Training  School  for  Teachers  of  Mechanic  Arts,  located  in  the 
Parkman  Schoolhouse,  Broadway,  South  Boston,  is  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Manual  Arts. 

There  are  seven  co-operative  courses  in  high  schools,  as  follows:  Brighton 
(auto  mechanics),  Charlestown  (electricity),  Dorchester  (woodwork), 
East  Boston  (machine  shop  practice),  Hyde  Park  (machine  shop  practice), 
Jamaica  Plain  (agriculture),  and  South  Boston  (sheet  metal). 

There  are  143  shops  in  elementary  and  intermediate  schools,  in  which 
the  following-named  subjects  are  taught:  Auto  mechanics,  bookbinding, 
electricity,  interior  decoration,  machine  shop  practice,  mechanical  drawing 
(temporary),  printing,  sheet  metal,  woodwork,  and  diversified  subjects. 

HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE  AND  ARTS. 

There  are  ten  high  schools  offering  courses  in  household  science  and 
arts,  Brighton,  Charlestown,  Dorchester,  East  Boston,  Hyde  Park,  Girls' 
High,  Jamaica  Plain,  Memorial,  also  South  Boston  and  High  School  of 
Practical  Arts,  and  69  rooms  in  elementary  and  intermediate  schools 
equipped  for  instruction  in  cookery,  66  sewing  rooms,  7  millinery  rooms 
and  11  home  suites. 

A  director,  two  assistant  directors,  69  teachers  of  cookery  and  117 
teachers  of  sewing  also  9  teachers  of  millinery  are  assigned  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Household  Science  and  Arts. 

EVENING  HIGH,  ELEMENTARY  AND  TRADE  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  ten  evening  high  schools,  Central  (English  High  Schoolhouse), 
Brighton,  Charlestown,  Dorchester,  East  Boston,  Girls’,  Hyde  Park, 
Mechanic  Arts,  Roxbury  and  South  Boston.  These  schools,  whose  sessions 
are  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings,  from  7.30  to  9.30,  are 
held  in  the  several  high  schoolhouses  of  the  districts  named.  All  but  the 
Central  High  and  Mechanic  Arts  High  are  commercial  schools. 

There  are  twenty-five  evening  elementary  schools,  including  nine  branch 
schools  of  same  in  session  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 

Evening  trade  classes  are  conducted  in  the  Boston  Trade  School  and 
three  branch  schools  held  in  the  Brighton,  East  Boston  and  Hyde  Park 
High  schoolhouses. 


DAY  SCHOOL  FOR  IMMIGRANTS. 

There  are  twenty-one  schools  for  immigrants  where  instruction  in  the 
English  language  is  provided,  classes  being  conducted  daily  (except 
Saturday)  for  two  hours  in  the  forenoon  and  the  same  in  the  afternoon. 

DAY  PRACTICAL  ARTS  CLASSES. 

There  are  eleven  schools  where  instruction  in  practical  arts  (dressmaking, 
home  decoration  and  millinery)  is  provided  to  persons  over  sixteen  years 
of  age,  classes  being  conducted  for  two  hours  on  either  two  mornings  or 
afternoons  each  week. 
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SUMMER  REVIEW  AND  VACATION  SCHOOLS. 

These  supplementary  schools,  one  high,  two  intermediate,  and  ten 
elementary,  for  pupils  who  have  been  retarded  in  their  studies,  were 
started  in  1914.  The  term  is  forty  days,  and  the  number  of  pupils  in 
1927  was  7,503.  There  are  also  five  vacation  schools.  The  term  is 
forty  days,  and  the  number  of  pupils  in  1927  was  8,278. 

CONTINUATION  SCHOOL  (day). 

Classes  for  Boys’  Division,  with  25  instructors,  are  held  in  the  Brimmer 
School  on  Common  St.  and  the  Way  Street  School;  for  Girls’  Division, 
with  20  instructors,  at  868  Washington  street  and  the  Pierpont  School. 

All  children  14  to  16  years  of  age  employed  under  an  employment  cer¬ 
tificate  are  compelled  by  law  to  attend  the  school  four  hours  per  week. 

USE  OF  SCHOOLHOUSES  FOR  SOCIAL  AND  CIVIC  PURPOSES. 

In  1912  the  School  Committee  were  authorized  by  statute  to  allow  the 
use  of  buildings  under  their  control  by  associations  and  individuals  (other 
than  school  pupils)  for  social,  recreative  and  civic  purposes  at  times  when 
the  schools  were  not  in  session.  Under  this  arrangement  there  are  now 
twelve  School  Centers,  each  having  a  manager  and  largely  attended  on 
three  evenings  and  one  or  two  afternoons  a  wreek.  More  than  70  school 
buildings  are  also  used  by  Non-School  Center  groups. 

The  School  Committee  may  annually  appropriate  for  this  purpose  a 
sum  equal  to  four  cents  on  each  $1,000  of  the  City’s  assessed  valuation, 
which  in  1926  will  amount  to  $71,237.82.  In  addition,  the  income  from 
rents  of  school  buildings  is  available.  Besides  the  renting  of  school 
halls  for  club  meetings,  entertainments,  etc.,  basements  and  other  accom¬ 
modations  in  schoolhouses  are  used  by  the  Election  Department  as  polling 
places,  lighting  and  janitor  service  being  paid  for. 

PENSION  AND  RETIREMENT  FUND  FOR  TEACHERS. 

The  School  Committee,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  may  retire 
with  a  pension  any  member  of  the  teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  the 
public  day  schools  who  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  also  such 
other  members  as  are  incapacitated  for  further  efficient  service.  If  the 
teacher  retired  has  been  employed  in  the  public  day  schools  for  a  period 
of  thirty  years  or  more,  ten  years  of  which  has  been  in  Boston,  the  pension 
paid  amounts  to  one-third  of  the  annual  salary  received  at  time  of  retire¬ 
ment,  but  in  no  case  is  it  less  than  $312  nor  more  than  $600  annually.  If 
the  period  of  service  is  less  than  thirty  years,  the  pension  is  proportionally 
less.  The  School  Committee  are  authorized  to  provide  for  these  pensions 
by  appropriating  annually  an  amount  equal  to  seven  cents  on  each  $1,000 
of  the  City’s  assessed  valuation.  The  Permanent  School  Pension  Fund 
amounted  to  $657,838.92  on  January  1,  1926,  and  309  retired  teachers 
were  receiving  pensions  therefrom. 

The  Boston  Teachers’  Retirement  Fund  Association,  started  in  1900, 
is  paying  $120  per  year  to  301  annuitants,  the  total  amount  of  its  fund 
on  October  1,  1926,  being  $929,670.23.  At  that  date  3,699  teachers 
were  each  contributing  $18  per  year  to  this  fund. 
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ORDINANCES  ENACTED  BY  THE 
CITY  COUNCIL. 


REVISED  ORDINANCES  OF  1925. 


14th  Revision  (Latest). 

In  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the  City  Council  on  July  27,  1925,  the  work 
of  revising  and  consolidating  the  City  Ordinances  was  undertaken  by  the 
Assistant  City  Clerk.  On  December  21,  1925,  a  draft  of  the  completed 
revision  up  to  date  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  who 
arranged  to  have  printed  an  appendix  thereto  showing  the  disposition  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1924  and  subsequent  ordinances,  also  where  the 
same  have  been  repealed  or  rendered  obsolete  by  statute. 

On  December  28,  1925,  the  City  Council,  by  unanimous  vote,  enacted 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  *  consisting  of  40  chapters. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  up  to  the  time  of 
issuing  this  volume,  the  following  ordinances  have  been  enacted  by  the 
City  Council: 


ORDINANCES  OF  1926. 


CHAPTER  1. 

Concerning  Bonds  of  the  City  Collector  and  the  City  Treasurer. 

Chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  is  hereby  amended  in 
section  three,  by  striking  out  in  the  clause  establishing  the  bond  of  the  city 
collector  the  words  b seventy-five  thousand  dollars’ ’  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars”;  and  by 
striking  out  in  the  clause  establishing  the  bond  of  the  city  treasurer  the 
words  “one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars”  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “three  hundred  thousand  dollars.” 

[Approved  October  13,  1926. 


CHAPTER  2. 

Concerning  Meal  Periods  of  Members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  three  of  chapter  fifteen  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-five  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said 
section  the  following: — and  provided  further  that  each  member  of  the

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fire  department  while  on  a  twenty-four  hour  tour  of  duty  may  be  allowed 
one  meal  period  of  one  and  one  quarter  hours  while  on  such  tour  of  duty — 
so  that  section  three  as  amended  shall  read : 

Section  8.  The  hours  of  duty  of  the  day  force  shall  be  from  eight 
o’clock  ante  meridian  to  six  o’clock  post  meridian,  and  the  hours  of  duty 
of  the  night  force  shall  be  from  six  o’clock  post  meridian  to  eight  o’clock 
ante  meridian;  provided,  that  on  every  third  day,  for  the  purpose  of  alter¬ 
nating  the  day  force  with  the  night  force  and  vice  versa ,  the  number  of 
hours  of  duty  herein  stated  may  be  exceeded,  but  one  force  shall  be  at 
liberty  at  all  times,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  four  of  this 
ordinance,  and  provided  further  that  each  member  of  the  fire  department 
while  on  a  twenty-four  hour  tour  of  duty  may  be  allowed  one  meal  period 
of  one  and  one  quarter  hours  while  on  such  tour  of  duty. 

[Approved  October  13,  1926. 


CHAPTER  3. 

Concerning  the  Conservation  Bureau. 

Section  1.  The  conservation  bureau  created  pursuant  to  section  five, 
chapter  eighteen,  of  the  revised  ordinances  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five  is  hereby  abolished. 

Sect.  2.  The  health  commissioner  shall  establish  in  addition  to  the 
other  divisions  of  the  health  department  a  conservation  division  for  the 
purpose  of  conserving  life  and  promoting  public  health.  The  scope  and 
character  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  conservation  division  shall  be  the 
study  of  conditions  and  problems  of  cancer  and  contagious  diseases. 
Temporary  and  permanent  employees  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  conservation  division  shall  be  appointed  and  their  compensation 
fixed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  employees  of  the  health  department 
and  their  compensation  and  other  expenses  of  the  conservation  division 
paid  from  appropriations  available  for  the  purpose  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  expenses  of  the  health  department. 

[Approved  October  26,  1926. 


CHAPTER  4. 

Concerning  the  Treasury  Department. 

The  treasurer  may  appoint  an  assistant  cashier  who  shall  furnish  a 
bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the  treasurer  as  obligee, 
with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  mayor,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  and  for  the  safe  custody  of  money  and  other  property  entrusted 
to  him.  The  assistant  cashier  may  in  addition  to  such  other  duties  as 
the  treasurer  may  require  him  to  perform  sign,  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  the  treasurer,  if  countersigned  by  said  assistant  cashier,  all  checks 
which  may  be  required  for  the  payment  of  the  pay  rolls  of  the  school 
committee.

ORDINANCES  OF  1927. 

CHAPTER  1. 

Concerning  the  Boston  Sanatorium  Department. 

Section  1.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  department  exercised  and  performed  in  connection  with  the 
buildings  and  work  carried  on  in  the  Mattapan  district  are  hereby  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  department  who,  in  addition  to  their 
other  powers  and  duties,  shall  hereafter  exercise  said  powers  and  perform 
said  duties. 

Sect.  2.  All  other  powers  and  duties  of  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  department  and  more  especially  those  powers  and  duties  in 
connection  with  the  out-patient  division  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
health  commissioner  who,  in  addition  to  his  other  powers  and  duties,  shall 
hereafter  exercise  and  perform  said  powers  and  duties. 

Sect.  3.  The  offices  of  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium  depart¬ 
ment  are  hereby  abolished.  [Approved  March  81,  1927. 


CHAPTER  2. 

Concerning  the  Salary  of  the  Building  Commissioner. 

Section  five  of  chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  is  hereby 
amended  in  the  clause  establishing  the  salary  of  the  building  commissioner 
by  striking  out  the  words  “six  thousand”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  “seventy-five  hundred.”  [Approved  April  1,  1927. 


CHAPTER  3. 

Concerning  the  Salary  of  the  Budget  Commissioner. 

Section  five  of  chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  is  hereby 
amended  in  the  clause  establishing  the  salary  of  the  budget  commissioner 
by  striking  out  the  words  “six  thousand”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  “sixty-five  hundred.”  [Approved  May  24,  1927. 


CHAPTER  4. 

Concerning  the  Salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies. 

Section  five  of  chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  is 
hereby  amended  in  the  clause  establishing  the  salary  of  the  superintendent 
of  supplies  by  striking  out  the  words  “six  thousand”  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  “seventy-five  hundred.” 

[Approved  July  12,  1927. 


CHAPTER  5. 

Concerning  the  Salaries  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners. 

Section  five  of  chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  is 
hereby  amended  in  the  clause  establishing  the  salary  of  the  schoolhouse 
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commissioners  by  striking  out  the  words  “the  chairman  five  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  two  other  commissioners  each  four  thousand  dollars” 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  1  ‘the  chairman  seventy-five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  and  the  two  other  commissioners  each  five  thousand  dollars.” 

[Approved  July  12,  1927. 


REGULATION  OF  BUILDING  HEIGHTS. 

[Stat.  1904,  Chap.  333;  Stat.  1905,  Chap.  383;  Stat.  1907,  Chap.  416; 

Stat.  1912,  Chap.  582;  Stat.  1914,  Chap.  786;  Spec.  Stat.  1915; 

Chap.  333;  Spec.  Stat.  1919,  Chap.  156;  Stat.  1920,  Chap.  455; 

Stat.  1922,  Chap.  174;  Stat.  1923,  Chap.  462.] 

In  1904  the  Legislature  provided  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  be 
divided  into  two  districts,  designated  as  Districts  A  and  B,  and  that  if 
not  repugnant  to  some  other  statute,  buildings  could  be  erected  in  Dis¬ 
trict  A  to  a  height  of  125  feet,  but  that  except  as  to  certain  projections 
above  the  roof,  no  buildings  could  be  erected  in  District  B  to  a  height 
greater  than  80  feet.  A  commission  fixed  the  boundaries  of  these  dis¬ 
tricts  and  they  were  intended  to  remain  in  effect  until  1919. 

In  1915  a  new  commission  was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  City  Planning  Board,  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  Building 
Commissioner,  who  filed  their  order  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  on  Novem¬ 
ber  2,  1916,  to  remain  in  force  for  ten  years,  and  superseding  the  order 
of  1904  as  to  the  boundaries  of  Districts  A  and  B. 

District  A.  The  boundaries  established  begin  at  the  intersection  of 
Wauwatosa  st.  and  Chelsea  creek  (Ward  1,  East  Boston),  thence  extend 
easterly  through  Wauwatosa  and  Boardman  sts.  to  Saratoga  st.,  thence 
southwesterly  and  westerly  through  Saratoga  and  Addison  sts.  to  the 
B.  &  M.  R.R.,  thence  along  said  railroad  to  Saratoga  st.,  thence  through 
Saratoga  st.  to  Neptune  rd.,  Eagle  sq.,  Eagle,  Glendon  and  Condor  sts. 
to  Meridian  st.,  thence  southerly  through  Meridian,  Gove,  Orleans  and 
Marginal  sts.  to  Jeffries  st.  thence  northeasterly  to  Maverick  st.  and 
through  same  to  the  B.,  R.  B.  &  L.  R.R.,  thence  along  latter  to  the  center 
of  Porter  st.  extended,  thence  through  Porter,  Bremen  and  Prescott 
sts.  to  the  B.,  R.  B.  &  L.  R.R.,  thence  along  said  railroad  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  Wood  Island  (now  World  War  Memorial)  Park  (Ward  1), 
thence  easterly  along  same  to  the  harbor  line,  thence  along  said  line 
of  Boston  Harbor  and  Chelsea  creek  to  the  point  of  beginning.  These 
are  the  East  Boston  boundaries  of  District  A. 

The  boundaries  in  Charlestown  begin  at  the  Malden  Bridge  (Ward  2), 
thence  extend  southerly  through  Alford  st.  to  Sullivan  sq.,  thence 
southeasterly  through  Bunker  Hill  and  Medford  sts.  to  Chelsea  st. 
thence  southerly  through  latter  to  Henley  st.,  thence  westerly  through 
same,  Harvard  sq.  and  Harvard  st.  to  Washington  st.,  thence  through 
latter  and  Rutherford  ave.  northwesterly  to  Sullivan  sq.,  thence  through 
Cambridge  st.  to  the  City  line,  thence  along  said  line  and  the  Charles 
river  to  Charlestown  Bridge,  thence  along  the  harbor  line  and  the  Mystic 
river  to  the  point  of  beginning. 
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In  the  City  proper  the  boundaries  begin  at  the  intersection  of  the  City 
line  with  the  Charles  river  dam  (Ward  3),  thence  extend  along  said  dam 
and  Leverett  st.  to  Green  st.,  thence  through  Green,  Staniford  and  Cam¬ 
bridge  sts.  to  Bowdoin  st.,  thence  southerly  through  same,  Beacon,  Park 
and  Tremont  sts.  to  Boylston  st.,  thence  through  latter,  Massachusetts 
ave.  and  the  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.R.  (Providence  Div.)  to 
Tremont  st.  at  Roxbury  Crossing,  thence  through  Columbus  ave.,  Rox- 
bury  st.,  Guild  row  and  Dudley  st.  to  Columbia  rd.  (Upham’s  Corner), 
thence  through  same  to  Dorchester  ave.,  thence  southerly  to  Park  st. 
(Ward  16),  and  through  latter  and  Adams  st.  to  Neponset  ave.,  thence 
through  said  avenue  to  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.R.  (Milton  Branch), 
thence  along  said  railroad  and  through  Granite  ave.  to  the  Neponset 
river,  thence  easterly  and  northerly  along  the  shore  of  said  river  and  the 
harbor  lines  of  Dorchester  bay  and  Old  Harbor  to  the  intersection  of 
Old  Colony  ave.  and  Columbia  rd.,  thence  northerly  along  Old  Colony 
ave.  to  E  st.  (South  Boston),  thence  through  latter,  Broadway,  Dorches¬ 
ter  and  East  Second  sts.  to  I  st.,  thence  northerly  through  I  to  East  First 
st.  and  easterly  through  latter  to  Farragut  rd.,  thence  northerly  through 
same  and  Farragut  rd.  extended  across  the  reserved  channel,  thence  along 
the  harbor  line  of  South  Boston  to  Northern  Avenue  Bridge,  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  said  bridge  to  the  harbor  line  of  Boston  Proper,  thence  northerly 
and  westerly  along  said  harbor  line  and  Charles  river  to  the  point  of 
beginning. 

Wherever  a  boundary  line  of  District  A  is  described  as  following  a  cer¬ 
tain  street,  the  same  is  intended  to  include  all  property  on  that  side  of  the 
street  which  lies  within  the  described  area,  and  also  that  portion  of  all 
lots  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  abutting  on  the  street,  but  extending 
to  a  depth  of  not  more  than  150  feet. 

District  B  comprises  all  territory  in  the  City  outside  the  boundaries 
above  described.  In  this  district  buildings  may  in  general  be  erected  to 
a  height  of  not  more  than  80  feet,  but  on  streets  exceeding  64  feet  in  width 
the  height  may  be  equal  to  one  and  a  quarter  times  the  width  of  the  widest 
street  upon  which  the  building  stands,  said  height  to  be  measured  from 
the  mean  grade  of  the  curbs  of  all  streets  upon  which  the  building  is 
situated  and  not  to  exceed  in  any  event  100  feet  above  such  point  of 
measurement.  On  all  streets  or  portions  of  streets  upon  which  buildings 
may  be  erected  on  one  side  only,  the  buildings  may  be  erected  to  a  height 
of  100  feet.  No  building  may  be  erected  to  a  height  greater  than  80  feet 
unless  its  width  on  each  and  every  public  street  upon  which  it  stands  be 
at  least  one  half  its  height.  Certain  special  exceptions  to  the  general 
regulations  affecting  District  B  have  been  made  as  follows: 

No  building  can  be  erected  on  a  parkway,  boulevard  or  public  way 
on  which  a  building  line  has  been  established  by  the  Board  of  Park  Com¬ 
missioners  or  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  acting  under  any 
general  or  special  statute,  to  a  greater  height  than  that  allowed  by  the 
order  of  said  Boards. 

No  building  upon  any  land,  any  owner  of  which  has  received  and  retained 
compensation  in  damages  for  any  limitation  of  height,  or  who  retains

any  claim  for  such  damages,  can  be  erected  to  a  height  greater  than 
that  fixed  by  the  limitation  for  which  such  damages  were  received  or 
claimed. 

No  limitation  of  the  height  of  buildings  applies  to  churches,  steeples, 
towers,  domes,  cupolas,  belfries  or  statuary  not  used  for  purposes  of 
habitation,  nor  to  chimneys,  gas  holders,  coal  or  grain  elevators,  open 
balustrades,  skylights,  ventilators,  flagstaff's,  railings,  weather  vanes,  soil 
pipes,  steam  exhausts,  signs,  roof-houses,  nor  to  sugar  refineries  in 
District  A. 

By  Chap.  156,  Special  Acts  of  1919,  section  four  of  Chap.  383,  Acts  of 
1905,  was  amended  so  as  to  allow  roof-houses,  skylights,  etc.,  above  the 
roof  line,  used  to  enclose  elevator  shafts,  an  additional  space  of  four  feet 
on  all  sides  (or  16  feet  square  in  all),  but  not  to  exceed  12  feet  in  height. 
All  such  roof  structures  of  first-class  buildings  may  be  constructed  of 
angle  iron  and  four-inch  blocks,  plastered  inside  and  outside,  or  covered 
on  both  sides  with  metal  or  angle  iron,  and  two-inch  solid  metal  lath  and 
plaster  walls  may  be  used,  the  door  to  be  of  metal  frame  and  covered 
with  metal. 

The  limitation  as  to  size  of  roof-houses  was  revoked  by  Chap.  174,  Acts 
of  1922,  and  the  requirements  concerning  such  were  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Building  Commissioner. 

In  1923,  by  Chap.  462,  sec.  11,  a  maximum  building  height  of  155 
feet  (instead  of  125  feet  as  before)  was  permitted  for  buildings  in  District  A.

The  service  of  the  Bureau  has  aided  in  the  construction  of  a  well  at¬ 
tended  policy  of  American  ideals  and  for  fostering  better  community 
conditions. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Bureau  for  Americanism,  a  vast  number  of 
aliens  have  received  instruction  in  matters  of  naturalization  and  future 
citizenship  and  literature  of  an  informative  nature  has  been  widely  dis¬ 
tributed.

The  Rent  and  Housing  Committee  was  appointed  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  March  25,  1920.  The  purpose  of  the  Committee  has  been  to 
carefully  study  the  difficulties  arising  between  tenants  and  landlords  and 
to  endeavor  to  effect  settlements  of  the  most  delicate  social  and  economic 
problems  provided  in  hundreds  of  rented  homes.

The  late  George  Robert  White,  who  died  in  Boston,  January  27,  1922, 
left  the  residue  of  his  estate  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  held  as  a  per¬ 
manent  charitable  trust  fund,  “the  net  income  only  to  be  used  for  creating 
works  of  public  utility  and  beauty,  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Boston.” 

The  control  and  management  of  the  fund  is  in  the  hands  of  a  board  of 
five  trustees,  consisting  of  the  Mayor  as  Chairman,  the  President  of  the 
City  Council,  the  City  Auditor,  the  President  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  President  of  the  Bar  Association  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Health  Units  have  been  provided  at  Baldwin  Place  and  North  Margin 
Street  in  the  North  End,  and  at  Paris  and  Emmons  Streets,  East  Boston, 
and  at  Dorchester  and  West  Fourth  Streets,  South  Boston,  in  the  hope  of 
being  able  by  proper  instruction,  to  better  the  living  and  health  conditions 
of  the  communities  in  the  congested  districts.

The  Commercial,  Industrial  and  Publicity  Bureau  was  organized  by  the 
Mayor  early  in  1921.  The  purpose  of  the  Bureau  is  to  foster  and  stimu¬ 
late  the  creation  of  new  industries  in  Boston,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Mayor,  to  co-operate  with  commercial  and  trade  organizations  for 
this  purpose,  and  to  provide  for  suitable  public  statements  relative  to 
successful  business  accomplishments  in  Boston  from  time  to  time.

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Ward  Boundaries. 

[According  to  the  Rediyision  of  1924.] 


Acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  410,  Acts  of  1924,  a  special 
commission  of  eleven  members  of  the  State  Legislature,  all  citizens  of 
Boston,  redivided  the  territory  of  the  City,  establishing  on  Dec.  30,  1924, 
the  boundaries  of  22  wards  as  below. 

Throughout  the  following  descriptions  the  term  “intersection”  of 
streets,  railroad  locations,  bridges,  or  the  like,  shall  mean  the  intersection 
of  middle  lines  unless  otherwise  clearly  appearing;  the  phrase  “through” 
or  “to”  a  street,  bridge,  railroad  location,  or  the  like,  shall  mean  through 
or  to  middle  lines  unless  otherwise  clearly  appearing;  and  where  (if  at  all) 
lines  are  mentioned  as  meeting  or  intersecting  which  do  not  technically 
meet  or  intersect,  it  shall  be  intended  that  such  lines  shall  be  extended  for 
the  purposes  of  these  descriptions  until  they  do  so  meet  or  intersect. 

Where  the  phrase  “side”  or  “side-line”  is  used  with  reference  to  a 
bridge,  street,  railroad  location  or  the  like,  it  shall  be  intended  to  include 
any  adjacent  piers,  stages  or  other  auxiliary  structures,  yards,  or  the  like, 
causing  jogs  or  irregularities  in  such  lines. 

The  words  “shore  line”  or  “shore  line  of  Boston,”  or  the  like,  shall, 
unless  otherwise  clearly  appearing,  mean  the  line  beyond  which  building 
or  wharfing-out  may  for  the  time  being  be  legally  forbidden  when  such 
line  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  established,  and  otherwise  extreme  low 
water  mark;  or  if  on  a  stream  from  which  the  sea  does  not  ebb  then  the 
thread  of  the  stream  or  any  boundary  line  in  such  stream  between  Boston 
and  other  municipality. 

All  portions  of  the  City  of  Boston  lying  outside  the  shore  line  as  herein¬ 
above  defined,  and  including  all  the  islands  in  Boston  Harbor  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Boston,  are  included  in  Ward  One  unless  expressly 
included  in  the  description  of  some  other  ward. 

When  streets  or  ways  adopted  as  boundaries  are  private  ways  the  loca¬ 
tion  intended  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  actual  location  on  the  last  day  of 
the  year  1924. 

WARD  ONE.

In  1873  Mayor  Pierce  resigned  his  office  on  November  29,  on  his  election  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States.  During  the  remainder  of  the  municipal  year  Leonard  R.  Cutter, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  served  ex  officio  as  Acting  Mayor. 

Mayor  Collins  died  on  September  14,  1905.  Daniel  A.  Whelton,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  was  Acting  Mayor  for  the  remainder  of  the  municipal  year,  viz., 
September  15,  1905,  to  January  1,  1906.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
CITY  COUNCIL  APPOINTED  TO  CONFER 
AND  REPORT  ON  THE  SUBJECT  OF 
BUDGET  CONTROL. 


In  City  Council,  January  17,  1927. 

In  accordance  with  the  following  order  of  the  City 
Council,  dated  November  15,  1926,  the  undersigned 
committee  submits  this  report. 

“ Ordered ,  That  the  Chair  appoint  two  members  of 
the  Council  as  a  committee  to  confer  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  the  City  Auditor,  the  Budget  Commissioner 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies  with  a  view  to  pro¬ 
viding  by  ordinance  or  otherwise  for  an  effective  control 
of  expenditures  in  all  city  and  county  departments,  in 
accordance  with  the  intent  and  terms  of  the  annual 
budget  and  appropriation  bill;  and 

“That  the  said  committee  report  the  result  of  such 
conference,  together  with  its  findings  and  recommenda¬ 
tions,  not  later  than  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  in 
the  year  1927. ” 

Your  committee  has  conferred  with  the  City  Auditor, 
the  Budget  Commissioner  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Supplies  at  various  times,  has  exchanged  correspondence 
with  the  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Affairs  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  Municipal  Administration  Service  of  the  National 
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Municipal  League,  and  with  other  individuals  of  expe¬ 
rience  who  are  interested  in  the  finances  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  In  addition  the  Bureau  of  Administration 
and  Finance  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
has  been  consulted  in  regard  to  the  operation  of  the 
state’s  budget  system,  and  such  investigation  has  been 
made  as  time  and  circumstances  have  permitted  of  the 
operation  of  the  city’s  budget  system.  It  has  also,  as 
the  Council’s  order  directed,  conferred  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor. 

The  present  budget  system  was  instituted  in  1917 
in  charge  of  a  budget  commissioner,  and  since  that  time 
no  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  its  operation. 
The  findings  which  the  committee  makes  hereunder 
have  reference  simply  and  solely  to  certain  defects 
of  system  which  the  committee  believes  to  exist  and 
not  in  any  degree  to  its  method  of  operation  under 
any  particular  administration.  It  makes  the  following- 
specific  findings: 

Findings. 

(1)  Under  the  present  system  there  is  no  method 
for  controlling  expenditures  to  the  specific  physical 
items  for  which  the  city’s  money  is  originally  requested 
in  forming  the  budget,  and  appropriated  in  the  annual 
appropriation  bill. 

(2)  Under  the  existing  system  there  is  no  method 
for  limiting  in  advance  the  expenditure  of  money  within 
any  item  to  the  amount  limited  by  the  budget  and 
appropriation  bill  to  that  particular  item. 

1.  Taking  it  for  granted  that  the  wisdom  of  the 
budget  principle  has  been  established  by  the  test  of 
time,  not  only  in  city  finances  but  in  those  of  the  state 
and  nation,  your  committee  believes  that  it  logically 
follows  that  the  operation  of  the  budget  should  not 
stop  at  the  threshold  with  its  framing  by  the  Budget 
Commissioner  and  its  acceptance  in  the  Appropriation 
Bill  by  the  City  Council,  but  should  continue  through¬ 
out  the  year  in  an  adequate  control  of  expenditures  to 
the  purposes  and  the  specific  physical  items  for  which 
'  the  money  was  appropriated.  Under  existing  condi¬ 
tions  the  Budget  Commissioner’s  duties  and  his  author¬ 
ity  cease  with  the  compilation  of  the  budget  upon  the 
requests  of  the  various  department  heads.  In  order 
that  any  item  may  appear  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  in 
the  first  instance,  the  department  head  must  satisfy  the 
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Budget  Commissioner  of  the  necessity  of  the  particular 
physical  thing  which  lies  behind  the  mere  figure  in 
dollars  and  cents.  And  yet,  though  his  authority  must 
be  obtained  in  the  first  place  for  the  insertion  of  any 
item,  and  though  he  is  the  official  responsible  for  the 
budget  and  most  familiar  with  its  details,  he  is  without 
power  to  see  that  it  is  carried  out.  Purchases  are 
made  by  requisition  upon  the  Superintendent  of  Sup¬ 
plies  who  can  and  does  honor  them  without  reference 
to  the  Budget  Commissioner,  subject  only  to  the 
Auditor’s  approval,  who  is  not  concerned  with  the  con¬ 
trol  of  expenditures  to  the  purposes  contemplated  in 
the  budget  but  solely  with  the  auditing  problem  of 
whether  or  not  there  are  sufficient  funds  remaining  in 
that  particular  item  to  cover  the  purchase  contem¬ 
plated.  Your  committee  is  not  prepared  to  state  to 
what  degree  the  budget  principle  has  been,  or  is  being 
violated  on  this  branch  of  the  inquiry,  but  it  does  find 
that  this  loophole  exists,  and  that  it  opens  the  way  to 
avoid  the  effective  operation  of  the  budget.  It  believes 
that,  even  allowing  for  unforeseeable  expenditures,  and 
necessary  elasticity,  the  budget  as  presenting  a  picture 
of  materials  to  be  bought,  repairs  to  be  made,  and  serv¬ 
ices  to  be  rendered,  may  become  under  the  existing 
scheme  so  distorted  and  altered  by  the  end  of  the  year 
as  not  to  be  recognizable.  Items  may  be  requested  and 
obtained  year  after  year  under  cover  of  a  showing  of 
necessity  and  yet  never  acquired;  while  other  items  for 
which  no  necessity  exists  or  has  been  demonstrated  may 
be  purchased  in  their  place. 

2.  The  other  loophole  which  the  committee  finds  to 
exist  in  the  present  operation  of  the  budget  is  in  the 
lack  of  any  effective  pre-control  of  expenditures  for  any 
particular  item  to  the  amounts  limited  in  the  budget. 
Your  committee  intends  to  distinguish  this  finding  from 
its  first  finding  as  being  rather  an  auditary  problem  in 
the  administration  of  the  budget  than  one  pertaining  to 
the  operation  of  the  budget  as  applied  to  the  physical 
things  or  services  lying  behind  the  figures  themselves. 
To  some  extent  one  involves  the  other  or  rather  may 
be  the  cause  of  the  other,  as  the  lack  of  control  of  ex¬ 
penditures  for  the  purposes  contemplated  may  give 
rise  to  expenditure  in  excess  of  the  amount  allowed. 
They  differ  perhaps  more  in  the  appropriate  method  of 
remedy  than  in  their  inherent  nature.  Theoretically 
if  it  were  possible  to  estimate  exactly  in  advance  all  the 
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thousands  of  material,  repairs,  services,  etc.,  which  the 
city  would  require  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  their 
exact  cost,  then  a  control  of  expenditures  to  those 
physical  items  would  solve  all  problems.  Actually,  of 
course,  that  can  never  be  the  case.  The  value  and 
market  price  of  commodities  are  continually  fluctuating. 
There  may  still  exist  the  power  to  exceed  an  appropria¬ 
tion  though  purchases  are  restricted  to  the  items  for 
which  the  money  was  appropriated,  and  there  is  no 
authority  in  the  financial  or  other  officials  of  the  city 
to  control  in  any  degree  the  exercise  of  this  power. 
Furthermore,  there  are,  of  course,  many  ways  in  which 
the  city  may  be  involved  in  expense  besides  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  equipment  and  supplies  made  through  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies. 

The  City  Auditor  and  the  Budget  Commissioner  have 
admitted  that  there  is  no  “ pre-control,”  but  that 
“post-control”  exists  in  the  sense  that  the  books  in  the 
Auditor’s  office  reflect  expenditures  which  have  actually 
been  made  but  do  not  reflect  contracts  or  requisitions 
which  may  be  outstanding.  Your  committee  has  con¬ 
sidered  section  16  of  the  City  Charter  of  1909  (Acts 
1909,  chapter  486)  and  recognizes  the  restriction  im¬ 
posed  upon  city  officials  thereunder  not  to  expend  in 
excess  of  appropriations  “except  in  cases  of  extreme 
emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  the  people 
or  their  property.”  This  provision  may,  however, 
refer  only  to  a  total  departmental  appropriation  and 
not  to  the  exceeding  of  the  appropriation  for  any  par¬ 
ticular  item,  though  the  appropriation  order  annually 
provides  that  the  appropriation  for  any  particular  item 
shall  not  be  exceeded  by  any  head  of  department. 
Under  the  law,  therefore,  even  under  its  strongest  in¬ 
terpretation,  the  responsibility  rests  entirely  with  the 
department  head  to  watch  his  balances  for  all  the  items 
in  the  appropriation  for  his  department  and  to  take 
care  that  he  makes  no  contracts  or  requisitions  the  pay¬ 
ment  for  which  will  involve  exceeding  the  appropriation 
for  any  budget  item.  However,  in  spite  of  the  prohibi¬ 
tion,  the  end  of  the  year,  which  sees  a  general  cleaning 
up  of  all  outstanding  contracts  and  requisitions  for  the 
year,  finds  numerous  items  for  which  expenditure  ex¬ 
ceeds  the  appropriation.  It  has  been  stated  to  the 
committee  that  while  this  power  to  incur  expense  or 
commit  the  city  to  expense  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
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tion  for  any  particular  budget  item  exists,  it  has  not 
been  exercised  to  a  serious  degree.  However,  it  does 
exist  and  to  some  extent  at  least  is  a  source  of  danger 
to  the  proper  and  effective  operation  of  the  budget. 
“Post-control”  is  not  a  preventive  nor  even  a  cure.  It 
merely  results  in  regularizing  after  the  event  an  expendi¬ 
ture  of  money  not  originally  contemplated.  Your 
committee  believes  it  to  be  desirable  that  the  power  to 
check  the  exceeding  of  appropriations  rest  with  the 
financial  officers  of  the  city. 

Your  committee  is  convinced  that  the  foregoing 
defects  explain  largely  the  excessive  number  of  transfers 
every  year  which  it  feels  to  be  an  evil,  and  to  indicate 
in  some  degree  the  failure  of  the  budget  in  operation. 
It  is  pertinent  to  recall  a  paragraph  from  the  report  of 
the  Budget  Commission  in  1915  (City  Document  92, 
1915,  at  page  13) : 

“Attention  has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that  the 
city  auditor  and  the  mayor  can,  by  exercising  their 
charter  power  of  transfer,  defeat  the  proposed  or  any 
form  of  segregated  budget.  This  is  theoretically  true 
but  the  commission  assumes  that  the  power  to  transfer 
appropriations  .  .  .  will  not  be  used  for  any  such 
purpose  .  .  .  ”  and  then  the  report  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  for  1922  (Mass.  P.  D.  88,  page  25) : 

“The  experience  of  the  past  five  years  has  shown 
that  a  segregated  budget  may  be  made  an  aid  to  extrava¬ 
gance  rather  than  a  check  upon  it,  because  of  the  ease 
with  which  department  heads  can  obtain  transfers  from 
one  item  to  another,  and  even  from  one  department  to 
another.  ...  In  some  departments  it  has  become 
the  practice  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  gather  all  unex¬ 
pended  items  in  the  budget  into  one  fund, —  so  easy  is 
it  to  obtain  transfers, —  and  to  expend  this  sum  for  a 
purpose  not  mentioned  in  the  segregated  budget.  .  .  . 

“Unless  transfers  are  scrutinized  carefully,  and 
department  heads  are  required  to  show  a  necessary, 
urgent  and  unforeseen  reason  for  each  transfer,  the 
segregated  budget  system  as  an  aid  to  economy  and 
efficiency  not  only  fails,  but  becomes  an  inducement  to 
extravagance.  .  .  .” 

The  City  Auditor  and  the  Mayor  continually  strive  to 
effect  an  adequate  supervision  and  control  by  the 
department  heads,  but  unless  some  adequate  control  is 
lodged  in  the  Auditor’s  hands,  he  has  not  the  power 
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under  present  conditions  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  a 
large  number  of  transfers  which  must  be  allowed  and 
which  might  otherwise  be  unnecessary. 

The  City  Council  is  familiar  with  the  number  of 
transfers  which  come  before  it  beginning  fairly  early  in 
the  year  and  increasing  in  volume  until  November  15th. 
Towards  the  latter  part  of  this  time  they  attain  such 
numbers  and  involve  such  detail  as  to  make  the  approval 
of  the  Council  largely  perfunctory,  however  earnest  its 
intentions  and  sincere  its  desire  for  careful  investiga¬ 
tion.  It  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  time  to 
apply  the  remedy  is  before  the  necessity  for  the  transfer 
arises,  and  that  if  a  remedy  can  be  found  for  the  two 
defects  considered  above  the  need  for  many  transfers 
will  be  found  to  disappear  and  the  budget  system  be,  by 
so  much,  more  effective  in  operation.  Your  committee 
finds  therefore  that  it  is  desirable  in  the  interests  of 
economy  and  efficiency  that  means  be  devised  to  con¬ 
trol  expenditures  to  the  specific  physical  items  for 
which  appropriation  was  made,  and  to  limit  expendi¬ 
ture  for  any  item  to  the  amount  allowed  for  such  item 
in  advance  of  the  expenditure  being  incurred. 

Recommendations. 

In  considering  what  recommendation  this  committee 
should  make  to  the  Council  it  gave  initial  attention  to 
the  order  which  directed  it  to  confer  “with  a  view  to 
providing  by  ordinance,”  for  the  desired  control.  It 
appears  there  may  be  certain  difficulties  in  so  doing 
under  existing  law  and  your  committee  is  not  prepared 
to  recommend  an  ordinance  on  the  subject.  That  be¬ 
ing  so,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Council,  in  view  of 
the  prohibition  imposed  upon  it  under  section  8  of  the 
City  Charter,  would  not  extend  to  any  action  involving 
a  taking  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  adminis¬ 
trative  business  of  the  city.  However,  your  committee 
is  glad  to  report  that  it  has  received  the  utmost  co¬ 
operation  from  the  executive  officers  of  the  city  who 
have  admitted  the  existence  of  the  problem  and  indi¬ 
cated  their  willingness  to  solve  it. 

As  to  (1)  the  Auditor  and  the  Budget  Commissioner 
state  as  follows: 

“Under  our  present  budget  system  the  specific 
physical  units  which  make  up  or  lie  behind  the  appro- 
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priation  under  any  one  item  are  lost  sight  of  immedi¬ 
ately  upon  the  passage  of  the  budget  by  the  City 
Council.  .  .  . 

It  would  appear  feasible  for  the  Budget  Department 
to  co-operate  with  the  Supply  Department  in  regard  to 
the  purchases  which  the  latter  department  makes  after 
receiving  requisitions  from  department  heads.  At  the 
present  time,  these  requisitions  constitute  the  sole 
authority  for  the  conduct  of  the  purchasing  activities 
of  the  Supply  Department.  This  latter  department 
has  very  little  interest  in  the  appropriation  side  of  the 
picture,  since  naturally,  the  department  assumes  that 
no  requisition  would  be  made  unless  an  appropriation 
was  available.  It  would  seem  desirable  in  the  interests 
of  efficiency  that  the  Supply  Department  should  con¬ 
sider  the  appropriation  side  of  the  picture,  and  this 
consideration  could  be  very  easily  effected  by  the  Supply 
Department  referring  all  departmental  requisitions  to 
the  Budget  Department  for  approval  before  starting  in 
any  way  the  machinery  of  purchase.  .  .  .” 

As  to  (2)  they  say: 

“At  the  present  time,  the  books  in  the  Auditor’s 
office  reflect  the  expenditures  which  have  actually 
been  made  by  the  different  departments  and  which 
have  been  allowed  by  the  Auditor’s  force  as  being  . 
within  the  original  amounts  appropriated.  In  other 
words,  the  control  which  is  now  exercised  may  be 
termed  as  post-control.  To  exercise  pre-control,  as  is 
contemplated,  it  would  be  necessary  to  establish  a  sys¬ 
tem  providing  for  the  encumbering  of  appropriations  as 
requisition  orders  are  issued.  Under  such  a  system, 
before  any  requisition  could  be  honored,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  check  the  estimated  purchase  cost  against 
the  unencumbered  balance.  Approval  of  the  requisi¬ 
tion  and  subsequent  purchase  of  the  material  requested 
would  only  follow  provided  the  unencumbered  balance 
was  sufficient  to  cover  the  estimated  purchase  cost. 

The  main  criticism  against  this  proposal  is  that  the 
installation  of  such  a  system  would  double  the  account¬ 
ing  records  of  the  city,  since  it  would  be  practically 
necessary  to  duplicate  the  records  now  kept  in  the 
Auditor’s  office.  .  .  .” 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  stated  to  the  committee 
that  he  would  put  the  first  recommendation  in  effect  at 
once  by  means  of  instructions  to  the  Budget  Commis- 
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sioner  and  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies  and  as  to  the 
second  stated  that  he  would  take  the  matter  up  further 
with  the  City  Auditor  and  consider  the  feasibility  of  the 
proposal. 

Your  committee  recommends  therefore  that  the 
Council  take  no  action  at  this  time,  but  that  it  con¬ 
tinue  to  observe  the  operation  of  the  budget  in  order 
to  see  whether  or  not  effective  control  can  be  obtained 
by  executive  order,  or  whether  it  is  advisable  to  con¬ 
sider  further  whether  legislation  or  ordinance  may  be 
necessary.

FIFTY-EIGHTH  LOCATION. 


In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  November  16,  1926. 

Ordered ,  That  in  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for 
locations  for  tracks  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  main¬ 
tain  and  use  a  temporary  location,  as  follows: 

Temporary  single  track  on  Bay  street,  Dorchester, 
from  and  connecting  by  a  single  track  curve  with  exist¬ 
ing  easterly  track  in  Dorchester  avenue  to  a  point  east 
of  South  Sydney  street,  leading  to  premises  acquired  by 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  extension  of  rapid  transit 
facilities  in  the  Dorchester  District;  said  tracks  being 
substantially  as  shown  by  red  lines  on  a  plan  made  by 
H.  C.  Hartwell,  dated  September  25,  1926,  and  deposited 
in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works; 
together  with  all  necessary  curves,  crossovers,  switches 
and  connections. 

And  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
is  granted  to  said  company  to  establish  and  maintain 
the  overhead  single  trolley  electric  system  of  motive 
power  in  the  operation  of  its  cars  on  said  location,  and 
to  erect,  maintain  and  use  iron  poles,  not  less  than  twenty 
feet  in  height,  at  places  indicated  by  red  dots  or  circles 
on  the  aforesaid  plan,  or  at  such  other  places,  to  be 
shown  by  blue  dots  or  circles  on  said  plan,  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and 
to  place  on  said  poles  such  wires  and  other  appliances  as 
the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  appiwe. 
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The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this  order 
is  upon  condition  that  the  whole  work  of  laying  the 
same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind  and  quality 
of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks,  and  the  kind 
and  locations  of  poles  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  him.  Also  upon  condition 
that  said  railway  company  shall  accept  this  order,  and 
shall  file  such  acceptance  with  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
statute  law;  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void. 

The  whole  work  authorized  to  be  done  under  the 
provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  completed  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order.

Sir, —  Referring  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
of  January  24,  1927,  forwarded  to  us  by  your  Honor, 
we  herewith  inclose  a  copy  of  the  agreement  between 
the  trustees  and  Harvard  University. 

Replying  to  the  request  that  the  trustees  report 
their  reasons  for  the  same  —  the  books  and  other 
material  which  it  is  proposed  to  deposit  in  the  library 
building  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Business  Administra¬ 
tion  in  Brighton  consist  largely  of  public  documents, 
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reports  of  railroad,  public  service  and  other  corporations, 
and  similar  statistical  material  which  is  not  in  current 
use,  and  is  of  no  value  except  to  the  research  worker  in 
this  field.  The  material  is  incomplete  in  many  respects 
and  relates  mainly  to  a  period  prior  to  1902,  at  which 
time  the  active  collection  of  such  material  by  the  public 
library  ceased.  It  is  not  proposed  to  transfer  books 
which  are  in  current  use  or  which  are  called  for  with  any 
frequency  for  reference.  The  agreement  provides  that 
title  to  the  transferred  material  remains  in  the  public 
library. 

The  similar  material  in  the  Harvard  business  school 
library  commences  in  the  main  at  about  the  period  where 
ours  leaves  off  and  is  in  constant  process  of  active  col¬ 
lection  under  expert  advice.  It  will  in  ordinary  course 
be  kept  up  to  date  as  a  great  business  library.  The 
public  library  could  not  keep  current  the  collection  of 
such  material  on  a  large  scale  without  a  much  greater 
expenditure  than  has  been  made  for  the  purpose  in  the 
past. 

As  the  books  and  pamphlets  to  be  transferred  are  not 
used  or  useful  except  for  the  purposes  of  investigation  in 
this  field,  and  as  this  work  is  usually  a  matter  of  hours 
or  days,  the  few  minutes  longer  which  it  may  take  to 
reach  the  library  at  Brighton  is  of  minor  consequence 
compared  to  the  right  of  access  (which  without  this 
agreement  could  not  be  had)  to  a  collection  there  which 
not  only  covers  a  longer  period,  but  is  also  superior  in 
every  respect  to  the  collection  now  in  the  Central  Library 
building.  Any  book  or  class  of  books  transferred  may 
be  recalled  permanently  to  our  shelves,  or  may  be  re¬ 
called  temporarily  to  the  Central  Library  on  notice  that 

thev  are  wanted  for  examination  there. 

%/ 

The  Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration 
has  been  willing  to  constitute  its  library  building  with 
all  its  contents,  free  of  any  charge,  a  branch  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library  subject  to  certain  conditions 
which  are  no  restraint  as  a  practical  matter  against  the 
freedom  of  its  use  by  every  citizen.  While  reference  is 
made  to  this  arrangement  as  an  “  agreement/ ?  the  fact 
is  that  its  clauses  merely  safeguard  each  party  against 
unforeseen  conditions.  It  is  actually  no  more  than  a 
deposit  of  books,  to  which  we  retain  title,  and  although 
on  a  larger  scale,  it  is  in  principle  similar  to  arrange¬ 
ments  which  we  have  in  effect  in  other  instances. 
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Another  advantage  to  the  public  library,  although  not 
the  controlling  one,  is  that  we  remove  from  our  shelves 
in  the  central  building  some  twenty-five  thousand  items 
which  are  very  rarely  used,  and  make  room  which  is 
greatly  needed  for  other  purposes.  The  number  of 
volumes  in  the  central  building  has  nearly  doubled  since 
it  was  built,  and  now  stands  at  a  million  volumes  not¬ 
withstanding  the  fact  that  out  of  a  total  direct  home 
circulation  for  the  whole  library  system  of  3,500,000 
volumes  last  year  only  340,000  of  this  or  less  than  10  per 
cent  was  from  the  central  building. 

Although  the  central  building  is  and  will  be  used 
largely  for  reference  works  and  special  collections,  the 
normal  growth  of  these  will  soon  require  an  addition  to 
the  building,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  operating 
expense,  unless  the  trustees  sooner  or  later  store  infre¬ 
quently  used  material  elsewhere  subject  to  withdrawal 
as  required,  or  place  some  of  it  in  appropriate  deposi¬ 
tories  as  occasion  may  arise,  where  it  will  be  cared  for 
and  open  to  public  use.  The  later  course  seems  pref¬ 
erable.  There  may  be  other  opportunities  to  establish 
branches  in  special  lines,  such  as  this  agreement  contem¬ 
plates,  without  cost  to  the  library,  and  if  other  institu¬ 
tions  are  as  generous  as  Harvard  has  been  in  this  case 
we  shall  be  glad  to  consider  them  seriously. 

Having  thus  stated  our  reasons,  we  may  have  answered 
the  question  as  to  our  legal  authority.  If  the  matters 
we  have  discussed  pertain  to  library  management,  they 
were  in  1878  placed  in  charge  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  a  corporation 
organized  under  a  special  act  of  the  General  Court,  and 
there  they  apparently  still  remain.  The  city  charter, 
which  in  1909  enlarged  the  powers  of  the  Mayor,  contain 
a  provision  that  nothing  in  the  charter  shall  authorize 
the  taking  away  of  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of  the 
Library  Department  as  established  by  law.  The  City 
Council  by  the  act  incorporating  the  trustees  was 
authorized  to  pass  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with 
the  act.  The  only  ordinance  in  point  (1914)  reads: 

“The  library  department  shall  be  in  charge  of  a 
board  of  five  trustees  who  shall  adopt  such  measures  as 
shall  extend  the  benefits  of  the  institution  as  widely  as 
possible,  and  may  from  time  to  time  establish  branch 
libraries  and  delivery  stations  in  different  sections  of  the 
city.” 
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This  the  trustees  have  done  from  time  to  time  by 
locating  thirty- one  branches  and  more  than  300  deposits. 

The  authority  of  the  trustees  in  library  management 
has  never  been  questioned  except  in  the  matter  of 
salaries  paid  to  employees.  This  subject  has  come  up 
at  times,  and  as  our  files  contain  the  opinion  of  eminent 
lawyers  bearing  on  the  duties  of  the  trustees  and  the 
present  status  of  the  act  incorporating  the  trustees  in 
1878,  we  are  referring  them  to  the  Corporation  Counsel 
for  his  consideration.  As  he  has  also  been  asked  by  the 
Council  for  his  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  this  arrange¬ 
ment  with  Harvard  University  under  the  so-called  anti¬ 
aid  amendment  to  the  constitution,  we  beg  leave  to  call 
to  his  attention  that  this  amendment  prohibits  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  public  money  or  the  use  of  public  property 
for  the  purpose  of  founding,  maintaining  or  aiding 
certain  institutions  (including  colleges)  not  under  public 
control.  We  suppose  the  purpose  to  be  examined  is  that 
of  the  trustees.  We  did  not  make  this  arrangement  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  Harvard  University,  or  its  Gradu¬ 
ate  School  of  Business  Administration.  We  made  it  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  the  public  library  and  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  and  any  benefit  which  the  college  receives  is 
small  compared  to  the  consideration  which  it  gives. 

We  now  have  more  than  three  hundred  depositories 
of  books  including  schools,  engine  houses,  hospi¬ 
tals  and  many  institutions.  On  this  list  are  212 
schools,  of  which  17  are  parochial  schools.  There  are 
hospitals,  Jewish  welfare  centers,  and  many  other 
institutions  not  under  public  control.  "Some  of  them 
are  .apparently  within  the  prohibition  of  the  amend¬ 
ment  if  the  deposit  of  books  is  to  be  considered  an  aid 
to  such  institutions.  The  trustees  do  not  so  regard  it. 
On  the  contrary,  it  seems  to  the  trustees  that  such 
intelligent  help  as  any  responsible  institution  will  give 
in  the  circulation  and  use  of  our  books,  and  in  the 
encouragement  of  better  reading,  constitutes  a  service 
on  the  part  of  such  institution  rather  than  an  aid  to 
it.  We  do  not  concern  ourselves  with  the  other  func¬ 
tions  of  any  institution  willing  to  take  proper  care  of 
our  books,  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  public. 
While  these  deposits  are  not  large  in  volume,  the  ques¬ 
tion  raised  by  the  City  Council  —  unless  the  trustees 
have  construed  the  amendment  correctly  —  not  only 
affects  such  deposits  but  other  plans  which  the  trustees

have  in  mind.  The  use  of  the  library  and  its  branches 
in  connection  with  adult  education  is  perhaps  the  most 
promising  field  for  extending  the  value  of  the  library 
without  much  expenditure  of  public  money.  It  would 
be  impractical  to  enter  on  this  without  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  assistance  of  institutions  not  under  public 
control  which  are  engaged  now  in  this  work,  and  of 
others  willing  to  share  in  it. 

We  call  these  considerations,  through  your  Honor,  to 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  in 
the  hope  that  they  will  approve  the  general  policy  of 
the  trustees  —  which  is  “to  extend  the  benefits  of  the 
institution  as  widely  as  possible”  rather  than  to  regard 
the  library  merely  as  a  place  in  which  books  are  kept 
until  called  for,  or  kept  whether  called  for  or  not.

AGREEMENT  BY  AND  BETWEEN  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
BOSTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND  THE  PRESIDENT  AND 
FELLOWS  OF  HARVARD  COLLEGE. 

Whereas,  in  order  that  the  material  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  relating  to  business  and  business  educa¬ 
tion  and  business  administration  and  the  material  of 
the  Harvard  Business  Library  may  be  made  available 
in  such  a  way  as  to  render  the  greatest  practicable 
service  to  the  community  and  to  the  cause  of  business 
education  and  research  at  a  minimum  cost,  it  is  hereby 
agreed  as  follows: 

1.  The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  shall 
constitute  the  Harvard  Business  Library,  located  in 
that  part  of  Boston  known  as  Brighton,  a  depositoiy 
for  books  and  other  material  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  Harvard  Business  Library  becoming  to  this  extent 
a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library.  The  books  and 
other  materials  so  deposited  shall  be  combined  with 
similar  material  of  the  Harvard  Business  Library  and 
the  two  catalogued  jointly. 
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2.  The  Harvard  Business  Library  shall  furnish  the 
physical  facilities  and  equipment  as  rapidly  as  possible 
to  take  over  such  books  and  material  as  shall  be  agreed 
upon,  thus  relieving  the  Boston  Public  Library  of  con¬ 
siderable  expense  for  operation  and  releasing  space  in 
the  Boston  Public  Library  for  other  uses. 

3.  The  Harvard  Business  Library  will,  as  rapidly  as 
its  resources  permit,  prosecute  the  work  of  introducing 
the  books  and  material  into  its  shelves  and  cataloguing 
them.  Such  sum  or  sums  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  may  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to 
time  before  completion  of  this  work,  contribute  to  its 
prosecution,  the  Harvard  Business  School  will  devote 
to  the  purpose,  and  by  so  much  will  the  work  be  expedited 
and  the  full  use  of  the  collection  become  available 
earlier. 

4.  The  Boston  Public  Library  will  furnish  the 
Harvard  Business  Library  with  a  copy  of  the  essential 
information  in  its  existing  catalogue  relating  to  the 
t  ran  sf erred  material . 

5.  The  books  and  other  material  transferred  to  the 
library  of  the  Harvard  School  of  Business  Administra¬ 
tion  by  the  Boston  Public  Library,  with  the  other 
material  belonging  to  the  Business  Library  and  any 
additions  however  made,  shall  be  available  for  use  by 
such  persons  as  would  be  entitled  to  use  the  same  if 
contained  in  the  Central  Building  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  subject  to  any  restrictions  made  in  an  instru¬ 
ment  of  gift  of  any  such  books  or  material  and  to 
reasonable  restrictions  to  the  use  of  particular  items  of 
books  or  material  which  may  be  made  by  the  authori¬ 
ties  of  the  Harvard  Business  School  Librarv.  It  is 
understood  that  the  library  of  the  Harvard  School  of 
Business  Administration  will  afford  reasonable  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  such  use  in  its  library  building,  so  far  as  such 
use  is  consistent  with  the  ordinary  and  usual  service  for 
which  the  facilities  of  the  library  are  adapted.  In  the 
discretion  of  its  authorities,  however,  the  library  of  the 
Harvard  School  of  Business  Administration  may  re¬ 
strict  such  use  of  its  library  building  to  the  extent  of  its 
facilities  for  service;  in  case  of  such  restriction  the 
Boston  Public  Library  may  provide  for  such  use  in  its 
Central  Building,  and  may  call  for  such  books  and 
material  as  are  required  from  time  to  time  by  its  card- 
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holders  for  such  use,  in  accordance  with  and  subject  to 
such  reasonable  regulations  as  may  be  from  time  to 
time  agreed  upon  between  the  authorities  of  the  two 
libraries. 

6.  Both  libraries  are  to  co-operate  to  as  full  an 
extent  as  is  practicable  in  the  inter-loan  of  books,  to 
the  end  that  the  material  of  each  shall  be  so  used  as  to 
be  of  maximum  benefit  to  the  community. 

7.  The  books  and  material  intended  to  be  covered 
by  this  agreement  are  those  pertinent  to  the  work  of 
the  Harvard  Business  Library  which  are  not,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  librarian  of  the  Boston  Public  Library, 
needed  for  current  use  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
The  librarian  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  may  at  any 
time  recall  from  deposit  specific  material  for  which 
need  has  arisen. 

8.  All  details  as  to  the  transferring  of  the  books  and 
material  to  the  Harvard  Business  Library  under  this 
agreement  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  librarians 
of  the  two  libraries.  Books  and  material  so  transferred 
shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
Lists  of  books  and  materials  actually  delivered  shall  be 
signed  by  the  two  librarians  or  someone  authorized  to 
sign  on  their  behalf. 

9.  It  is  expected  that  the  arrangement  for  which 
provision  is  made  in  this  agreement  will  be  permanent. 
It  is,  however,  understood  that  if  it  appears  to  either 
party  to  be  undesirable  it  may  be  terminated  upon  con¬ 
ditions  to  be  subject  of  consideration  at  the  time,  but 
which,  so  far  as  possible,  will  work  a  minimum  of  dam¬ 
age  to  either  party  and  which  will  leave  both  with  as 
complete  collections  of  books  and  material  as  is  possible 
under  the  circumstances. 

10.  Each  party  shall  bear  the  risk  of  loss  by  fire  or 
other  hazard  or  by  theft;  it  being  understood  that  the 
Harvard  Business  Library  will  give  the  same  degree  of 
care  to  the  books  and  material  of  both  parties. 

11.  The  two  institutions,  that  is  to  say,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  the  President  and 
Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  stand  ready  to  co-operate 
in  the  establishment,  as  a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  of  a  business  reference  library  in  the  down¬ 
town  section  of  Boston,  to  be  established,  operated  and 
maintained  by  and  in  connection  with  the  two  libraries. 
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The  expense  of  such  a  reference  library  would  have  to 
be  borne  presumably  by  the  business  community,  or  at 
any  rate  by  some  person  or  persons  other  than  the  two 
libraries. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  parties  hereto  have  caused 
their  official  seals  and  signatures  to  be  affixed  by  their 
duly  authorized  officers  this  fifteenth  dav  of  January, 
1927.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, —  The  City  Council  has  requested  through 
your  Honor  my  opinion  concerning  the  legality  and 
constitutionality  of  the  contract  made  recently  between 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  hereinafter 
called  the  Trustees,  and  the  President  and  Fellows  of 
Harvard  College,  hereinafter  called  the  Harvard  author¬ 
ities,  for  the  use  of  certain  books  pertaining  to  business 
education  administration.  The  Council  seeks  to  be 
advised  whether  the  contract  is,  first,  a  legal  one,  and 
secondly,  whether  it  is  in  violation  of  the  so-called  anti¬ 
aid  or  sectarian  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of 
Massachusetts,  section  2  of  Article  XLVI  of  the  Amend¬ 
ments,  which  in  substance  prohibits  the  use  or  grant  of 
public  property  or  money  for  the  benefit  of  any  private 
institution. 

I  have  made  a  very  careful  study  of  the  agreement  in 
question  in  order  that  I  may  properly  answer  the  ques¬ 
tion  submitted.  In  addition  I  have  sought  to  learn  the 
intention  of  the  parties  when  the  instrument  was 
executed. 

From  an  examination  of  the  agreement  it  is  clear  to 
me  that  it  was  intended  by  the  trustees  of  the  library 
to  establish  a  branch  library,  many  of  which  are  now  in 
existence  throughout  the  city.  This  conclusion  the 
trustees  of  the  library  confirm. 
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The  trustees  have  attempted  from  time  to  time  to 
cater  to  the  needs  of  the  various  sections  of  the  city  by 
the  establishment  of  branch  libraries.  In  the  South 
End  of  the  .city  branches  have  been  established  with 
books  that  appeal  to  the  residents  of  this  district.  In 
the  North  End  of  the  city  a  branch  caters  to  a  still 
different  type  of  citizenry.  Branches  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  in  schools  catering  to  the  type  of  pupils  who 
attend  these  schools.  Recently  the  suggestion  was 
entertained  of  instituting  the  cart  library,  by  which 
library  books  may  be  brought  to  the  neighborhood  in 
carts.  There  has  been  a  continuous  agitation  for  a 
business  men’s  branch  library,  that  is  a  place  where  the 
business  man  may  conveniently  find  those  books  that 
are  of  interest  to  him  and  which  may  help  to  administer 
and  conduct  his  business  more  efficiently.  All  these 
matters  are  for  the  determination  of  the  trustees,  who 
by  law  are  the  authorities  entrusted  with  the  conduct 
and  management  of  the  Library  Department  of  the  city. 
See  section  5  of  chapter  114  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1880, 
and  by  sections  1  and  2  of  chapter  60  of  the  Acts  of  1887, 
wherein  the  trustees  are  given  general  care  and  control 
of  the  Central  Public  Library  and  of  all  branches  which 
have  been  and  which  may  thereafter  be  established  and 
are  given  full  control  of  the  expenditures  of  money 
appropriated  therefor.  See,  also,  section  5  of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  (Amended  City  Charter)  pre¬ 
venting  the  city  government  from  taking  away  any  of 
the  powers  or  duties  of  the  Library  Department  as 
prescribed  by  law. 

Under  these  provisions  of  law  the  trustees  have 
complete  discretion  as  to  the  management  of  the  Library 
Department  and  full  authority  of  the  question  of 
branch  libraries,  their  power  being  subject  only  to  the 
provisions  of  law  requiring  the  trustees  to  submit  a 
budget  of  their  needs  and  estimates  of  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  (section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of 
1909);  subject  also  to  the  Mayor’s  approval  of  con¬ 
tracts  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  to  such 
other  provisions  of  law  contained  in  the  various  charter 
provisions  applicable  to  the  administration  and  conduct 
of  the  various  municipal  departments. 

By  the  agreement  in  question  the  trustees  desired  to 
establish  a  branch  library  where  there  might  be  centered 
the  books  of  the  city  pertaining  to  business  administra- 
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tion  and  education,  and  whereby  the  greatest  possible 
use  might  be  made  of  them  to  the  end  that  the  greatest 
good  might  be  rendered  that  portion  of  the  public 
interested  in  them.  They  were  able  to  secure  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Harvard  authorities  in  establishing  this 
type  of  branch  library.  The  agreement  entered  into, 
from  its  contents,  which  I  will  analyze  hereinafter,  is 
nothing  more  than  a  memorandum  of  the  understanding 
and  intentions  of  the  trustees  and  the  Harvard  author¬ 
ities  to  avoid  future  misunderstanding  and  dispute. 

Section  1  of  the  agreement  states  that  the  Harvard 
business  library  shall  constitute  a  “depository  for  books 
and  other  material  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  Harvard 
business  library  becoming  to  this  extent  a  branch  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library Here  is  the  intention  of  the 
parties  stated  with  clarity  and  in  unequivocal  language. 
It  is  contained  in  the  very  outset  of  the  agreement  or 
memorandum.  Everything  that  follows  must  be  inter¬ 
preted  in  the  light  of  this  declaration  between  the  parties. 
There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  ambiguity  in  section  1  as 
to  just  what  the  parties  contemplated  or  desired. 

Section  2  indicates  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  trustees 
to  avoid  and  not  incur  expense  and  to  release  space  in 
the  Central  Library,  and  to  this  end  the  Harvard  authori¬ 
ties  in  their  desire  to  co-operate  in  this  endeavor  state 
that  they  will  speedily  furnish  the  equipment  and 
facilities  to  help  establish  the  branch. 

By  section  3  the  trustees  state  that  in  the  near  future, 
if  they  so  decide,  they  may  make  an  appropriation  to 
relieve  the  Harvard  authorities  of  the  entire  onus  of 
establishing  the  books  in  the  branch  and  of  cataloguing 
the  same.  The  trustees  state  that  they  are  willing 
that  this  work  should  be  done  in  their  behalf  by  the 
Harvard  Library  and  further  agree  that  the  trustees 
will  be  encouraged  to  make  a  contribution  towards  the 
expense  of  the  establishment  of  this  branch  library  if, 
by  so  doing,  the  branch  may  be  opened  sooner. 

Sections  4  to  10,  inclusive,  contain  the  under¬ 
standing  of  the  parties  as  to  the  method  of  conducting 
the  branch.  These  sections  state  to  what  extent  the 
Harvard  authorities  will  co-operate  and  what  it  expects 
and  requires  from  the  trustees  in  return  for  the  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance  it  intends  to  provide.  For 
instance,  in  section  5  the  trustees  state,  in  substance, 
that  although  the  branch  is  to  be  in  the  Harvard  School 
of  Administration  Building,  that  all  the  books  of  the 
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Boston  Public  Library,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Harvard 

Library  should  be  available  to  all  such  persons  who, 

if  they  so  desired,  would  be  entitled  to  use  the  books 

of  the  Central  Library.  This  same  rule  is  applicable 

to  all  the  branch  libraries  in  this  citv.  It  is  further 

«> 

made  clear  that  the  Harvard  authorities  may  establish 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  use 
of  its  building  and  its  books.  This  provision  is  the 
same  that  pertains  to  all  branch  libraries  of  the  city 
located  in  other  public  or  private  institutions.  If  a 
branch  is  contained  in  a  public  school,  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  is  permitted  to  make  reasonable  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  pertaining  to  the  use  of  the  school  buildings.  If 
the  branch  is  in  a  municipal  building  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings  may  make  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  as  to  the  use  of  the  municipal  building. 
It  is  to  be  assumed  that  reference  is  made  to  the  right 
to  prevent  tramps  and  loafers  from  using  the  library 
as  a  rendezvous;  to  prevent  congestion;  and  generally 
to  make  the  library  most  serviceable.  So,  too,  may 
the  length  of  time  which  particular  books  may  be  used 
be  regulated  by  the  Harvard  Library  authorities  who 
are  to  manage  and  conduct  the  branch  for  the  city. 
It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  under  no  circumstances 
does  the  city  relinquish  title  to  the  books  and  other 
material  deposited  in  this  branch.  This  is  the  same 
rule  applicable  to  all  branch  libraries.  The  public  are 
authorized  and  permitted  to  use  this  branch  library 
just  as  they  do  other  branches  of  the  Central  Library. 

By  section  7  the  librarian  of  the  Boston  Library 
may  recall  any  book  or  books  he  may  need  or  desire. 

By  section  8  the  trustees  make  it  very  clear  that 
they  may  abandon  this  branch  and  end  the  arrange¬ 
ment  at  any  time  they  so  desire. 

Everything  in  this  so-called  agreement  indicates  the 
intention  of  the  trustees  to  establish  a  branch  library 
for  such  persons  interested  in  business  books  at  a  place 
where  through  the  kindly  offices  of  the  Harvard  authori¬ 
ties  there  may  be  collected  under  one  roof  the  greatest 
collection  of  business  books  possible,  and  whereby  they 
may  be  made  available  to  the  public  of  Boston  interested 
in  them. 

The  parties  in  section  13  also  state  that  they  believe 
another  branch  of  similar  nature  ought  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  downtown  section  of  Boston,  with  the 
trustees  and  the  Harvard  authorities  again  co-operat- 
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ing.  The  present  relationship,  as  evidenced  by  this 
so-called  agreement,  provides  for  no  immediate  expen¬ 
diture  of  money  by  the  library  trustees. 

I  must,  therefore,  advise  you  that  I  can  find  no  legal 
objection  to  this  agreement  or  memorandum.  The 
entire  arrangement  need  not  have  been  put  in  writing 
at  all.  It  could  have  been  executed  by  the  parties 
without  any  written  agreement  whatsoever.  The  library 
trustees,  under  their  discretionary  authority  to  conduct 
the  Central  Library  and  such  branches  as  it  may  create, 
have  full  authority  to  establish  this  branch  at  Brighton 
and  to  accept  the  kind  offer  of  co-operation  by  the 
Harvard  authorities.  It  is  a  part  of  the  management 
of  the  Library  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
See  chapter  20  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  for 
a  declaration  of  this  statutory  authority  in  the  library 
trustees  and  the  requirement  by  the  city  government 
that  the  benefits  of  the  library  institution  shall  be 
extended  as  widely  as  possible. 

Of  course,  if  the  library  trustees  found  it  necessary 
to  expend  a  sum  of  money  amounting  to  11,000  or 
more,  then  the  Mayor’s  approval  is  necessary  to  such 
contract  and  the  charter  provisions  must  be  com¬ 
plied  with  and  the  contract  entered  into  not  by  the 
trustees  but  by  the  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  and  through 
the  trustees  of  the  library,  exactly  as  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  in  the  case  of  any  other  city  department.  If,  how¬ 
ever,  the  expenditures  were  to  be  paid  out  of  the  various 
private  funds  which  the  trustees  hold  by  virtue  of 
bequests  and  devises  made  to  them  as  incorporated 
trustees,  then  the  Mayor’s  approval  is  not  necessary 
nor  need  such  a  contract  be  made  as  meets  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  various  charter  provisions.  See  chapter 
114  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  creating  the  library  trustees 
a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  holding 
real  and  personal  estate  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the 
library,  as  provided  in  the  various  bequests  and  devises 
made  to  them  as  incorporated  trustees. 

I  must  advise  you  also  that  in  my  opinion  the  so- 
called  memorandum  is  not  in  violation  of  the  anti¬ 
aid  amendment.  This  amendment  (Article  XLVI, 
section  2)  in  substance  prohibits  the  grant  of  public 
funds  and  the  use  of  public  property  for  the  benefit 
of  private  institutions.  It  was  created  to  prevent 
the  appropriation  of  public  money  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  its  cities  and  towns,  for  the  especial  benefit 
of  aiding  and  assisting  religious  and  educational  in- 
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stitutions,  most  of  which  were  sectarian  and  denom¬ 
inational.  I  cannot  see  how  the  arrangement  dis¬ 
cussed  hereinbefore  between  the  library  trustees  and 
the  Harvard  authorities  can  be  said  to  violate  this 
amendment.  The  city,  through  its  trustees,  is  not 
making  a  grant  of  money  to  the  Harvard  Library 
for  its  use,  nor  is  it  permitting  the  use  of  its  prop¬ 
erty  for  the  especial  benefit  of  the  Harvard  Library. 
The  city  is  establishing  a  branch  library  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  Boston.  It  is  a  particular  type  of 
branch  library.  By  its  co-operation  the  Harvard  Li¬ 
brary  makes  the  city’s  branch  a  bigger  and  better 
institution.  The  city  and  its  citizens  are  the  gainers 
by  the  arrangement  whereby  the  Harvard  Library 
permits  the  use  of  its  facilities  and  equipment  by  the 
people  of  Boston.  If  this  amendment  is  to  be  con¬ 
strued  as  prohibiting  such  co-operation,  then  the 
library  trustees  must  abandon  all  its  branch  libraries 
in  neighborhood  houses,  settlement  houses,  various  club 
houses,  in  community  centers,  and  in  the  various  other 
private  institutions  and  organizations  whereby  their 
co-operative  efforts  and  the  use  of  their  buildings  and 
facilities  may  help  the  library  to  come  closer  to  the 
people  and  afford  a  greater  opportunity  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  the  masses.  The  incidental  advantage  and 
service,  if  any,  which  the  branch  library  affords  to 
the  settlement  house,  the  community  center,  the  local 
charitable  organization,  the  local  religious  society  and 
many  other  organizations  can  hardly  require  the  con¬ 
struction  that  it  is  proposed  shall  be  made  of  the  amend¬ 
ment  so  as  to  prohibit  their  co-operation  with  the 
Library  Department  of  the  city.  That  the  amendment 
should  not  be  so  construed  may  be  readily  ascertained 
by  an  examination  of  the  record,  journals  and  debates 
of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  which  framed  the 
amendment  for  submission  to  the  people.  See  Volume 
I,  Debates  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  1917-1918. 

I,  therefore,  advise  the  Honorable  Council  that  the 
so-called  agreement  between  the  library  trustees  and 
the  Harvard  authorities  in  my  opinion  is  not  illegal 
nor  can  it  be  said  to  be  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  anti-aid  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
Massachusetts.

Office  of  the  Mayor, 
Boston,  February  14,  1927. 


Gentlemen, —  I  submit  herewith  the  budget  for 
the  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  fiscal  year  1927.  In  past 
years  it  has  been  customary  to  defer  the  submission  of 
this  document  until  such  time  as  the  city  budget  was 
ready.  I  am  departing  from  this  policy  this  year  in 
order  that  your  honorable  body  may  have  ample  time 
to  study  the  estimates  and  alloYvances  as  herewith 
submitted. 

The  allowances  as  recommended  total  $3,492,759.31. 
This  total  represents  a  reduction  of  $169,581.51  in  the 
estimates  as  originally  submitted,  and  is  $78,674.28  less 
than  the  total  county  requirements  for  1926.  I  respect¬ 
fully  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  budget  by  your 
honorable  body.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial 
year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January,  1927,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by 
vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to  meet 
their  obligations  for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and 
maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respective  sums  of 
money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the 
objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the 
money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31, 
1926,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the 
requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by 
the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1927,  and  taxes  to 
the  amount  of  $3,492,759.31  and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation 
on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of 
the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any 
department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any 
person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the 
general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation 
be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  con¬ 
tributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city 
and  county  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city’s  proportion  of 
the  state  tax  for  the  year  1927,  be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  September,  1927;  that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remain¬ 
ing  unpaid  after  the  second  day  of  October,  1927,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  chapter  59,  section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid, 
except  the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
September,  1927,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become 
due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item 
shall  be  increased  by  additional  appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully 
made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter 
set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific 
purposes  or  item;  and  except  as  aforesaid,  no  salary  or  wages  shall  be 
paid  in  excess  of  the  rate  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNEMPLOY¬ 
MENT  RELATIVE  TO  LISTENING  IN  ON 
TELEPHONES. 


In  City  Council,  March  28,  1927. 

The  Special  Committee  of  the  City  Council  on  Un¬ 
employment  submits  the  following  partial  report  of 
the  committee  relative  to  that  phase  of  the  investiga¬ 
tion  that  covered  eavesdropping  and  listening  in  by  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 

On  February  14,  1927,  the  following  order  was 
adopted  at  the  City  Council  meeting: 

“ Ordered ,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  authorized, 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
petition  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  during  its  pres¬ 
ent  term  for  legislation  to  repeal  section  102  of  chapter 
272  of  the  General  Laws  of  1921  .  . 

In  order  that  the  entire  matter  may  be  explained 
properly,  we  quote  the  following  four  sections  of  the 
chapter. 

Chapter  272. —  Crimes  Against  Chastity,  Morality, 

Decency  and  Good  Order. 

Section  99.  Whoever,  except  when  authorized  by 
written  permission  of  the  attorney  general  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  or  of  the  district  attorney  for  the  district, 
secretly  overhears,  or  attempts  to  overhear,  or  to  have 
any  other  person  secretly  overhear,  any  spoken  words 
in  any  building  by  using  a  device  commonly  known  as 
a  dictagraph  or  dictaphone,  or  however  otherwise  de¬ 
scribed,  or  any  similar  device  or  arrangement,  or  by 
tapping  any  wire,  with  intent  to  procure  information 
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concerning  any  official  matter  or  to  injure  another, 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  eavesdropping  and  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two 
years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  both. 

Section  100.  Whoever,  except  when  authorized  under 
the  preceding  section,  either  on  his  own  account  or  as 
the  servant  or  agent  of  another,  permits  or  acquiesces  in 
the  installing  of  a  device  commonly  known  as  a  dicta¬ 
graph  or  dictaphone  or  any  similar  device  or  arrange¬ 
ment,  or  the  tapping  of  any  wire,  with  intent  to  procure 
or  knowing  or  intending  that  it  will  be  used  to  procure 
information  concerning  any  official  matter  or  to  injure 
another,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  or  both. 

Section  101.  Proof  of  the  installation  in  any  build¬ 
ing  of  any  device  or  arrangement  which  may  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  violating  the  provision  of  section 
ninety-nine  of  this  act  by  listening  to  any  spoken  words 
or  proof  of  the  tapping  of  any  wire,  unless  duly  author¬ 
ized  and  unless  done  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  or 
person  in  control  of  the  building,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  eavesdrop¬ 
ping;  but  nothing  contained  in  this  or  the  two  preceding 
sections  shall  render  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to  in¬ 
stall  and  use  such  a  device  on  premises  under  his  ex¬ 
clusive  control. 

Section  102.  The  three  preceding  sections  shall  not 
apply  to  a  corporation  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
department  of  public  utilities  of  the  commonwealth  or 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  interstate  commerce  commis¬ 
sion,  or  to  the  employees  of  any  such  corporation  while 
engaged  in  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

The  order  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  law  so  that 
the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
and  its  employees  would  be  placed  on  the  same  basis 
as  every  person  in  Boston  and  Massachusetts. 

On  February  28,  1927,  the  Mayor  sent  back  the 
order  accompanied  by  a  veto  message,  and  on  March 
14,  1927,  he  submitted  to  the  City  Council  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  substantiate  his  action 
in  vetoing  our  order. 

As  he  has  summarized  the  entire  situation  which 
forms  the  basis  for  his  veto  by  stating  that  there  is 
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sufficient  power  now  vested  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  to  enforce  an  order  relative  to  wire 
tapping  or  eavesdropping  by  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  we  submit  a  letter  which 
contradicts  this  opinion  of  his  Honor  and  which  is  self- 
explanatory.

Mass. 

Dear  Sir, —  I  have  your  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  inquiring 
whether  this  department  has  ever  issued  an  order  relative 
to  wire  tapping  or  eavesdropping  by  the  New  England  Tele¬ 
phone  and  Telegraph  Company,  and  in  reply  would  say  that 
no  such  order  has  ever  been  issued  by  this  department  or  its 
predecessor.  My  idea  that  an  order  of  this  commission  would 
be  difficult  to  enforce  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  persons  can 
listen  in  to  telephone  conversations  without  the  people  con¬ 
versing  being  aware  of  it,  and  to  effectively  enforce  such  an 
order  made  by  this  department  would  involve  the  employment 
of  a  very  great  number  of  inspectors.

This  letter  shows  that  as  a  practical  matter  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  under  their  general  powers, 
are  unable  to  prevent  wire  tapping  or  eavesdropping  on 
the  part  of  the  Telephone  Company.  Section  102 
previously  quoted,  exempts  the  Company  from  prose¬ 
cution  or  control  under  chapter  272  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  committee  believes  this  is  a  situation  which 
should  be  corrected  and  submits  this  report  so  that  if 
the  matter  is  again  taken  up  the  Mayor  and  others 
interested  will  have  the  benefit  of  the  information  we 
have  collected.

CONCERNING  THE  BOSTON  SANATORIUM 

DEPARTMENT. 


In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Twenty-Seven. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  Sanatorium  department  exercised  and 
performed  in  connection  with  the  buildings  and  work 
carried  on  in  the  Mattapan  district  are  hereby  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  department  who, 
in  addition  to  their  other  powers  and  duties,  shall 
hereafter  exercise  said  powers  and  perform  said  duties. 

Section  2.  All  other  powers  and  duties  of  the  trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium  department  and  more 
especially  those  powers  and  duties  in  connection  with 
the  out-patient  division  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
health  commissioner  who,  in  addition  to  his  other  powers 
and  duties,  shall  hereafter  exercise  and  perform  said 
powers  and  duties. 

Section  3.  The  offices  of  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  department  are  hereby  abolished.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPROPRIATIONS 

SUBMITTING  THE 

APPROPRIATION  BILL  FOR  THE  COUNTY  OF 

SUFFOLK  FOR  1927. 


In  City  Council,  April  4,  1927. 

In  submitting  this  report  of  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appropriations  in  studying  the  budget  esti¬ 
mates  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  year  1927,  and 
with  it  the  accompanying  appropriation  order,  the  com¬ 
mittee  thinks  it  worth  while  to  dispel  once  more  the 
currently  accepted  illusion  that  the  city  officials  and 
the  Council  have  no  power  in  passing  upon  the  estimates 
and  in  making  the  appropriations,  and  that  conse¬ 
quently  they  have  no  duty  to  perform  other  than  to 
pass  the  budget  as  submitted  without  consideration  and 
without  change.  It  is  commonly  stated  in  connection 
with  the  county  budget,  in  a  very  general  and  all-inclu¬ 
sive  way,  that  “the  expenditures  are  all  fixed  by  statute 
or  that  “the  City  Treasurer  must  provide  the  money 
anyway  upon  the  voucher  of  the  county  officer”;  both 
of  these  statements  are  true  only  in  a  very  limited 
degree  and  neither  goes  to  the  root  of  the  principle  of 
appropriating  upon  a  budget  plan,  which  is  that  money 
shall  be  raised  by  taxation  only  to  the  extent  of  the 
necessary  requirements  of  government  and  administra¬ 
tion,  as  determined  in  advance.  It  is  true  that  a  certain 
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number  of  positions  and  the  salaries  attached  to  them 
are  fixed  by  statute  and  as  to  these  neither  the  Mayor 
nor  the  Council  has  any  power  of  change.  But  the 
personal  service  schedule,  Schedule  A,  is  only  a  part  of 
the  entire  expense  of  administration,  and  of  that  schedule 
a  very  large  number  of  salaries  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Mayor.  That  this  is  so  has  been  determined  in  the 
courts  and  the  authority  of  the  Mayor  is  now  admitted. 

In  our  opinion  the  argument  that  “the  money  must 
be  provided  anyway  and  therefore  there  is  nothing  to  be 
gained  in  considering  the  budget  estimates”  does  not 
meet  the  question,  which  may  be  stated  as  follows: 
“How  much  money  is  going  to  be  needed,  and  therefore 
must  be  raised  by  taxation,  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  year,  and  how  is  it  to  be  divided?”  If  more 
money  is  asked  for  than  is  going  to  be  used,  and  the 
appropriating  body  appropriates  the  full  amount,  then 
it  is  acting  to  impose  a  needlessly  heavy  burden  upon  the 
taxpayer.  We  are  dealing  not  with  mere  theoretical 
figures  but  with  figures  that  will  be  translated  later  on 
into  terms  of  the  tax  rate.  Furthermore,  there  is  the 
authority  of  the  city  charter  which  provides  in  section  3 
that  “It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and  county  officials, 
when  requested  by  the  Mayor,  to  submit  forthwith  in 
such  detail  as  he  may  require  estimates  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  of  the  expenditures  of  the  department  or 
office  under  their  charge,  which  estimates  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  City  Council.” 

With  these  considerations  in  mind  the  committee 
entered  upon  its  duties.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  sub¬ 
mitted  the  budget  to  the  Council  on  February  14,  1927, 
with  the  statement  that  he  was  departing  from  the 
policy  of  deferring  the  submission  of  the  county  budget 
until  the  city  budget  was  ready  “in  order  that  the 
Council  may  have  ample  time  to  study  the  estimates 
and  allowances.”  Hearings  began  at  1  p.  m.  on  March 
1  and  were  continued  on  March  2,  3  and  8,  until  almost 
all  the  various  department  heads  of  Suffolk  County  had 
appeared  before  the  committee  and  their  budget  esti- 
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mates  and  allowances  examined.  This  included  the 
sheriff,  the  justices  or  clerks  of  all  the  courts,  including 
the  district  courts,  and  excepting  only  the  Municipal 
Court,  the  Medical  Examiners,  Register  of  Deeds,  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Penal  Institutions.  In  view  of  the 
delay  attendant  upon  the  passage  of  the  tax  limit  bill 
by  the  Legislature  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  report  the 
accompanying  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  County  of 
Suffolk  separately  in  order  to  enable  the  auditor  to  set 
up  the  necessary  expense  control  in  his  books  and  to 
assist  and  facilitate  the  financial  operations  of  the  city. 

Commenting  generally  upon  the  bill,  the  total  as 
submitted  in  the  budget  estimates  (not  including  county 
debt  requirements)  was  $3,543,635.32;  as  allowed  by 
the  Mayor  $3,374,053.81;  and  as  now  reported  by  the 
committee  $3,346,057.98.  The  reductions  made  by  the 
Mayor  totaled  $169,581.51,  and  the  further  reductions 
made  by  your  committee,  $27,995.83.  The  Bill  as 
reported  herewith  represents  a  reduction  of  5^  per  cent, 
or  in  terms  of  tax  rate,  about  11  cents  on  an  equivalent 
of  $2  of  the  tax  rate.  The  total  amount  as  reported, 
namely,  $3,346,057.98,  is  $99,260.10  less  than  the  total 
appropriated  last  year  and,  including  the  progressive 
reduction  in  the  requirements  for  county  debt, 
$106,670.11.  This  reduction  is  accounted  for  partly  by 
the  fact  that  there  were  certain  unusual  expenses  last 
year  that  did  not  recur  this  year  (for  example,  in  the 
Probate  Court,  the  binding  and  printing  of  indices, 
$11,000;  the  furnishing  of  the  Dorchester  and  Brighton 
courthouses,  $25,000,  and  the  building  of  a  bulkhead 
wall  at  Deer  Island,  $15,000),  and  very  largely  by  the 
apparently  more  efficient  operation  of  some  of  the  large 
departments,  and  has  been  effected  in  the  face  of  an 
increase  in  Schedule  A  of  about  $30,000.  A  table  of  the 
increases  and  reductions  in  the  various  departments 
is  shown  on  page  4.

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It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  county  pay  roll 
amounted  to  upwards  of  $1,934,000  out  of  the  total  of 
$3,346,000,  or  about  58  per  cent,  leaving  only  about 
$1,412,000  for  the  other  budget  schedules.  Considering 
the  increase  of  $30,000  in  salaries  together  with  the  net 
reduction  of  $106,000  there  has  obviously  been  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  other  schedules  of  $136,000,  or  almost  10  per 
cent. 

The  most  marked  reduction  occurs  in  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  the  Superior  Court,  Criminal  Session.  For 
making  this  possible,  credit  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the 
District  Attorney’s  office.  Its  expeditious  and  efficient 
handling  of  the  large  volume  of  business  and  the  great 
number  of  cases  which  pass  through  the  office  enabled 
the  committee  to  reduce  still  further  the  Mayor’s 
allowances  for  the  items  B-34  and  B-35 ,  so  that  the 
amount  appropriated  this  year  for  B-34,  Jurors ,  is 
$150,000  as  against  $175,000  last  year,  and  the  amount 
appropriated  for  B-35,  Fees,  Service  of  Venires,  etc.,  is 
$70,000  as  against  $85,000  last  year,  a  clear  saving  of 
$40,000.  Before  making  this  reduction  the  committee 
carefully  checked  the  figures  given  by  the  District  At¬ 
torney  in  a  public  speech  and  the  actual  three  months’ 
expenditures  as  reported  to  the  auditor’s  office  and  is 
convinced  that  the  figures  allowed  are  amply  sufficient 
to  cover  the  expenses  chargeable  to  these  items.  Credit 
is  also  due  to  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court, 
Civil  Session,  for  his  co-operation  in  agreeing  to  keep 
the  expenses  for  Jurors  down  to  an  amount  $15,000  less 
than  that  appropriated  for  1926. 

Taking  up  the  changes  made  by  the  committee  in 
detail  they  are  in  order  as  follows: 

County  Buildings. 

In  Schedule  A-l  it  was  found  possible  to  make  a  re¬ 
duction  of  $700  on  account  of  the  fact  that  certain 
cleaners  allowed  for  in  the  budget  were  not  to  be  ac¬ 
tually  employed  at  the  Dorchester  Courthouse  until 
at  least  April  1 . 
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Item  F-7,  Pensions ,  was  reduced  $850,  owing  to  the 
death  of  two  pensioners  since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

D-3 ,  Fuel.  A  reduction  of  $2,000  in  this  item  was 
found  to  be  possible  by  arranging  for  the  purchase  of 
coal  by  the  Supply  Department  under  the  city’s  contract. 

F-7,  Pensions,  was  reduced  $1,295.83,  owing  to  the 
death  of  two  pensioners  since  the  first  of  the  year. 

Superior  Court,  Civil  Session,  General  Expenses. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Bellew,  equity  clerk, 
the  salary  of  $5,000,  which  he  received  by  statute, 
dropped  back  to  $4,500.  A  bill  is  now  passing  the  Leg¬ 
islature  putting  this  salary  back  at  $5,000,  effective  June 
1.  An  allowance  of  $4,800,  however,  is  sufficient  to 
cover  payment  of  this  salary  for  the  year,  and  Schedule 
A-l  has  accordingly  been  reduced  $200. 

Superior  Court,  Criminal  Session. 

Schedule  A-l  was  reduced  $600  on  account  of  an  un¬ 
filled  vacancy  in  the  position  of  interpreter  and  Schedule 
A-2  was  reduced  $1,000  in  the  allowance  for  clerks  pro 
tem.  on  account  of  the  more  efficient  expedition  of  crim¬ 
inal  business. 

The  reduction  of  $10,000  in  B-34,  Jurors,  has  already 
been  explained,  as  has  also  the  reduction  of  $10,000  in 
B-35,  Fees,  Service  of  Venires,  etc. 

Probate  Court. 

The  allowance  of  $2,000  for  B-35,  Fees,  etc.,  was  found 
to  be  in  excess  of  probable  requirement  and  was  accord¬ 
ingly  cut  $500. 

No  changes  whatever  were  made  in  the  allowances 
for  any  of  the  district  courts  except  the 

District  Court  of  Chelsea. 

Here  it  was  found  that  on  account  of  an  unfilled 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  judge,  there  was  some  con-

fusion  in  the  method  of  charging  the  salary  of  the  tem¬ 
porary  judge  and  it  was  found  possible  to  reduce  Item 
A-l  by  $850. 

County  Debt. 

The  debt  requirements  are  a  fixed  quantity  every 
year,  decreasing  automatically  as  debt  matures  and  is 
retired.  The  amount  of  the  reduction  this  year  is 
$7,410.01,  and  the  total  amount  required,  for  serial 
debt,  sinking  fund  and  interest,  is  $118,705.50. 

The  foregoing  reductions  total  $27,995.83.  The  com¬ 
mittee’s  work  has,  I  believe,  been  done  painstakingly, 
and  the  allowances  examined  with  care.  Thanks  are 
due  to  the  county  officials  for  their  courtesy  and  co¬ 
operation.  It  need  hardly  be  said  that  the  committee 
would  not  be  able  to  report  even  the  reductions  which 
it  has  but  for  the  assistance  of  the  Budget  Commis¬ 
sioner,  whose  work  is  responsible  in  the  first  instance  for 
the  excellent  condition  in  which  the  budget  was  prepared 
and  submitted.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations 
accordingly  recommends  the  passage  of  the  accompany¬ 
ing  orders.

Ordered ,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial 
year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January,  1927,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by 
vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to  meet 
their  obligations  for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and 
maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respective  sums  of 
money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the 
objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the 
money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31, 
1926,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the 
requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by 
the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1927,  and  taxes  to 
the  amount  of  $3,464,763.48  and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation 
on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of 
the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any 
department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any 
person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the 
general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation 
be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  con¬ 
tributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city 
and  county  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city’s  proportion  of 
the  state  tax  for  the  year  1927,  be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  September,  1927;  that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remain¬ 
ing  unpaid  after  the  second  day  of  October,  1927,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  chapter  59,  section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid, 
except  the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
September,  1927,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become 
due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item 
shall  be  increased  by  additional  appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully 
made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter 
set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific 
purposes  or  item;  and  except  as  aforesaid,  no  salary  or  wages  shall  be 
paid  in  excess  of  the  rate  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

MESSAGE  OF  THE  MAYOR 


RECOMMENDING 

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX  ORDERS  FOR 
THE  FINANCIAL  YEAR  1927. 


Office  of  the  Mayor, 
Boston,  April  18,  1927. 


To  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, —  I  submit  herewith  my  budget  recom¬ 
mendations  for  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  fiscal  year 
1927  in  full  segregated  form,  in  substitution  for  the 
lump  sum  recommendations  submitted  on  January 
28,  1927. 

Last  year  the  statutory  tax  limit  for  general  municipal 
purposes  was  fixed  by  the  Legislature  at  $14  per 
thousand.  This  year,  after  an  intensive  survey  and 
study  of  the  estimates  submitted  by  department  heads 
and  after  reducing  these  estimates  by  approximately 
$2,000,000,  I  requested  that  the  Legislature  fix  for  this 
year  a  tax  limit  of  $13.50  per  one  thousand  dollars. 
After  a  series  of  hearings  on  my  request,  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  unanimously  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  tax  limit  for  this  year  be  fixed  at  $13 
per  thousand.  This  recommendation  is  now  law  and 
the  budget  herewith  submitted  is  based  on  a  tax  limit 
of  $13  per  thousand.  The  reduction  of  fifty  cents  in 
the  limit  made  by  the  committee  has  made  necessary 
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a  further  reduction  in  departmental  estimates  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $900,000,  so  that  the  budget  for  municipal 
purposes  as  here  submitted  represents  a  total  reduction 
of  approximately  $2,900,000  from  the  original  estimates 
submitted  by  department  heads. 

In  reducing  departmental  estimates  by  such  a  large 
amount,  it  has  been  necessary  to  curtail,  and  in  some 
cases  eliminate,  services  to  which  the  citizens  of  this 
community  are  reasonably  entitled.  In  my  opinion, 
however,  it  is  wiser  to  follow  this  policy  than  to  adopt  a 
radical  and  unsound  method  of  financing  which  would 
give  an  advantage  but  for  one  year  and  thereafter 
seriously  impair  the  financial  standing  of  the  city. 

This  budget  is  the  twelfth  of  its  kind  to  be  submitted 
since  the  adoption  of  the  segregated  budget  plan.  In 
point  of  time,  it  is  the  latest  of  the  entire  series  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Council,  but  it  is  submitted  at  the 
earliest  moment  possible  under  the  law,  which  is  chapter 
243  of  the  Acts  of  1927,  effective  only  last  Monday. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  320  of  the  Acts  of 
1889,  departments  may  spend,  prior  to  the  passage  of 
the  budget,  “one- third  the  entire  amount  appropriated 
for  the  department  for  the  previous  year.”  With 
one  third  of  the  year  practically  over  many  departments 
are  now  at  the  point  where  their  expenditures  must 
cease.  It  is,  therefore,  desirable  that  the  budget 
receive  immediate  consideration  by  your  honorable 
body  and  I  respectfully  recommend  its  adoption.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial 
year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January,  1927,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or 
by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to  meet 
their  obligations  for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and 
maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respective  sums  of 
money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the 
objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water  Service  current  expenses 
and  the  payment  to  the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the 
interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be 
met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes: 
that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met  by  the  department 
income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  and  the  appropriation 
for  City  Record  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  excess 
over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  spec¬ 
ified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of 
business  on  December  31,  1926,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special 
appropriation,  and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January 
1,  1927,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $29,874,  523.57,  and  that  said  amount 
be  raised  by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of 
the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  de¬ 
partment  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any 
person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the 
general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation 
be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city 
and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city’s  proportion  of  the  state  tax 
for  the  year  1927,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
1927;  that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after 
the  second  day  of  October,  1927,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  59,  section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes 
assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1927, 
until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes 
shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall 
be  increased  by  additional  appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no 
money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or 
items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purposes  or  item ; 
and,  except  as  aforesaid,  no  salary  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the 
rate  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

Dear  Sir, —  Under  date  of  April  3,  1926,  the  under¬ 
signed  were  appointed  by  your  Honor  as  a  committee 
“to  make  a  survey  of  the  personal  service  rendered  to 
the  city.”  In  the  months  which  have  elapsed,  the 
committee  has  endeavored,  in  accordance  with  your 
expressed  wish,  to  ascertain  “the  character  and  duties 
of  the  various  positions  in  the  city,”  and  to  determine 
“just  and  equitable  salary  schedules.” 

The  committee  has  met  as  a  whole  twenty-five  times. 
In  addition,  sub-committees  have  given  consideration 
to  particular  groups  and  independent  investigations  by 
individual  members  have  been  carried  on.  Conferences 
and  consultations  have  been  held  with  the  heads  of 
twenty-five  city  departments,  while  representatives  of 
over  forty  groups  have  appeared  before  the  general 
committee  or  its  sub-committees. 

As  a  result  of  these  studies  and  investigations,  the 
committee  submits  herewith  a  formal  report  covering 
briefly  personnel  conditions  as  they  now  exist  in  the 
city  service  and  a  suggested  plan  for  the  classification  of 
employees  and  the  standardization  of  salaries.

REPORT. 


The  service  of  the  City  of  Boston,  exclusive  of  the 
positions  occupied  by  teachers  and  employees  of  the 
school  department,  comprises  some  11,500  positions 
and  involves  an  annual  expenditure  in  fifty-six  depart¬ 
ments  and  divisions  for  salaries  and  wages  of  about 
$17,500,000.  An  organization  of  such  proportions  nec¬ 
essarily  possesses  inherent  defects,  particularly  since  it 
is  a  governmental  organization  subject  to  political  influ¬ 
ences.  One  of  the  great  weaknesses  of  the  city  service 
has  been  the  lack  of  centralized,  co-ordinated  control 
in  the  administration  of  personnel  matters. 

THE  CONDITION. 

Up  to  the  present  time  no  uniform  or  comprehensive 
employment  plan  has  been  adopted  for  use  in  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  personnel  matters  pertaining  to  city 
employees.  Under  the  present  order,  individual  cases 
are  adjusted  mostly  as  they  arise,  and,  as  a  general  rule, 
the  adjustments  have  been  made  without  reference  to 
the  relationships  between  the  positions  affected  and  the 
other  positions  that  make  up  the  service.  Scales  of 
compensation  have  been  established  for  large  groups  like 
policemen,  firemen,  inspectors,  engineers,  foremen  and 
nurses,  but  in  each  case  the  scale  has  been  fixed  as  an 
individual  one  and  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  its 
effect  on  or  relation  to  rates  of  pay  of  other  employees. 

During  the  preparation  and  passage  of  the  annual 
appropriation  bill,  the  budget  department  may  be 
termed  a  personnel  bureau,  but  after  the  passage  of  the 
budget  each  department  operates  as  an  independent 
unit  in  the  appointment,  promotion  and  transfer  of 
employees.  With  recommendations  being  made  by 
forty  department  heads,  acting  independently  and  with¬ 
out  the  guidance  of  any  comprehensive  plan,  it  is  only 
natural  that  inequalities  in  compensation  have  crept 
in  and  that  dissatisfaction  and  confusion  exists  in  the 
minds  of  individual  employees.  The  policy  of  granting 
horizontal  increases  which  has  been  followed  in  recent 
years  has  only  served  to  perpetuate  and  accentuate 
this  condition. 
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The  lack  of  a  comprehensive  and  consistent  personnel 
policy  and  the  absence  of  a  central  agency  empowered 
to  regulate  and  administer  such  a  policy  is  evidenced  by 
the  following  summary  of  irregularities  to  be  found  in 
the  personal  service  of  the  city : 

1.  Salary  and  wage  rates  for  positions  involving 
like  duties  and  responsibilities  and  calling  for  the 
same  qualifications  show  wide  variations  and  marked 
inequalities.  Numerous  examples  can  be  found 
where  employees  in  one  department  or  division  are 
paid  a  higher  rate  than  that  paid  to  a  similar  group 
performing  the  same  work  in  another  department 
or  division. 

2.  Unsystematic  and  in  many  cases  unjust 
methods  for  advancement  and  promotion.  It  is 
possible  under  the  existing  order  for  an  employee 
to  be  advanced  in  pay  with  undue  rapidity  and 
without  reference  to  relative  merit  and  length  of 
service,  while  no  positive  assurance  is  furnished  of 
any  increase  to  any  employee  as  he  or  she  increases 
his  or  her  value  through  individual  merit  and  ex¬ 
perience. 

3.  Great  waste  of  energy  and  time  on  the  part 
of  the  mayor,  budget  commissioner,  and  depart¬ 
ment  heads  in  discussing  details  of  relatively  small 
importance  concerning  personal  service,  without 
any  adequate  basis  upon  which  to  form  proper 
conclusions. 

4.  Variations  in  designating  the  same  kind  of 
employment  and  a  multiplicity  of  meaningless 
titles. 

5.  Entrance  rates  determined  largely  by  the 
salary  rates  of  the  incumbents  who  previously  held 
the  positions. 


THE  REMEDY. 

Such  conditions  should  not  be  permitted  to  continue 
in  the  municipal  service  if  a  reasonable  remedy  can  be 
found.  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the  removal  of 
these  irregularities  can  be  accomplished  by  making  use 
of  the  same  expedients  that  are  being  more  and  more 
generally  adopted  in  the  management  of  large  business 
enterprises, —  namely,  classification  of  positions,  and 
standardization  of  salaries.  Under  such  methods,  posi¬ 
tions  are  first  grouped  and  graded,  so  as  to  bring  together 
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into  the  same  group  all  positions  involving  work  of  a  like 
character  and  into  the  same  grade  all  positions  involving 
responsibilities  of  like  importance,  and  then  uniform 
salary  schedules  are  established  by  grades  in  the  differ¬ 
ent  groups.  Thus,  equal  pay  for  work  of  the  same  grade 
and  an  equitable  relationship  in  the  rates  of  pay  for 
the  different  groups  is  automatically  brought  about. 
The  application  of  these  methods  to  our  particular 
problem  will  result  in  the  bringing  together,  regardless 
of  departmental  location,  those  positions  that  involve 
the  same  or  substantially  similar  duties,  and  carry  with 
them  responsibilities  of  the  same  or  substantially  the 
same  degree  of  importance,  and  will  permit  the  treating 
of  each  group  as  a  unit  in  arriving  at  rates  of  compen¬ 
sation.  Uniformity,  consistency,  and  fairness,  with 
respect  to  the  salaries  and  wages  to  be  paid  to  munic¬ 
ipal  employees  should  automatically  be  achieved  under 
such  a  polic}r. 


THE  PLAN. 

The  general  requirements  that  a  compensation  plan 
should  meet  are  first,  that  it  be  in  a  form  to  permit  of 
its  practical  application;  second,  that  it  be  equitable 
in  its  provisions  with  respect  to  the  interests  of  both  the 
employees  and  taxpayers.  The  compensation  plan 
described  in  the  following  pages  is  believed  to  meet 
these  general  requirements  as  satisfactorily  as  is  possible 
considering  the  necessity  of  dealing  with  large  numbers 
of  positions  and  employees  according  to  uniform  rules. 

The  fundamental  features  of  the  plan  are  as  follows: 

1.  Allocation  of  positions  into  functional  groups. 

2.  Establishment  of  grades  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee,  represent  the  various  degrees  of 
responsibility  and  authority  in  the  city  service. 

3.  Classification  of  employees  into  groups  and 
grades  in  accordance  with  their  respective  duties 
and  responsibilities. 

4.  Fixing  of  minimum  and  maximum  compensa¬ 
tions  for  each  grade. 

Groups. 

For  convenience  in  indicating  positions  with  duties  of 
a  like  nature,  the  employees  of  the  city  have  been 
allocated  to  the  following  functional  groups: 

1.  The  Clerical  Group,  in  which  are  placed  those 
positions  the  duties  of  whose  incumbents  are  to 
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perform  or  direct  office  work  requiring  business 
ability  or  commercial  training. 

2.  The  Inspectional  Group,  in  which  are  placed 
those  positions  the  duties  of  whose  incumbents  are 
to  observe  and  report  on  facts  and  conditions 
affecting  the  health  and  property  of  the  residents 
of  Boston,  or  on  work  performed  or  supplies  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  city,  or  to  supervise  such  observation 
and  reporting,  so  as  to  insure  compliance  with  city 
ordinances,  regulations,  standards  and  specifications. 

3.  The  Institutional  Group,  in  which  are  placed 
those  positions  the  duties  of  whose  incumbents  are 
to  perform  work  incident  to  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  hospitals,  or  charitable  or  correctional 
institutions. 

4.  The  Investigational  Group,  in  which  are  placed 
those  positions  the  duties  of  whose  incumbents 
are  to  collect,  examine  into,  and  interpret  facts 
pertaining  to  subjects,  persons  or  things  under 
investigation  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  in¬ 
telligent  basis  for  official  action. 

5.  The  Labor  Group,  in  which  are  placed  those 
positions  the  duties  of  whose  incumbents  are  to 
perform  manual  work  not  requiring  skill  in  a 
recognized  trade,  or  to  supervise  the  performance 
of  such  work. 

6.  The  Mechanical  Group,  in  which  are  placed 
those  positions  the  duties  of  whose  incumbents  are 
to  perform  manual  work  requiring  skill  in  recognized 
trades,  or  to  supervise  the  performance  of  such 
work. 

7.  The  Police  and  Fire  Group,  covering  positions 
in  the  uniformed  or  detective  forces  of  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments. 

8.  The  Professional  Group,  in  which  are  placed 
those  positions  the  duties  of  whose  incumbents  are  to 
perform  work  which  is  based  upon  the  established 
principles  of  and  which  requires  training  and 
experience  in  a  recognized  profession. 

Grades. 

Within  each  group  positions  will  be  found  to  differ  in 
the  importance,  difficulty/  responsibility  and  value  of 
the  work  performed.  In  order  to  provide  for  those 
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differences  the  work  of  each  group  has  been  analyzed 
and  divided  into  grades.  In  the  following  pages  are 
indicated  grades  established  for  the  different  groups  and 
under  each  grade  is  listed  a  limited  number  of  position 
titles  to  typify  the  scope  of  the  grade.

Classification  of  Employees. 

In  allocating  employees  to  groups  and  grades  the 
committee  was  guided  in  the  main  by  facts  and  informa¬ 
tion  obtained  from  the  following  sources: 

1.  Questionnaires  on  file  in  the  budget  department. 

2.  Consultation  with  department  and  division  heads. 

3.  Conferences  with  representatives  of  groups  of 
employees. 

The  questionnaires  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  budget 
department  were  prepared  by  the  individual  employees 
and  give  a  more  or  less  complete  history  or  picture  of 
the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  various  positions 
in  the  city  service.  The  essential  facts  disclosed  in  the 
questionnaires  are  as  follows: 

1.  Rating. 

2.  Department  or  division  in  which  duties  are  per¬ 
formed. 

3.  Immediate  superior. 

4.  Brief  description  of  duties  and  responsibilities. 

5.  Conditions  surrounding  employment. 

6.  Supervisory  responsibility. 

7.  Miscellaneous  personal  data. 

To  check  and  supplement  the  information  secured 
from  the  questionnaires,  department  heads,  division 
chiefs,  and  individuals  holding  positions  of  supervisory 
nature  were  consulted  by  the  committee.  The  ideas 
and  suggestions  of  this  group  of  officials,  particularly 
with  regard  to  the  relative  importance  of  positions 
within  their  jurisdiction,  were  given  great  weight  by 
the  committee  in  their  deliberations.  To  ensure  a  full 
and  complete  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the 
employees  of  the  city,  conferences  were  also  held  with 
representatives  of  various  groups  of  workers. 
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In  assigning  positions  to  grades,  each  functional 
group  was  considered  a  unit.  The  facts  and  information 
received  from  the  different  sources  mentioned  above 
enabled  the  committee  to  determine  the  variations  in 
authority,  importance  and  responsibility  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  positions  within  each  functional  group.  Each 
position  was  weighed  in  the  light  of  these  variations 
and  assignments  made  to  the  grade  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee,  best  reflected  the  relative  value  of 
the  position  within  its  functional  group. 

Scales  of  Compensation. 

The  aim  of  the  committee  has  been  to  establish  a 
general  range  of  salaries  which  will  be  fair  both  to  the 
employees  and  to  the  taxpayers.  In  arriving  at  the 
limits  suggested  below,  consideration  has  been  given 
to  many  factors,  among  which  may  be  enumerated  the 
prevailing  wage  for  similar  work  in  private  employment, 
the  cost  of  living,  the  qualifications  required  for  the 
w’ork,  and  the  condition,  unpleasantness  or  dangers  in¬ 
volved  in  the  work.  The  committee  have  also  drawn 
upon  their  own  knowledge  of  salary  and  wage  rates 
prevailing  both  inside  and  outside  of  the  city  service. 

After  an  intensive  survev  and  consideration  of  all 
the  factors  and  elements  involved  in  the  personnel  service 
of  the  city,  the  following  general  salary  limits  are  pro¬ 
posed  for  the  grades  previously  mentioned.

In  fixing  general  salary  limits  for  each  grade,  it  is 
contemplated  that  except  for  those  positions  which  have 
a  recognized  flat  rate  of  pay,  like  laborers,  firemen, 
matrons,  assistant  drawtenders,  etc.,  all  employees  shall 
start  at  a  minimum  salary  and  proceed  by  step  rate 
increases  until  the  maximum  of  their  position  is  reached. 
The  system  of  graduated  compensation  is  proposed  on 
the  assumption  that  over  a  period  of  years  there  is 
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normally  a  gradual  increase  in  the  usefulness  of  an 
employee,  and,  therefore,  a  gradual  development  of  the 
right  to  an  increase  in  compensation  as  an  employee 
becomes  more  familiar  with  and  presumably  more 
skilled  in  the  work  of  his  or  her  position.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  assumption,  it  should  be  emphasized, 
however,  that  mere  length  of  service  does  not,  under 
the  proposed  plan,  constitute  a  sufficient  reason  for  the 
advance  of  an  employee  when  there  is  no  positive  evi¬ 
dence  to  indicate  that  the  value  of  the  employee’s  service 
has  increased.  As  will  be  pointed  out  in  more  detail 
in  a  later  section  of  this  report,  salary  advances  under 
the  graduated  compensation  plan  should  be  made  only 
after  satisfactory  evidence  has  been  produced  to  show 
that  an  employee  wdiose  pay  is  to  be  advanced  has 
attained  and  maintained  a  sufficient  standard  of  effi¬ 
ciency  to  justify  the  increase. 

Interpretations  and  Modifications. 

The  plan  of  the  committee  to  this  point,  comprising 
as  it  does  the  establishing  of  functional  groups,  the 
determination  of  grades  within  groups,  and  the  fixing 
of  salary  limits  by  grades,  is  broad  and  general  in  scope. 
To  adapt  such  a  plan  to  a  service  involving  11,500 
positions,  and  including  all  varieties  and  kinds  of  human 
effort,  it  has  been  necessary  in  a  number  of  special 
instances  to  vary  the  general  form  so  as  to  suit  and 
accommodate  certain  types  and  groups  of  positions. 
These  variations  or  modifications  are  briefly  described 
in  the  following  paragraphs: 

Intermediate  Maxima. —  The  allocation  of  a  position 
to  a  particular  grade  does  not  of  necessity  mean  that 
the  incumbent  of  the  position  is  automatically  entitled 
to  reach  the  maximum  of  the  grade  at  the  expiration  of 
any  definite  period  of  time.  It  must  be  recognized 
that  while  in  the  general  scheme  a  large  number  of  posi¬ 
tions  are  listed  within  a  particular  grade,  it  does  not 
follow  that  all  of  these  positions  are  entitled  to  the 
maximum  of  the  grade.  Different  degrees  of  respon¬ 
sibility  are  to  be  found  within  each  group  grade,  hence, 
these  differences  must  be  compensated  for  by  fixing- 
intermediate  maxima  within  each  grade.  Thus,  while 
all  of  the  stationary  engineers  of  the  city  may  be  allo¬ 
cated  to  Grade  3,  it  does  not  follow  that  all  employees 
with  this  rating  are  entitled  to  the  maximum  of  the

grade.  A  survey  of  the  various  steam  plants  of  the 
city,  to  determine  the  classification  of  each,  as  required 
by  the  state  law  relating  to  the  licensing  of  engineers, 
disclosed  that  there  are  three  classes  of  plants  under 
operation.  The  committee  feels  that  this  variation  in 
plants  should  be  reflected  in  the  salaries  fixed  for  sta¬ 
tionary  engineers  and  has  consequently  established 
three  rates  of  pay  for  stationary  engineers  within 
Grade  3.  Again,  while  a  large  number  of  inspectors 
have  been  assigned  to  Grade  3,  not  all  are  considered 
eligible  to  receive  the  $2,500  maximum  of  this  grade, 
for  some  $2,300  is  considered  a  fair  maximum,  for 
others  $2,200,  and  for  still  others  $2,100.  In  other 
words,  the  nature  and  responsibilities  of  the  different 
positions  are,  in  the  final  analysis,  the  determining  fac¬ 
tors  to  be  considered  in  fixing  the  salary  maxima  to  be 
paid  to  the  incumbents.  For  this  reason,  variations 
have  been  made  in  the  general  salary  limits  shown  on 
page  13,  wherever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee, 
such  variations  were  warranted. 

Entrance  Salaries. —  While  the  maximum  compensa¬ 
tion  which  a  particular  position  will  pay  is  determined 
directly  by  the  grade  in  which  the  position  is  listed,  it 
does  not  follow  that  the  minimum  compensation  or 
starting  figure  is  determined  in  a  like  manner.  In  cer¬ 
tain  groups,  particularly  the  clerical,  inspectional  and 
investigational,  it  is  felt  that  the  range  of  compensa¬ 
tion  should  be  spread  over  two  or  more  grades,  rather 
than  being  confined  to  the  range  of  the  grade  in  which 
the  position  is  listed.  For  example,  an  individual 
might  be  appointed  to  a  clerical  position  which  was 
listed  in  Grade  4.  The  appointment  should  in  many 
cases  be  made  at  the  minimum  of  Grade  5  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  step  rate  increases  would  be  granted  if 
merited  until  the  maximum  of  the  position  is  reached. 

Existing  Salaries. —  In  cases  where  salaries  now  paid 
are  in  excess  of  the  maximum  of  the  grade  in  which 
the  position  is  classified,  the  committee  recommends 
that  existing  salaries  of  present  incumbents  should  be 
retained.  This  recommendation  is  based  on  the  thought 
that  the  present  incumbents  should  not  be  penalized 
because  their  present  salaries  were  made  possible  by  the 
absence  of  lack  of  a  comprehensive  and  definite  plan  for 
the  regulation  of  salaries.  On  the  termination  of  the 
service  of  the  present  incumbents  in  such  positions, 
however,  the  salary  should  be  reduced  to  its  proper 
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level  and  the  compensation  of  the  new  entrant  should 
be  regulated  in  accordance  with  the  limits  of  the  grade 
in  which  the  position  is  classified. 

Clerical  Variations . —  The  clerical  workers  of  the  city 
may  be  divided  into  two  classes, —  those  who  are  filling 
individual  positions  in  which  the  work  is  more  or  less 
independent  and  divorced  from  other  office  positions, 
and  second,  those  who  are  working  in  groups  where  the 
work  is  more  or  less  similar,  interdependent  and  cor¬ 
related.  In  the  first  class  the  ability  and  efficiency  of 
the  incumbent  of  the  position  may  be  directly  measured, 
but  in  the  second  class,  the  efficiency  of  the  individual 
is  more  or  less  subordinated  to  the  efficiency  displayed 
by  the  entire  group.  As  a  general  rule,  group  efficiency 
should  improve  as  the  average  tenure  of  service  of  the 
members  of  the  group  increases.  Where  efficiency  and 
ability  may  be  directly  measured,  the  committee  feels 
that  advancement  in  pay  should  depend  solely  upon 
efficiency,  but  where  efficiency  must  be  measured  in 
terms  of  a  group,  there  should  be  added  to  the  efficiency 
displayed  by  the  individual  member  of  the  group  a 
service  requirement.  The  following  plan  is  suggested 
for  the  handling  of  these  variations  in  the  clerical  group. 

In  Grades  2,  3  and  4  of  the  clerical  group,  inter¬ 
mediate  maxima  shall  be  fixed  at  $200  below  the 
maximum  of  each  grade.  Thus,  in  Grade  2,  an  inter¬ 
mediate  maximum  shall  be  established  at  $2,800; 
Grade  3,  $2,300;  and  Grade  4,  $1,800.  The  individual 
positions  in  each  grade  shall  be  classified  as  Class  A  and 
the  group  positions  as  Class  B.  Incumbents  of  positions 
rated  in  Class  A  are  eligible  for  consideration  to  proceed 
directly  from  the  minimum  of  the  position  to  the 
maximum  of  the  grade  by  step  rate  increases  of  $100. 
Incumbents  of  positions  in  Class  B  are  eligible  for 
consideration  to  proceed  from  the  minimum  of  the 
position  to  the  intermediate  maximum,  previously 
stated,  by  $100  annual  increases.  Having  reached  the 
intermediate  maximum  of  a  grade,  further  progress  will 
be  possible  only  after  certain  service  requirements  are 
fulfilled.  Employees  in  Grade  4,  Class  B,  having 
reached  the  intermediate  maximum  of  $1,800  will 
be  entitled  to  consideration  for  a  further  increase  of  $100, 
provided  their  length  of  service  with  the  city  is  in 
excess  of  twelve  years,  and  they  will  be  entitled  to  con¬ 
sideration  for  a  second  additional  $100,  provided  their 
length  of  service  is  in  excess  of  fifteen  years.  Thus  an 
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employee  in  Grade  4,  Class  B,  with  fifteen  years  of 
service  or  more  is  entitled  to  be  considered  for  the 
same  salary  privileges  as  though  his  position  had  been 
classified  as  Class  A.  In  Grade  3,  seventeen  years  of 
service  will  be  required  before  the  employee  is  entitled 
to  consideration  to  proceed  $100  beyond  the  inter¬ 
mediate  maximum  and  twenty  years  of  service  will  be 
required  before  consideration  for  the  second  additional 
$100  will  be  allowed.  In  Grade  2,  the  periods  of  service 
have  been  set  as  twenty-two  and  twenty-five  years, 
respectively.  The  term  length  of  service  as  herein 
used  is  meant  to  include  the  total  number  of  continuous 
years  spent  in  the  city  service  rather  than  the  number 
of  years  spent  in  the  present  position. 

Tenure  of  Service  Recognition. —  Because  of  the  rela¬ 
tively  low  maximum  fixed  for  positions  in  Grade  5,  it  is 
felt  that  some  recognition  should  be  made  in  this  group 
of  tenure  of  service.  It  is,  therefore,  recommended 
that  a  bonus  payment  of  $100  be  allowed  over  and 
above  the  fixed  maximum  of  the  grade  for  meritorious 
service  in  excess  of  twenty  years.  Under  this  recom¬ 
mendation  an  employee  in  Grade  5  having  served 
continuously  for  twenty  years  shall  be  entitled  to  con¬ 
sideration  for  an  additional  $100  beyond  the  maximum 
of  the  grade. 

Rules. —  In  the  administration  of  this  plan,  certain 
rules  must  be  adopted.  A  complete  set  of  rules  cannot 
be  determined  in  advance,  but  at  this  time  it  appears 
that  the  following  should  be  recognized : 

1.  Salary  advancement  within  a  grade  shall  be 
limited  to  one  increase  a  year. 

2.  Advancement  shall  be  approved  by  the 
mayor  upon  recommendation  of  the  department 
head  that  the  employee  concerned  merits  the 
advancement  and  upon  certification  by  the  per¬ 
sonnel  bureau  (hereinafter  explained)  that  the 
advancement  recommended  is  in  accordance  with 
the  classification  and  standardization  plan. 

3.  All  increases  with  the  exception  of  those 
resulting  from  promotions  within  the  service  shall 
become  effective  on  the  pay  roll  date  nearest  to 
June  1  in  each  year. 

4.  An  employee  who  is  transferred  or  promoted 
to  a  position  which  has  been  classified  in  a  grade 
higher  than  that  of  his  old  position  shall  be 
appointed  at  the  minimum  salary  attached  to  the 
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new  position.  If  the  employee  is  receiving  more 
than  this  minimum  no  change  shall  be  made  except 
by  specific  recommendation  of  the  head  of  the 
department. 

5.  An  employee  who  has  reached  the  maximum 
salary  prescribed  for  the  grade  in  which  his  position 
is  classified  shall  not  be  increased  while  serving  in 
the  same  position. 

6.  An  employee  receiving  less  than  the  amount 
established  as  the  minimum  of  his  or  her  position 
shall  be  eligible  for  consideration  to  proceed  forth¬ 
with  to  such  minimum,  provided,  however,  that  no 
increase  under  this  rule  shall  be  in  excess  of  $300 
in  any  one  year. 

7.  An  employee  whose  present  compensation  is 
within  the  salary  limits  fixed  for  the  position  shall 
be  eligible  for  consideration  to  receive  the  standard 
rate  of  increase. 

8.  With  the  exception  of  those  positions  classi¬ 
fied  as  Grade  1,  the  standard  rate  of  increase  for 
employees  on  an  annual  salary  basis  shall  be  $100 
and  for  per  diem  employees  not  in  excess  of  50  cents 
per  day. 

9.  In  the  event  that  an  employee  or  new 
appointee  has  special  experience  that  peculiarly 
fits  him  for  a  particular  position,  department  heads 
will  be  privileged  to  recommend  that  appointment 
be  made  at  a  salary  rate  above  the  minimum  fixed 
for  the  position. 

Overtime. 

The  practice  which  has  developed  in  several  depart¬ 
ments  in  recent  years  of  paying  “ annual  salary”  em¬ 
ployees  overtime,  because  of  the  fact  that  at  certain 
limited  times  in  the  year  such  employees  are  called  upon 
to  work  beyond  regular  office  hours,  is  a  serious  breach 
of  the  fundamental  provisions  underlying  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  this  class  of  employees.  In  hiring  employees 
to  work  on  an  “annual  salary”  basis,  the  city  enters 
into  an  unwritten  contract  in  which  it  agrees  to  pay 
for  a  full  year’s  work  a  fixed  amount  of  money.  While 
for  pay  roll  purposes  this  fixed  amount  may  be  divided 
into  weekly  or  monthly  installments,  it  does  not  neces¬ 
sarily  follow  that  the  amount  of  any  one  of  these  install¬ 
ments  is  an  exact  measure  of  the  work  performed  dur-

mg  the  period  covered  by  the  installment.  The  unit 
of  measure  in  the  case  of  an  “ annual  salary”  employee 
is  a  year’s  work.  In  other  words,  an  “ annual  salary” 
employee  is  not  hired  to  perform  a  specific  amount  of 
work  in  any  one  day,  one  week,  or  one  month,  but 
rather  is  employed  to  perform  a  specific  task  in  the 
period  of  one  year. 

In  accomplishing  this  specific  task,  the  employee  may 
be  called  upon  to  exert  extra  effort  and  work  extra 
hours  at  certain  times  during  the  year.  Under  such 
conditions,  however,  the  employee  is  no  more  entitled 
to  claim  extra  compensation  for  this  extra  effort  and 
work  than  the  city  would  be  to  claim  that  the  employee’s 
compensation  should  be  reduced  at  those  periods  when 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  specific  task  may 
slack  off.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
payment  of  overtime  to  “ annual  salary”  employees 
should  be  discontinued  and  suggests  that  the  compensa¬ 
tion  of  those  groups  of  employees  who  may  as  a  regular 
feature  of  their  year’s  work  be  called  upon  to  work  at 
certain  times  beyond  regular  office  hours  be  fixed  at  a 
figure  which  will  compensate  for  the  discontinuance  of 
this  source  of  additional  income.  In  classifying  ward 
clerks,  deputy  collectors,  assistant  registrars,  foremen, 
inspectors,  etc.,  the  committee  has  literally  carried  out 
this  suggestion  so  that  part  of  the  compensation  fixed 
for  these  groups  may  be  said  to  be  in  lieu  of  overtime. 

Number  of  Employees. 

The  committee  has  not  attempted  to  determine 
whether  the  number  of  employees  on  the  city  and 
county  pay  rolls  is  more  or  less  than  is  required  for 
efficient  service.  The  fair  determination  of  this  ques¬ 
tion  would  require  a  detailed  and  exhaustive  study  of 
the  organization  and  management  of  the  various  de¬ 
partments  over  a  considerable  period  of  time  by  impar¬ 
tial  investigators  familiar  with  the  work  and  service 
required  of  the  departments,  and  such  a  study  seemed 
to  be  beyond  the  scope  of  the  committee’s  authority. 

Responsibility  of  Department  Heads. 

The  charter  under  which  the  city  functions  places  full 
and  complete  responsibility  for  the  operation  and  man¬ 
agement  of  the  various  city  departments  upon  the 
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officials  appointed  to  head  such  departments.  The 
classification  and  standardization  plan  herein  proposed 
is  not  intended  in  any  sense  to  deprive  or  relieve  de¬ 
partment  heads  of  this  authority  and  responsibility. 
In  the  minds  of  the  committee,  the  proposed  plan  is  to 
serve  as  a  chart  or  map  to  guide  department  heads  in 
making  recommendations  affecting  employees  under 
their  supervision.  Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed 
on  the  fact  that  under  the  proposed  plan  advance¬ 
ment  from  one  salary  rate  to  another  cannot  be 
made  without  the  recommendation  of  the  head  of 
the  department  or  division  having  immediate  jurisdic¬ 
tion.  In  making  such  recommendations  the  particular 
classification  of  individual  employees  arrived  at  by  the 
committee  responsible  for  this  report  should  be  tempered 
by  department  heads  in  the  light  of  the  faithfulness  and 
efficiency  displayed  by  their  employees. 

The  classification  herein  proposed  has  been  based 
primarily  on  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  various 
positions.  Consideration  of  the  efficiency  and  ability 
of  individual  employees  has  purposely  been  avoided. 
The  salary  limits  fixed  for  the  different  grades  are,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  fair  to  the  employees  of 
the  city.  Obviously,  the  same  limits  can  only  be  fair 
to  the  taxpayers  (our  employers)  if  the  employees  give 
in  return  a  fair  day’s  work.  Department  heads  in 
making  salary  advancement .  recommendations  should 
not  lose  sight  of  this  axiom.* 

The  success  or  failure  of  the  proposed  plan  will  depend 
in  the  main  on  the  manner  in  which  department  heads 
assume  the  responsibility  which  is  legally  and  rightfully 
theirs.  If  department  heads  are  content  to  follow  the 
line  of  least  resistance  and  regard  the  salary  advance¬ 
ment  of  their  employees  as  an  automatic  affair,  then 
the  chances  of  the  proposed  plan  being  an  improvement 
over  present  conditions  are  remote.  If,  however,  each 
department  head  will  conscientiously  base  his  recom¬ 
mendations  under  this  plan  on  the  merit  and  efficiency 
displayed  by  the  employees  under  his  supervision,  there 
should  be  no  question  as  to  the  success  of  the  plan. 


Merit  System. 

The  committee  has  given  some  consideration  to  the 
thought  of  recommending  the  establishment  of  a  general 
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merit  system  within  the  city  service.  There  is  the 
danger,  however,  that  such  a  proposal  at  this  time  would 
complicate  and  possibly  injure  the  chances  of  the  suc¬ 
cessful  operation  of  the  classification  and  standardiza¬ 
tion  plan.  For  this  reason  the  committee  is  content  to 
suggest  to  the  various  department  heads  that  in  so  far 
as  it  is  practicable  written  records  should  be  maintained 
within  departments  to  indicate  the  relative  efficiency  of 
individual  employees.  Among  other  things,  such  records 
should  indicate  the  following: 

1.  Conduct  in  dealing  with  the  public. 

2.  Attendance  record. 

3.  General  attitude  towards  fellow  workers  and 
superiors. 

4.  Quantity  and  quality  of  work  performed. 

5.  Capacity  to  perform  duties  of  a  higher  grade. 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  such  a  system 

of  records  within  departments  would  not  only  prove  of 
great  value  to  department  heads  but  would  also  enhance 
the  possibility  of  the  success  of  the  classification  and 
standardization  plan  proposed  in  this  report. 

Board  of  Adjustment  and  Review. 

The  classification  and  standardization  plans  herein 
proposed  should  be  looked  upon  as  a  starting  point  and 
not  as  a  finished  or  final  product  to  be  thought  of  as 
unchangeable.  In  allocating  positions  to  grades,  the 
committee  tried  to  exercise  impartial  judgment,  but 
realizes  that  its  particular  judgment  in  certain  cases  may 
be  questioned.  In  order  to  harmonize  these  differences 
in  opinion  it  is  considered  desirable  that  provisions  for  a 
court  of  appeal  be  included  in  the  general  plan  of  the 
committee.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  within  three 
months  after  the  acceptance  of  this  report  a  board  of 
adjustment  and  review  be  appointed  by  the  mayor. 
The  functions  of  such  a  board  would  be  to  pass  on  all 
grievances  formally  presented  by  employees,  classify  all 
new  positions,  adjust  salary  levels  in  accordance  with 
any  marked  economic  disturbance,  and  in  general  to 
keep  the  entire  plan  up  to  date. 

Personnel  Bureau. 

It  is  obvious  that  if  the  prime  requirements  of  uni¬ 
formity  and  relative  equity  in  the  pay  of  city  employees 
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are  to  be  secured  some  central  agency  must  have  the 
authority  to  adopt  a  proper  classification  system  and 
must  be  fully  empowered  to  administer  the  same.  It 
is  therefore  recommended  that  the  budget  department 
be  authorized  to  adopt  the  plan  proposed  in  this  report 
and  further  that  it  be  delegated  the  necessary  power 
to  administer  the  same.  This  delegation  can  be  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  issuance  of  an  executive  order  requiring 
that  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  employment,  promo¬ 
tion,  transfer  and  salary  increase  of  employees  under 
the  control  of  the  mayor  be  reviewed  by  the  budget 
department  prior  to  receiving  the  necessary  executive 
approval. 

The  issuance  of  such  an  order  would  in  effect  establish 
the  budget  department  as  the  personnel  bureau  of  the 
city.  In  such  a  bureau,  a  card  record  system  covering 
every  position  and  employee  in  the  city  service  would 
naturally  be  established.  All  conditions  affecting 
department  pay  rolls  would  be  immediately  reported 
to  this  bureau.  All  vacancies  occurring  within  depart¬ 
mental  forces  would  be  referred  to  the  bureau  to  con¬ 
sider  and  report  whether  the  position  should  be  con¬ 
tinued,  consolidated  or  abolished.  Vacancies  occurring 
in  the  higher  grades  of  the  service  would  be  filled  when¬ 
ever  possible  by  promotion  and  transfer  within  the  exist¬ 
ing  service.  In  this  manner  practically  all  new  entrants 
into  the  city  service  would  start  at  the  bottom. 
Proposals  to  make  material  changes  in  the  duties  of 
particular  positions  would  be  reviewed  by  the  bureau. 
In  short,  a  central  clearing  house  for  the  adjustment  of 
personnel  matters  would  be  established  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  the  chief  executive  of  the  city  with  all  the 
necessary  information  and  essential  facts  which  should 
be  in  his  possession  before  he  is  called  upon  to  approve 
personal  service  recommendations  of  department  heads. 


Conclusion. 

The  classification  plan  presented  in  this  report  rep¬ 
resents  a  conscientious  attempt  to  appraise  positions 
on  a  relative  basis  according  to  the  best  available  facts 
and  information.  It  is  felt  that  if  the  proposed  plan 
is  given  a  fair  trial  two  worth  while  results  will  ensue. 
In  the  long  run  economy  in  administration  should  be 
attained  since  many  employees,  owing  to  the  absence  of 
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any  comprehensive  plan  and  to  the  lack  of  complete 
information  concerning  their  duties,  succeed  in  securing 
more  pay  than  their  services  are  really  worth.  Better 
public  service  should  also  be  secured  because  an  equitable 
wage  scale  naturally  produces  a  contented  worker, 
secure  in  the  knowledge  that  his  or  her  progress  depends 
upon  ability  and  efficient  service.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial 
year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January,  1927,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or 
by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to  meet 
their  obligations  for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and 
maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respective  sums  of 
money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the 
objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water  Service  current  expenses 
and  the  payment  to  the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the 
interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be 
met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes; 
that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met  by  the  department 
income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  and  the  appropriation 
for  City  Record  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  excess 
over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  spec¬ 
ified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of 
business  on  December  31,  1926,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special 
appropriation,  and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January 
1,  1927,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  829,874,  523.57,  and  that  said  amount 
be  raised  by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of 
the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  de¬ 
partment  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any 
person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the 
general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation 
be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city 
and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city’s  proportion  of  the  state  tax 
for  the  year  1927,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
1927;  that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after 
the  second  day  of  October,  1927,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  59,  section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes 
assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1927, 
until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes 
shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall 
be  increased  by  additional  appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no 
money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or 
items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purposes  or  item ; 
and,  except  as  aforesaid,  no  salary  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the 
rate  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

BOSTON  ELEVATED  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 


FIFTY-NINTH  LOCATION. 


In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  May  3,  1927. 

Ordered,  That  in  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for 
locations  for  tracks  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  main¬ 
tain  and  use  an  addition  to  and  an  alteration  of  its 
existing  locations,  as  follows: 

Right  hand  crossover  on  Meridian  Street  Bridge, 
East  Boston,  northerly  of  Nay  street  ;  said  tracks  being 
substantially  as  shown  by  red  lines  on  a  plan  made  by 
H.  C.  Hartwell,  engineer,  Maintenance  Department, 
dated  September  25,  1926,  and  deposited  in  the  office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works;  together  with 
all  necessary  curves,  crossovers,  switches  and  con¬ 
nections. 

And  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
is  granted  to  said  company  to  establish  and  maintain 
the  overhead  single  trolley  electric  sj^stem  of  motive 
power  in  the  operation  of  its  cars  on  said  location,  and 
to  erect,  maintain  and  use  iron  poles,  not  less  than 
twenty  feet  in  height,  at  places  indicated  by  red  dots 
or  circles  on  the  aforesaid  plan,  or  at  such  other  places, 
to  be  shown  by  blue  dots  or  circles  on  said  plan,  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and 
to  place  on  said  poles  such  wires  and  other  appliances  as 
the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  approve. 
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The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this  order 
is  upon  condition  that  the  whole  work  of  laying  the 
same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind  and 
quality  of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks,  and  the 
kind  and  locations  of  poles,  shall  be  under  the  direction 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  and  shall  be  approved  by  him.  Also  upon  con¬ 
dition  that  said  railway  company  shall  accept  this  order, 
and  shall  file  such  acceptance  with  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
statute  law;  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void. 

The  whole  work  authorized  to  be  done  under  the 
provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  completed  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order.
